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BLUE EARTH COUNTY. 



Her Wonderful Natural Resources, Industries, and 
Acquired Advantages* 



The Leading Agricultural . County of the State 
of Minnesota. 



The county embraces 23 townships and contains 769 
square miles, or about 500,000 acres. There is no bounty in 
the state which excels in the admirable blending- and inter- 
mingling of prairie, timber, lake and river. It is one of the 
most fertile counties in Minnesota. It is situated near the 
middle of the southern portion of the state. The soil is won- 
derfully productive, composed of a mixture of soil and sand, 
varying in dept from two to five feet, having those proportions 
that vegetation requires for a vigorous growth, for all kinds 
of cereals and vegetables. While the soil is extremely rich it 
has been found to possess most excellent qualities in with- 
standing any drouth. It may be said that in no other county 
in the state is diversified farming- being followed to such an 
extent, and with such attendant success as in Blue Earth 
county. Stock raising is extensively carried on; while dairy- 
ing has been generally entered into. There are a large num- 
ber of herds of fine blooded stock in all parts of the county. 
This diversification has brought about an era of great pros- 
perity as on all sides we see fine farm homes, with modern 
comfqrts, dotting the rural districts of the county. All crops 
are exceptionally good this year and an era of prosperity, al- 
most greater than ever before, awaits our people. May not 
Blue Earth be claimed as the "Garden of Eden" county of 
Minnesota? We think it the superior, for it has demonstrated 
the durability in which it has yielded the husbandman so rich 
a reward for his labor. 

The timber found consists principally of white and red 
elm, basswood, iron wood, bur and black-oak, white and gray 
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ash, sugar and white maple, poplar, box elder, aspen, wild 
plum, crab apple, butter-nut, black walnut, cottonwood, red 
cedar and birch. The shrubbery includes nearly every kind 
native to the northern states, especially of berry-bearing* va- 
rieties, which are of vigorous growth and excellent flavor. 
The flowering plants ' of both prairie and woodlands are 
simply wonderful in diversity and number and their fragrance 
charming. One peculiarity of 'this county is the number 
of its lakes, rivers and springs. The principal lakes are 
Madison, lake, Loon lake, Washington lake, Jackson lake, 
Eagle lake, Crystal lake, Lura lake and Solberg lake, and 
some twenty smaller lakes of suffiicient importance to be en- 
titled to places on the county map, all of which afford good 
fishing. 

The county is well watered. Five rivers flow through it 
from the south, southwest and southeast, spreading over 
most of the county, coming together near the mouth of the 
Blue Earth river as it empties into the Minnesota. Into these 
rivers empty numerous small streams and brooklets. Along 
the streams and about the lakes are belts of timber. One 
characteristic about the farms of this county is that but few 
are held by non-residents, and very large farms do not exist, 
and the movement is toward smaller farms and better farming. 
The many lakes and rivers are supplied by numerous springs 
and some are quite important. There are two noted especial- 
ly for their medical properties. The Mankato Mineral Springs, 
for there are many instances which can be cited where the 
water has been especially productive of beneficial effects in 
different diseases of the stomach, liver, kidney and bladder. 
Almost immediate benefits are noticeable from its use. 
The mineral water is being bottled 'and sent in every direc- 
tion. 

One of the great business interests of the county is in 
her stone,, lime, cement and brick manufacturing. The finest 
building stone, in great quantities are found principally in 
and near Mankato. This business is extensively carried on 
and thousands of cars are shipped throughout the northwest 
annually. The cement manufactured here is said to be 
the best found anywhere. The clays found here make the 
best building brick, which are shipped in every direction. 
Lime of the very best quality is extensively made and shipped 
to different parts of the country. Truly the people of Blue 
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Earth county have a mine of wealth in their stone, lime, ce- 
ment and brick. 

One of the principal questions proposed,by those looking- 
for new homes, is concerning- the climate and temperature 
and their adaptation to health and the culture of the staples, 
for food. Those who have lived here for years testify that 
the seasons follow one another in acceptable succession and 
the winters are less cold than in some states further south. 
The climate is kept moist enough in summer by the great 
number of lakes and rivers within its boundaries. The win- 
ters are not so long or as severe as were experienced years 
ago. The brilliancy of our sunlight and the 'number of 
cloudless days soften the severity of the cold. The soil, 
climate and temperature are all favorable to the production 
of grains, grasses and vegetables, and this county may be 
classified as a section peculiarly adapted to diversified farm- 
ing. The prevalence of storms, long rains and heavy fog's 
and mists are entirely unknown here at any season of the 
year. The county is well advanced in most respects, good 
building's and g-ood roads and bridges and other facilities 
equal to those found in any county in the state. No one 
coming- to Blue Earth county will have anything to lose by 
the chang-e for he will be impressed by her wonderful resour- 
ces,beauty of scenery and healthfulness of climate. The best 
people of this and other countries have been attracted here 
from time to time and are today prosperous and apparently 
happy. The population of the county is about 35,000. 

The educational interests are the very best possessed with 
ample facilities for the education of all. Every neighbor- 
hood has its school, organized under a system equal to any 
in the state or nation. There are now 142 common school 
districts and 5 independent school districts in the county. 
Great care is taken tp secure the most competent and experi- 
enced teachers, and the school houses and furnishings are 
well adapted, in every respect, for the comfort and advance- 
ment of the children. The general government donated to the 
state of Minnesota, upon her admission into* the union, two sec- 
tions, in each township, for school purposes, amounting, in all 
the counties, to about three million acres, whichhas been so 
wisely managed that the permanent school fund now amounts 
to over $10,000,000 which is invested in bonds so as to re- 
turn an annual income to the state of over $1,000,000, of 
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which Blue Earth county gets about $25,000 annually. It is 
expected that in the near future all the lands will be sold and 
the annual income to the state will be about $1,500,000. The 
school fund is so managed that only the interest is expended, 
leaving- the principal inviolate.* 

The cities and towns of this county are among* the enter- 
prising* municipalities of our glorious commonwealth. The 
county seat is Mankato, the leading city of the county. The 
towns of the county are deserving of special mention, as well 
as Mankato. The four different lines of railroads afford 
outlets in every direction and furnish the inhabitants excel- 
lent transportation facilities. The railways will have special 
mention in the article on Mankato. This county has been 
wonderfully endowed with those natural resources essential 
to attract and sustain a large and prosperous population. It 
is the impression of those who visit Blue Earth county, that 
her wealth of resources, wonderfully beautiful scenery, lovely 
lakes, and healthful climate, is the place to live and be happy, 
for all find the most congenial and happy environments here 
in the best county in the best state in the union. 



THE CITY OF MANKATO. 



BY THE 8EORETARY OF THE BOARD OF TRADE. 



The city of Mankato, the county seat of Blue Earth 
county and the commercial metropolis of south western 
Minnesota, is picturesquely seated in an amphitheatre* com- 
posed of a series of terraces rising from the banks of the 
Minnesota and Blue Earth rivers, 90 miles south from St. 
Paul and Minneapolis, and 120 miles west from the Missis- 
sippi river at Winona. It has a river front of 6. 13 miles. 

Its population by the census of 1895 was 10,173. It is 
now estimated to be about 12,000, and with the suburbs of 
North Mankato and Le Hillier, separated from the city pro- 
per only by the river, it will easily reach 13,000. The growth 
of the town has been reasonably uniform, without any booms 
and their resulting collapses, as the following table will 
show.

It is a gratifying- fact that the surrounding country trib- 
utary to Mankato has increased its population during this 
period in nearly the same ratio; thus avoiding- that ominous 
spectacle of a town growing- too fast for the country on which 
it depends. 

Mankato is supplied with the purest of water by two ar- 
tesian wells, each 650 feet deep. It has 11.85 miles of water 
mains, through which the water is 'forced by two powerful 
pumps having a combined capacity of 3,100,000 gallons in 24 
hours. A reserve supply is also pumped into a reservoir on 
the hill back of the city, giving- a head of 223 feet. The pres- 
sure at the hydrants on the business streets is from 90 to 97 
pounds, and the averag-e pressure in all parts of the city is 80 
pounds. This water is shown by analysis .to be remarkably 
pure. 

As the city is built on ground rising from the river front 
to a height of 200 feet it is easily drained, and malaria and 
other diseases due to low and flat lands are unknown. The 
health office report for 1897 records 84 deaths during that year, 
being 7 per 1000 of population. Only three of these resulted 
from contagious diseases. 

During- the same year the birth rate was 21 per 1000. An 
excellent system of sewerage has been adopted, by which all 
drainage is carried into the river below the city, The length 
of main sewers now built is 32238 feet or 6.1 miles. 

The city has three parks, covering- an area of 73. 58 acres. 
One of these parks at the junction of the two rivers is justly 
celebrated for its beautiful variety of natural scenery of 
wooded hills, rocky bluffs and runnirfg water, which the city 
park commissioner has made still more attractive by judicious 
landscape gardening and well arranged picnic grounds. 

No city of its size and ag*e surpasses Mankato in the 
beauty and interest of the drives in its vicinity, among- 
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which may be mentioned the drive to Minneopa Falls, a cas- 
cade rivalling Minnehaha, about four miles distant, while at 
an average distance of eleven miles there are several fine 
large lakes, Crystal, Madison, Washington and others, all 
with high wooded banks and clear cold water, the favorite 
summer resorts of Mankato people, many of whom have 
built cottages there for summer residences. These lakes af- 
ford good fishing and boating. They are supplied also with 
commodious hotels. 



Real estate in Mankato is steadily advancing in value. 
It has never suffered any reverses resulting from inflated 
prices in boom times. The best business lots are held at 
about $200 per front foot, Good business property may be 
bought tor from $100 to $150. Residence lots. 66 feet front 
vary according to location from $3ooo to $150 per lot. As 
Mankato produces its own brick and lime nearly all the busi- 
ness buildings and a large portion of the dwellings are built 
of brick, which gives the town a solid and neat appearance, 
and affords immunity from destructive conflagrations. The 
streets are nearly all eighty feet wide. Broad street, in the 
residence portion of the city is loo feet wide, forming a 
beautiful boulevard. 



Mankato contains a large and splendid Court House, one 
of the handsomest in the northwest, and a government build- 
ing for theUnited States Court House and Post Office,both built 
of Mankato stone, a State Normal School with 75o students; 
Catholic College; six Public School buildings with an enroll- 
ment of l7oo pupils; a Business College with 26o students, 
besides Private and Parochial Schools; eighteen Churches; a 
City Hall; Theater, nine Hotels; two Hospitals; and a third 
to be built this season. 



Mankato is supplied with four main lines of railroad, 
the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha, the Chicago 
& Northwestern, the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, and 
the Minneapolis & St. Louis, also the Elmore branch of the 
Chicago, St/Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha running south into 
Iowa. By these railroads direct communication is had with 
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all points, north, east, south or west, affording- fine facilities 
for wholesale and manufacturing 1 lines of business. These 
railroad facilities have made Mankato a distributing- point 
for several larg-e farm machine manufacturing- companies, 
two of which, the J. I. Case & Co. and the McCormick are 
building- large warehouses to accommodate their business. 



The most important manufacturing- business in Mankato 
is the stone industry. Mankato has inexhaustible stone 
quarries, lying- in the most convenient position possible 
along- the lines of the several railroads, so that the stone 
can be loaded direct from the quarries to the cars. This 
stone is a compact limestone, varying- in color from white 
to cream color and pink. It occurs in horizontal layers from 
three feet to a few inches in thickness. It is shipped all over 
the northwest for railroad work, bridg-e piers, culverts, 
curb stone, g-utters and side walks, as well as for ordinary 
building- purposes. The quarries are several miles in extent, 
and 30 to 40 feet in thickness. About 600 men are employed 
in this business, and the annual product is eig-ht to ten thous- 
and car-loads. 

Several millions of brick are made yearly in the Mankato 
brick yards. Lime is an important product and cement rock 
of superior quality is found along- the bluffs of the Blue Earth 
river. The Mankato Cement Works are capable of making: 
about 1000 barrels of cement a day, and such is the reputation 
of this cement that the works are kept running- to their full 
capacity to supply orders. Cement pipe is also made for 
sewer purposes. Which a trial of eig-ht years has proved to- 
be satisfactory. 

The Creamery Package Manufacturing* Co. has a larg-e 
plant in the city, covering- half a block. There are two larg-e 
Candy Factories which supply nearly the whole northwest. 
Other important industries are the Knitting- Mill, Packing 
House, Marble Works, Foundries, Machine Shops, Boiler 
Works, Furniture Factories, Creamery, Cooperage, Cigars, 
Beer, Bottling, Malt works, Bakery goods and Crackers. The 
flour manufactured at the Mankato Mills has gained a world 
wide reputation.

FINANCIAL. 

Mankato has two National Banks, one State Bank, and 
a Saving's Bank, and flourishing- building- and Loan Associa- 
tion. A striking- evidence of the sound financial condition 
of the farmers in the surrounding- country is shown by the 
fact that they have about a million dollars on deposit in the 
Mankato Banks. 

POST OFFICE BUSINESS. 

The enterprise of a town is shown very conclusively by 
the volume of its post office business. The following- statistics 
will prove that in this reg-ard Mankato exceeds most other 
towns of it size and ag-e.

- lished monthly by the Normal School and the Business Col- 
lege.

The Mankato Board of Trade, was incorporated in 1868. 
"With the exception of a few in large cities this is the oldest 
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Board of Trade in the United States. It has always been 
foremost in promoting* every enterprise that promised to be 
of benefit to the city, and it is not too much to say that with- 
out its unremitting- efforts Mankato would not enjoy the high 
4egree of prosperity that it does today. Other societies are 
the Ladies' Relief Society, Y. M. C. A. Liedertafel, Masonic 
Lodge, Chapter and Commandery, and Order of Eastern Star, 
Odd Fellows Lodges, Hibernians, United Workmen, Elks, 
Catholic Order of Foresters, Knig'hts of Honor, Knights of 
Pythias, Modern Woodmen, Sons of Hermann, Royal Arca- 
num, and others. 

Aside from the great natural advantages possessed by 
Mankato, we may confidently say that the prosperity which 
Mankato has enjoyed thus far results in a great measure from 
the fact that its citizens have always had unbounded faith 
in the future of their town. Ther£ has been no doubt in their 
minds from the beginning- that Mankato was destined to be 
a metropolis. There is no doubt now.

The City's Business, Commercial, and Manufacturing 
Interests, Institutions, Etc 

Mankato is the commercial and manufacturing center 
and the metropolis of southern Minnesota. The different 
branches of trade are well represented by stocks of goods that 
would be a credit to a much larger city. The surrounding 
country is rich and very productive, and quite an extent of 
territory is tributray, for wholesale business. It is especially 
well located for manufacturing as well as jobbing interests. 
Educational advantages excelled by no city in the state. The 
best public schools and the finest school buildings, to be found 
anywhere in the state, well equipped with all the modern 
improvements,comforts and conveniences, well lighted, venti- 
lated and heated. The teachers are among the best instruc- 
tors found in any school. One of the State Normal schools is 
located here^ beautifully situated on a natural terrace above 
the main portion of the city commanding- a fine view, up 
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and down the valley for miles. The building's are substan- 
tially built of brick and stone, spacious, well arranged and 
tastefully furnished. The state has appropriated, so far 
$141,000 for all purposes. The museum and a reference and 
general library, of about 5,000 volumes, are the pride of the 
institution. There are private schools, the Catholic semi- 
nary, Parochial schools and the German Lutheran Immanuel 
school which are under good instructors. The Mankato 
Commercial College is a credit to the city as well as to the 
proprietors, and the students who graduate. The departments, 
are book-keeping-, in all its branches, and shorthand and type- 
writing-. It fulfills the part of a business community. Those 
seeking- a thorough business training or a good knowledge of 
shorthand and typewriting, will do well to attend this college, 
as it is the endeavor of the proprietors to give the students 
only the best instruction in the different studies he or she 
may pursue. The excellence and thoroughness of the teach- 
ings is shown by the success of the young men and women 
who have prepared themselves at this excellent school. The 
college occupies the entire third floor of the Stern block, and 
is well furnished, lighted and ventilated. 

The public library is always one of the most beneficial 
and complete sources of entertainment, progress and culture 
afforded by our cities. Mankato has a well selected library, 
containing upwards of five thousand volumes in addition to 
which is kept a file of the leading magazines, all of which 
are free to the use of the public. In the near future a large 
number of choice new books will be added. 

The newspapers, indicate the enterprise and progress of 
the city, as they are ever alive to the interests of her citizens. 
There are two dailies, six weeklies and three monthlies pub- 
lished here, which are edited with a just appreciation of the 
prominent position they occupy as public educators. 

The banks have a solid financial status, and their com- 
parative statements rank us equal if not superior to that of 
any city of the same population in the west, in number and 
amount of surplus deposits. We have two National, one 
State and one Savings bank. 

There are two home Insurance companies and one local 
building and loan Association, which our citizens have a just

cated in a retired part of the city. 
It is complete and modern, and 
well calculated for the treatment of all I 
except contagious diseases. Private rooms, 
with home comforts, where patients can 
be treated' as privately as at home, and at 
reasonable rates. The Medical and Sur- 
gical Staff are among the well-known 
physicians and surgeons of our city and 
state. Any patient can have their own 
physician attend them. All patients are 
cared for, day and night, by trained 
nurses, who look carefully after the com- 
forts and welfare of the patients placed 
in their care. A new, spacious and 
modern hospital is being built for the 
better accommodation of all..^^^ 
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pride in. The fraternal and benevolent societies usually 
found in cities are well represented here. 

The hotels of the city are noted for their excellence in all 
those essentials which pertain to first class accommodations. 
The leading" hotel is The Saulpaugh. 

Opera Houses are some indications of the public spirit 
of the citizens. Our theatre building is equal to the demands 
of our people, well arranged and finely furnished. 

The churches of Mankato compare favorably with those 
of any city of the same population anywhere. The virtue of 
the people, the vigor and special attention given to Sabbath 
work, the moral reforms of the times and the missionary and 
charitable movements of the age are evidenced in the number 
and efficiency of the churches. Mankato, has eighteen churches, 
representing the leading denominations .nearly all having 
fine commodious buildings, whose interior finish and furnish- 
ings are refined and elegant. The Young Men's Christian 
Association have a flourishing organization here with between 
two and three hundred members. It has a library and free 
reading room, well supplied with papers and magazines, and 
the rooms are open free for young men to visit, and spend 
their leisure time. 

The city is provided with two hospitals. Tourtellotte 
hospital established in 1889. It is used as a city and county 
hospital, located in the north part of the city. The new hos- 
pital is called the Saint Joseph's Hospital, and is in charge 
of the Sisters of the Sorrowful Mother. It will compare fav- 
orably with the hospitals of our western cities. 

The city is well supplied with pure drinking water. The 
system is the Holly- Gaskill and the Knowles Duplex pumps, 
using one of the Gaskill high duty and two of the Knowles 
duplex low duty pumps. There are two wells 650 feet deep 
with ten inch pipes. The wells will yield 1,600,000 gallons 
per 24 hours. The water is very pure and healthy. The 
reservoir is one mile distant from the water works located on 
the bluff 225 feet high. The superintendent and chief eng- 
ineer, Mr. C. A. Koke, is entitled to the credit for the good 
condition of the pumps and the economical management of 
the station. The works belong to the city and are a source 
of income, besides supplying the city. The streets are kept 
sprinkled by the city and the general opinion is that it is a 
good thing for the city to own her water works. 
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Mankato is fortunate in respect to her Fire Department. 
She has today an organization that is the peer of any in this 
part of the state. 

Real estate in this city is in good demand, but can be 
had at reasonable rates. 

There are many inviting sites adjacent to our railroads 
most suitable for manufacturing purposes, which is worthy 
of special note. With all the visible signs of prosperity, pro- 
perty is held at no speculative value. The capitalist, manu- 
facturer or home seeker, coming here, will find property held 
at a healthy valuation, neither so low as to indicate an un- 
certain faith in the city's real prosperity or progress, nor 
so high that it may not continue increasing just as the. city 
grows. There are peculiar reasons why the inducements to 
investors to acquire property here now. Money expended in 
lots in the metropolis of southern Minnesota will return ere 
long with good profits.

ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS. 

Acknowledgements of deeds or instruments in writing may, 
If taken in this State, be taken by the Judges of the Supreme, 
District and Probate Courts, by the Clerks of said Courts and 
their deputies, Notaries Public, Justices of the Peace, Registers 
of Deeds, Court Commissioners and County Auditors acting 
within their several jurisdictions, Town Clerks of the several 
towns, City Clerks of all cities, and Recorders of all villages, 
and City Recorders of cities organized under the general law, 
State Park Commissioner of the Itasca Park. 

If the officer taking an acknowledgement has a seal of of- 
fice he should affix an impression of such seal to his certificate 
of the acknowledgement taken. If an instrument for use in 
this State is acknowledged outside of the State, the acknowl- 
edgement may, if taken in another State or Territory, be before 
a commissioner appointed by the Governor of this State for that 
purpose, the Chief Justice or Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, Judges of the District Court of the 
United States, Judges of Courts of record of the State or Ter- 
ritory, Clerks of said Courts, Notaries Public and Justices of 
the Peace, but any such acknowledgement must be taken 
within the locality for which the officer taking the same is elect- 
ed or appointed, or if before an officer of Court within the 
territory over which the jurisdiction of the Court of which he 
is an officer exists. If the acknowledgement is taken in a for- 
eign country it may be before a Notary Public therein, Min- 
ister Plenipotentiary or Extraordinary, or resident, a Charge 
d' Affairs, or Commissioner or Consul of the United States 
appointed to reside therein. 

The following forms of acknowledgement should be used, 
beginning in all cases with a caption specifying the State where 
the acknowledgement is taken; in the case of a natural person 
acting in his own right use the following form: 

"On this day of 18 , before me per- 

sonally appeared (naming the person or persons making the 
acknowledgement) to me known to be the person (or persons) 
described in and who executed the foregoing instrument, and 
acknowledged that he (or they) executed the same as his (or 
their) free act and deed." 
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In the case of a natural person acting by an attorney the 
following form is used: 

"On this day of 18 before me ap- 

peared (naming the attorney), to me known to be the person 
who executed the foregoing instrument on- behalf of (naming 
the principal) and acknowledged that he executed the same 
as the free act and deed of said (naming the principal)." 

In the case of a corporation or joint. stock company the fol- 
lowing form should be used: 

"On this day of , 18 before me per- 
sonally appeared to me personally known, who 

being duly sworn (or affirmed) did say that he is the Presi- 
dent (or other officer or agent of the corporation or association) 
of (describing the corporation or associatin), and that the seal 
affixed to said instrument is the corporate seal of said corpora- 
tion (or association), and that said instrument was signed and 
sealed on behalf of said corporation (or association) by author- 
ity of its Board of Directors (or trustees), and the said A. B. 
acknowledged said instrument to be the free act and deed of 
said corporation (or association)." v 

If a married woman unites with her husband in an instru- 
ment she should be described in the certificate of acknowledge- 
ment as his wife. 

ACTIONS. v 

Actions may be commenced in the District Court, in a 
Municipal Court or before a Justice of the Peace. Justices of 
the Peace have jurisdiction of civil actions for the recovery of 
money or for injury to real or personal property where the 
amount in controversy is $100.00 or less, and for the recovery 
of the possession of personal property, the value of which does 
not exceed $100,00, but have no jurisdiction where the title to 
real property is in controversy, or for damages for false im- 
prisonment, divorce, libel, slander, malicious prosecution, 
breach of promise to marry, criminal conversation or seduc- 
tion, or where the action is against an executor or administrator 
as such. Q 

Ordinary^ actions before Justices are commenced by the 
service of a summons running in the name of the State of Min- 
nesota, signed by the Justice issuing the same, directed to the 
Sheriff or a Constable of the proper County, commanding him 
to summon the defendant named to appear before such- Justice 
at the time and place named, stating the amount claimed by 
the plaintiff, dated on the day it is issued, and having no 
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blanks either in the date of otherwise at the time it is deliv- 
ered to the officer to be executed. It must be returnable in 
not less than six days nor more than twenty days from its date, 
and be served at least six days before the day named for the 
defendant's appearance. Service may be made by reading and 
delivering a copy to the defendant if requested, or by leaving a 
copy at his usual place of abode with a person of suitable age and 
discretion resident therein; and in a proceeding against a Rail- 
way Company service may be 'made on any acting ticket or 
freight agent of the defendant then in the County. In case of 
other corporations service may be made upon the President, 
Secretary, Cashier, or Managing Agent. Service may also 
be made by publication if attachment of property has been 
made and the defendant is a non-resident or is a foreign corpora- 
tion, or being a resident the defendant has departed from the 
State with intent to defraud his creditors or to evade the service 
of summons, or keeps himself concealed therein with the same 
intent. Service of a summons or any process of a Justice should 
be made by a sheriff or constable. Where an officer cannot be 
had in time the Justice may, at the request and risk of the 
plaintiff, authorize a person not a party to the action to make 
service of the summons, and such person will then, for the pur- 
poses of such service, have the same power and authority and be 
subject to the same liabilities as a regular officer. 

Actions brought before a Justice must be in the township in 
Which the plaintiff or defendant, or one of the defendants, if 
there is more than one, resides, or at the county seat. If none 
of the defendants reside in the State it may be brought in any 
County or Town in which a defendant may be found, and if 
there is no Justice qualified in the proper Town the action may 
be brought in any adjoining Town of the same County or at the 
County Seat. Service may be made anywhere within the 
County. 

If in the course of a trial of any action brought before a 
Justice of the Peace it appears that the title to real estate 
is involved, the Justice must cease all further proceedings and, 
except where provisions in regard to a particular Municipal 
Court may otherwise provide, for such action being certified 
to such Municipal Court, at once certify the action to the Dis- 
trict Court of the County to be there heard and disposed of. 

In an action for the recovery of personal property the 
plaintiff must file an affidavit with the Justice stating that 
the property sought to be recovered, describing it, ia wrongfully 
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detained by the defendant; that plaintiff is entitled to its im- 
mediate possession; that it was not taken by any process law* 
fully or properly issued, or if so taken that it is exempt, and the 
value of the property to the best of deponent's knowledge and 
belief. He shall also file a bond in double value of the prop- 
erty, with sureties to be approved by the Justice, conditioned 
that he appear on the return day of the writ and prosecute his 
action to judgment, and return the property, if a return is 
ordered, and pay all costs and damages that may be adjudged 
against him. This being done, the writ issues and the of- 
ficer may take the property thereunder and deliver the same 
to the plaintiff. 

Justices of the Peace also have jurisdiction of actions for 
the restitution of real property where there has been an un- 
lawful or forcible entry thereon and possession is detained, 
or where there has been lawful and peaceable entry an<J such 
possession is unlawfully and forcibly detained, and also where 
parties hold the possession of lands and tenements after a sale 
on execution, judgment or foreclosure, after expiration of the 
right of redemption .and where a tenant holds over after the 
termination of his lease, contrary to its conditions, and after 
rent is due and unpaid, but such action cannot be brought 
where the defendant or those under whom he claims have been 
in peaceable possession for three years next before the com- 
plaint is entered, unless his estate in the land is ended. 

District Courts have general jurisdiction in all civil actions 
without reference to the amount involved; but if an action is 
commenced, in the District Court when it might have been 
brought before a Justice of the Peace, the plaintiff, if he re- 
covers no more than Fifty Dollars, can recover no disburse- 
ments incurred in the suit, and if he recovers less than Fifty 
Dollars he will have to pay the costs and disbursements of 
the defendant. 

Actions in the District Court are commenced by filing with 
the Clerk of such Court a complaint stating the cause of action, 
and service of a summons or notice of the commencement of the 
action, directed to the defendant, signed by the plaintiff or his 
attorneys, and requiring the defendant to answer the complaint 
and serve a copy of his answer on the person signing the same 
within twenty days from the service, or instead of filing the 
complaint a copy thereof may be served with the summons. 

If the action is on a contract for the payment of money 
only, the summons states that if no answer is served plaintiff 
will take judgment for the amount named. 
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In other actions for the recovery of money, that he 
will apply to the Court to have the amount he is entitled 
to recover ascertained, and take judgment for such amount, 
and in other actions that he will, upon failure to answer, ap- 
ply to the Court for the relief demanded. 

Actions for injury to or recovery of real property or an in- 
terest therein, or for the determination of any such right or in- 
terest, for the partition of lands, foreclosure of real estate 
mortgages and recovery of personal property are subject to the 
power of the Court to change the place of trial, triable, and 
should be commenced in, the County where the property or 
some part thereof is situate. 

Those against a public officer or one especially appointed 
to perform his duties, for acts done by authority of his of- 
fice, and actions for the recovery of, a statutory penalty or for- 
feiture, should be commenced in the County where the cause 
of action arises. 

All other actions, exceptt where the State is plaintiff, should 
be brought in the County where the defendants or one of them 
reside. 

In case, however, the defendant is a foreign corporation 
or does not reside in the State, plaintiff may select any 
County he sees tit in which to bring the action. An action 
brought in the wrong County may, nevertheless, be tried therein 
unless, before the time for answering expires, demand for a 
change of the place of trial is made. 

In the case of defendants who cannot be served within the 
State and who do not appear in the action, jurisdiction can only 
be acquired to the extent of the property that may be attached. 

Judgment may be entered upon confession without action, 
either for money due or to become due, or to secure against 
contingent liability, upon filing with the Clerk of the District 
Court a statement in writing, signed and sworn to by the de- 
fendant, authorizing the entry of judgment for a specified 
amount, and that it is for money due or to become due, stating 
concisely the facts under which the claim confessed arises, and 
showing that the amount confessed is justly due or to become 
due. If the judgment is to secure against a contingent liabil- 
ity it must state concisely the facts constituting the liability) 
and show that the sum confessed therefor does not exceed such 
liability; r Judgment may also be entered upon a plea of con- 
fession signed by an attorney of the Court, if the authority for 
such confession of judgment is in some proper instrument dis- 
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tinct from the bond, contract or other evidence of the judg- 
ment, and such authority is filed with the Clerk at the time 
of the entry and docketing of the judgment. 

Parties to a dispute that might be the subject of an action 
may, without action, agree upon the facts upon which the 
controversy depends, and present a submission of the same 
to any Court that would have jurisdiction of the action if 
commenced, but it must appear by affidavit that the controversy 
is real and proceeding one in good faith to determine the rights 
of the parties. 

The foregoing statements in regard to actions are not to be 
considered as being applicable in any sense to proceedings for 
the administration of the estates of decedents or matters of 
guardianship. Such proceedings are not treated as civil ac- 
tions, and are to be commenced and conducted in the first 
instance in the Courts of Probate. 

In addition to Justices of the Peace and District Courts, 
there are in a number of Cities Municipal Courts provided, in 
which actions may be instituted, the jurisdiction and manner 
of proceeding in such Courts being regulated except in the easel 
of Municipal Courts organized under a general law approved 
April 9, 1895, by special acts relating to the particular Courts. 
Usually, however, the proceedings are similar to those of a 
Justice of the Peace. 

ADULTERATION OP FOOD. 
Any person, who with intent that the same may be sold 
as unadulterated, adulterates or dilutes any wine, liquor, dis- 
tilled spirits or malt liquor, medicine, food, or drink of man or 
beast, or knowing the same to be adulterated or diluted offers 
for sale and sells the same as unadulterated or undiluted or 
without disclosing to the purchaser that it is so adulterated 
or diluted, where no other penalty is provided is guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and- may be punished by a fine of not more than 
One hundred Dollars, or by imprisonment for three months. 

In the case, however, of many adulterations special penalties 
more or less severe are provided. Thus it is a punishable 
offense to make, manufacture, sell or expose for sale any imita- 
tion butter, lard, vinegar or honey without the same being 
duly labelled in the manner prescribed by Statute to show its 
character. 

It is also a penal offense to sell, expose or offer for sale 
impure, unclean, unhealthy, adulterated or unwholesome 
milk, or cream therefrom, or products manufactured from such 
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milk or from cream of the same. Cream must contain not 
less than 20 per cent of fat, and milk must contain not more 
than 87 per cent of water fluids or less than 13 per cent of 
milk solid 5, of which at least 3% per cent must be fat, otherwise 
it shall be declared adulterated. Any milk drawn from a cow 
within 15 days before or 4 days after parturition or from ani- 
mals fed on distillery waste or brewers' malt or any unhealthy 
food is to be deemed unclean and unhealthy. 

Persons engaged in selling milk from which the cream has 
been removed must keep the same in a receptacle labelled In 
a proper manner "skim milk." Baking powders manufactured 
for or offered for sale in this State containing alum in any 
form must be marked so as to indicate this fact 

The manufacture for sale or knowingly selling or offering 
for sale any candy adulterated with terra alba, barytee, talc or 
any other mineral substance or by poisonous colors or flavors 
or other ingredients deleterious to the health Is punishable by 
a fine of from 50 to 100 dollars, and the adulterated candy is to 
be forfeited and destroyed under the direction of the Court 
ANIMALS. 

Any person who is guilty of cruelty to any domestic animal 
either by overloading, overworking or depriving it of necessary 
food, water or shelter, or who keeps or carries in or upon any 
vehicle any animal in a cruel or inhuman manner, or who 
keeps cows or any other animals in an enclosure without whole- 
some exercise or change of air or feed, or who keeps cows 
on food that produces impure or unwholesome milk, or being 
the owner or possessed of or having charge or custody of any 
animal that is maimed, diseased, disabled or infirm, abandons 
or leaves such animal to die in a street, road or public 
place, or allows it to lie in a street, road or public place more 
than three hours after he receives notice that it has been left 
disabled, or who procures, permits or furthers any such act of 
cruelty is guilty of a misdemeanor, and may be punished by 
fine of not less than One hundred dollars or imprisonment for 
not more than three months, and the same penalty is incurred 
by any one who unjustifiably administers any poisonous or 
noxious drug or substance to any animal, or who procures or 
•permits tne same to be done, or who unjustifiably exposes any 
such drug or substance with intent that the same shall be 
taken by any animal. 
ANIMALS RUNNING AT LARGE. 

The matter of permitting cattle to run at large is in so 
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many comities regulated by special laws that it would be im- 
possible within the scope of this work to cover the ground on 
that subject 
DISEASED ANIMALS. 

Local Boards of Health in Towns, Cities and Villages are 
required, in case of the existence of pleuro pneumonia, farcy 
or glanders, or any contagious or infectious disease among 
domestic animals in such town, village or city, to Isolate and 
quarantine them, and when any such animal is pronounced by 
a veterinary surgeon selected by such Board to be infected by 
any contagious or infectious disease, they may in their dis- 
cretion order any such animal to be forthwith killed and buried 
at the expense of such town, village or city. If such animal 
has been in the State six months its value is to be appraised 
and to be paid one-fifth by the town, city or village, and four- 
fifths by the State. Any one knowing or suspecting animals 
in his possession or care to be suffering from contagious or 
Infectious disease and failing to inform the local Board of 
the fact is liable to a heavy penalty. 

Animals that are infected with, or that have been exposed 
to any contagious or infectious disease may be directed by the 
State Board of Health to be killed and buried, and the value 
thereof appraised, and the Amount of the appraisement be paid 
to the owner, one-fifth by the town, city or village and remain- 
der by the State, except in case of farcy or glanders, in which 
case the animal being condemned may be killed without pay- 
ment of compensation to the owner, but the Board may pay 
such owner an equitable sum for the killing and burying of 
the same. 

Any person who owns or has the care or custody of any 
horse or animal having the glanders, and permits such 
animal to run at large on any highway, or who sells or in any 
way disposes of the same to any person, and any hotel keeper 
or any keeper of any public barn who knowingly permits any 
such animal to be stabled in any such barn is guilty of a misde- 
meanor and liable to a penalty of not less than Twenty-five 
dollars or more than One hundred dollars, or to imprisonment 
for not less than ten or more than ninety days. 

IB The Importation or driving into the State, or permitting to 
run at large upon highways, or adjacent to enclosed lands 
where sheep are pastured, or the selling or disposing of any 
'sheep having a contagious disease is punishable by a fine 
of from Fifty to One hundred Dollars. 
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Texan, Cherokee, Indian or any diseased cattle are forbid- 
den* to be driven* through the State, except that Texan and 
southern cattle that have been wintered at least one winter 
north of the northern boundary of Missouri may be so driven 
through the State. 
DISTRAINT OF ANIMALS. 

The owner or occupant of land may distrain beasts doing 
damage thereon at any time before they escape from the land 
without regard to the sufficiency of his fences. He must then 
keep them in a secure place other than the public pound until 
the damages done by such animals are appraised. He must 
within twenty-four hours after the distress, unless such dis- 
traint is on Saturday or Sunday, and then before Tuesday morn- 
ing thereafter, apply to the nearest justice for the appointment 
of three disinterested Inhabitants of the town as appraisers. 
The appraisers shall Immediately after their appointment pro- 
ceed to view the damage and hear such evidence as they deem 
necessary to enable them to make the appraisement, and to that 
end have authority to swear witnesses. They shall then cer- 
tify under their hands the amount of the damages and their 
fees not exceeding one dollar per day. If the owner of the 
animals or his agent shall, before the commencement of the 
appraisement proceeding or an action for damages, appear and 
tender the amount of damages, or such amount as he thinks 
the distrainer has sustained, and such amount is accepted, no 
further amount can be collected. If not accepted, and the per- 
son injured by the depredations shall fail to recover a greater 
sum than is offered he will not be entitled to any costs, but 
must pay the costs of the other party. 

Within twenty-four hours, Sundays excepted, after damages 
are appraised, unless such damages with the fees of 
the appraisers and of the justice of the peace are paid, 
the person distraining must cause the animal to be 
putt into the nearest pound in that or an adjoining 
township in the same county* but If there is no pound 
In the town, then in some enclosure In the town 
to be kept until sold. If there is a public pound the 
pound master shall within five days sell the animals upon at 
least three days' notice posted at the pound and three public 
places in the town, and shall until the sale furnish them with 
proper food and water, m If there is no pound and they are keptJ 
in an enclosure other than a pound they shall be sold at public 
auction as soon as practicable under the direction of the sheriff 
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or a constable, after like notice as in case of constable sales of 
personal property. 

The person purchasing at such sale shall keep .the animals 
two months, during which period the owner may redeem the 
same by paying all costs and charges and the price paid at the* 
sale with twelve per cent interest. 

It is the duty of the person distraining, if he knows of the 
owner of the animals taken up, to notify him, if a resident of 
the same town, within twenty-four hours, but if not of the town! 
but in the same or an adjoining county, within three days, 
Sundays always excepted. This notice should state the time and 
place of distraining, the number of beasts, and that ^ey were dis- 
trained for doing damage. In the case of selling the animals 
distrained, if there is any surplus after payment of costs and 
damages, it should be paid to the owner if known. If no owner 
appears, or claims such surplus within a week after the sale, 
it should be paid to the county treasurer. After such payment 
the owner may claim the same less two per cent as the fees 
of the county treasurer within one year after the distress, and 
if not claimed it goes to the school fund of the town. 

t A person who without authority of law takes and drives away 
animals that have been distrained without payment of costs and 
damages, or the consent of the person haying their custody, is 
liable to a fine of not exceeding one hundred dollars or impris- 
onment not exceeding three months and for double damages for 
the injury done by such animals. 
ESTRAYS. 

No person shall take up an estray other than horses or 
mules, unless such estray is found on lands owned or controlled 
by him, nor unless he is a resident of the town where the estray 
is fountf. He must then within seven (7) days notify the owner 
of the animal, if known, and request him to pay all reasonable 
charges and take it away. If such owner is unknown he must 
within ten (10) days file with the Town Clerk a notice con- 
taining a brief description of the estray, giving natural and 
artificial marks as near as practicable, stating name and resi- 
dence of the finder, and as near as may be the time of taking 
up and value of the animal, and if the value of the same is less 
than five dollars ($5.00) he shall post two copies of the notice 
in two of the most public places in the town, and if it is more 
than five dollars ($5.00), a copy of the notice shall be sent by 
the town clerk to the county register to be by him recorded in 
a book kept for that purpose. If the estray is of the value of 
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Ten dollars ($10.00) or more the finder must then within one 
month procure an appraisement of the animal to he made and 
certified by a justice of the peace of his town and filed with 
the town clerk, who shall forthwith transmit a certificate there- 
' of to the county register with fifty cents fees for recording the 
same, to be by him recorded in the "Estray Book" in the regis- 
ter's office. If the owner appears and demands the estray within 
one year from the filing the notice of taking up with the town 
clerk, he shall after making out his right to the same, be 
entitled to the possession of the estray upon payment of all 
lawful charges incurred in relation to the same; and if the 
parties cannot agree upon such charges, either party may apply 
upon notice to a justice of the peace of the town or an adjoining 
town to determine the same, which charges so determined, with 
the costs of the justice, if more than the value of the use of 
the estray in the meantime are a lien upon such estray until 
they are paid. ^ 

If no one appears to pay such charges within the year the 
finder, if the estray has not been appraised at a greater value 
than ten dollars ($10.00), becomes the owner. If appraised at 
a greater sum it shall at the request of the^ finder be sold at 
public auction by a constable of the town after positing 
notice of such sale in three public places in the town for ten (10) 
days The finder may purchase at such sale. The money re- 
ceived from such sale shall, after the discharge of the charges 
of the finder and the constable's proceedings, be paid to or 
be deposited with the county treasurer, and his receipt to the 
finder is a full discharge to him from all liability for such estray. 
Money so deposited if not claimed within a year after the sale 
is to be paid into the school fund of the county. 

Any person claiming the ownership of an estray, the finder 
of which has complied with the provisions of the statute in 
regard to estrays, who drives or causes the same to be driven 
away without payment of the costs and charges of such finder, 
is liable to a fine of double the amount of such costs and 
charges, or imprisonment of not less than ten or more than 
thirty days, and any person taking up and detaining an estray 
and wilfully failing or neglecting to comply with the require- 
ments of the law in regard to the same is also subject to a fine* 
of from Ten to One hundred dollars, or imprisonment from ten 
days to three months. 
FALSE REGISTRATION, ETC. 

Any one who by a false pretense obtains a certificate of reg- 
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Istrationof anyanimal In any herd register or the register of any 
club,- society, association or company for the improvement of 
the breed of cattle, horses, sheep, swine, fowls or other domestic 
animals or birds, or a transfer of any such registration may 
be punished by a fine not exceeding $100 or imprisonment not 
exceeding three months or both. 

Knowingly representing any animal used for breeding pur- 
poses to be of a greater degree of any particular strain of blood 
than such animal actually possesses is punishable by a fine 
of from $50 to $300 or by imprisonment in the county jail for not 
exceeding six months. 
SHEEP KILLING DOGS. 

Any person who owns or possesses any dog that kills, wounds 
or worries sheep or domestic animals or poultry, shall be liable 
for the damage so caused by such dog, though he may not have 
been notified of its evil disposition, but if he keeps or harbors 
such a dog after having been notified that it has killed or wor- 
ried any sheep, lamb or other domestic animal or poultry, he Is 
liable to a penalty of Five Dollars a day for every day he 
thereafter harbors, keeps or permits such dog to remain in or 
about his premises. 

It is lawful for any person to kill or cause to be killed 
any dog which has been or shall be found injuring, fretting 
or killing any lambs 1 or sheep in this State, and any sheep owner 
or person in his employ may lawfully kill any dog found on his 
premises, or where sheep are kept, that is not under the 
restraint or control of its owner or some other person. 
STALLIONS, ETC. 

The owner of any stallion over the age of one year or of 
any bull over the age of nine months or any boar or ram over 
the age of three months or breechy cattle who suffers the same 
to run at large, that is without restraint or confinement, is 
liable to a penalty of $5.00 for each and every day that any 
such animal is so suffered to run at large, to be collected by the 
Chairman of the Board of Supervisors for the use of the Road 
and Bridge fund of the town. 

It is the duty of the Chairman upon being notified by any 
person that any Stallion, Bull, Boar, Ram or breechy cattle 
is running at large to notify the owner within twenty-four 
hours, and if the owner does not enclose the same the Chairman 
shall immediately cause suit to be brought against such owner, 
which suit is a lien upon the animal therein described to the 
exteA of defendant's interest therein. 
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wnere tne owner of any such Stallion, Bull, Boar or Ram 
permits the same to run at large after he has received notice 
from the Chairman of the Board of Supervisors that such ani- 
mal is running at large it shall be the duty of the Chairman 
of the Board of Supervisors upon being again notified that any 
such animal is still or again running at large after the giving 
of such notice to cause it to be taken up and castrated in the 
usual manner and so as to endanger the life of the animal as 
little as possible for which service said Chairman shall be 
entitled to a fee of three dollars, which amount shall be a lien 
upon the animal. 

If any ram ia found going at large off the premises and out 
of the enclosure or control of its owner or keeper at any time 
it may be taken up and castrated by any person upon whose 
premises or among whose sheep it may be found, and such 
person shall not be liable for any damages. 

If the Chairman is unable to find the owner of any such 
animals he may cause them to be impounded for 3 days and if 
not claimed he may sell them at public auction after giving 
5 days' notice by posting in three of the moat public places the 
proceeds after deducting the forfeiture and expense to be 
deposited wiith the Town Treasurer, where they may be claimed 
by the owner of the animal at any time within a year there* 
after. * 

The Chairman is liable to a penalty of $25 for any failure 
to perform any duty in regard to any such animals so running 
at large. 

APPEALS. 

Appeals are allowed from the judgment of a Justice of the 
Peace of the District Court of the County in any case with- 
out reference to the amount involved; but if the 
amount of the judgment appealed from, or in 
case of replevin of property as sworn to in the affidavit ex- 
ceeds the sum of Fifteen Dollars, or when the amount claimed 
by the plaintiff in his complaint exceeds Thirty Dollars, no 
matter what the judgment may be, the appeal may be upon 
questions of both law and fact, but if less than the amount 
above stated the appeal can be only upon questions of law. The 
principal-difference being that in the case of appeal C upon 
questions%f law alone the appeal must be heard in the Court 
to which the appeal is taken upon the return of the Justice as 
to the proceedings that were had before him, while if the 
appeal is upon questions of both law and fact the case is then 
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tried again in the District Conrt as if it had been originally! 
4) commenced there. Parties appealing from the judgment of a 
jjj Justice of the Peace must within ten days after the judgment 
i+m is rendered file with the Justice an affidavit thai the appeal is 
made in good faith and not for the purposes of delay, together 
with a bond with one or more sureties to be approved by the 
Justice to secure the judgment appealed from, and serve notice 
of such appeal upon the opposite party or his attorney. 
^ J The notice so served, with proof of such service, must them 
%m be filed with the justice. 

Appeals may be made from the Probate Court to the Dis- 
trict Court of the proper County from the following judgments, 
orders or decrees of the Probate Court: 

1. From an order admitting a will to probate and record, 
or refusing the same. > 

2. An order appointing an executor, administrator or guar- 
dian, or removing him, or refusing to make such appointment 
or removal; 

3. An order directing or refusing to direct real property 
to be sold, mortgaged or leased, or confirming or refusing to 

^ confirm such sale, mortgage or leasing. ^ 

4. An order allowing or disallowing any claim of any 
creditor against the estate in whole or in part to the amount 

^j£t of Twenty Dollars or more; 

53 5. An order or decree by which a legacy or distributive 

5(j share is allowed or payment thereof directed, or such allow- 
ance or direction refused where the amount in controversy 
exceeds Twenty Dollars; 

6. An order setting apart property or making an allow- 
ance for the widow or children, or refusing the same; 

7. An order allowing the account of an executor, adminis- 
trator or guardian, or refusing to allow the same, where the 
amount allowed or disallowed exceeds Twenty Dollars; 

8. An order vacating or refusing to vacate a previous 
Xm order, judgment or decree made or rendered, alleged to have 
JJJ been procured by fraud, misrepresentation or through surprise 
^ or excusable inadvertence or neglect. 

9. An order or decree directing or refusing to direct a con- 
veyance of real estate; 

^ Appeals from the allowance or disallowance of claims must 

J3 be taken by the executor, administrator, guardian or creditor, 
except in case of the allowance of a claim against an estate 
or disallowance of a counterclaim or setoff on behalf of the 
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^tateTand^hereyth'e executor'administrator or guardian refuses 
fto: appeal when it may be taken by any person interested in the 
Estate: asi creditor, heir, devisee or legatee.^ 

Im cases of an appeal other than from an order allowing or 
tdisallowing a claim against the estate, such appeal can only 
Ibe^taken by a party aggrieved who appeared and moved for or 
[opDOsed the order of judgment appealed f rom,or who being enti- 
[tlec^to be heard did not have due notice or opportunity so to do. 

Appeals must be taken within thirty days after notice of 
[the* order, judgment or decree, appealed from. Where the 
[appeal is by one other than an executor, administrator or guar- 
[dian a bond on appeal must be given. 

Appeals from Municipal Courts are governed by provisions 
|g£„the particular statutes creating each Court. 

Appeals from judgments and orders of the District Court, 
and in some cases from those of Municipal Courts, are made 
directly to the Supreme Court of the State without reference to 
the amount in controversy such appeal being taken by the serv- 
ice of proper notice and the filing and service of a proper bond 
on appeal, and in/ case a stay of proceedings is desired, by filing 
what is called a supersedeas bond, that is, a bond to pay dam- 
ages that may result from the appeal it the appeal is from an 
order or to pay the judgment, if from a judgment, and* the 
same is affirmed. Cases, however, upon appeal to the Supreme 
Court are not retried by that Court, that tribunal considerimg 
merely the correctness of the rulings of the Court from which 
the appeal is taken, as matters of law. 

ARBITRATION. 
Arbitration of matters in dispute regulated by statute is 
known as statutory arbitration, but the statute does not pre- 
vent arbitrations being had outside of the statute. Under the 
statute any controversy, other than the claim of a person to an 
testate in fee simple, or for life in real estate, which may be thej 
subject of a civil action, may be submitted to arbitration. 

A submission to statutory arbitration is made by the par- 
ties either in person or by their lawful agents or attorneys 
appearing before a Justice of the Peace and signing and ac- 
knowledging an agreement in substance as follows: 

"Know all men that of , and , of 

agree to submit the demand, a statement 

whereof is hereto annexed (or if it is a submission of all de- 
mands in dispute between them so state it) to the arbitration 
of , and , the award of whom being made and 
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reported within days from this day to tne District 

Court of the County of , the judgment thereon snail be 

final, and if either of the parties shall neglect to appear before 
the arbitrators after the notice given him, at the time and 
place appointed for hearing of parties, the arbitrators may pro- 
ceed in his absence. 

Dated this day of , in the year 9 

This paper must be executed and acknowledged before 
a Justice of the Peace, and must have the names of all the 
arbitrators inserted at the time of its acknowledgement. 

A submission once made, neither party can revoke it with- 
out the consent of the other, and if either fails to appear after 
due notice of the time and place fixed by the arbitrators for then 
hearing they may proceed upon the evidence of the other 
party. 

The award must be in writing, subscribed by the arbitra- 
tors and attested by a subscribing witness, and made within 
the time fixed by agreement of parties. It shall then be de- 
livered by one of the arbitrators to the Clerk of the Court desig- 
nated in the agreement, or it may be enclosed and sealed by 
them and sent to him to remain sealed until opened by the 
Court by whom it may be accepted or rejected, or for a legal 
and sufficient reason recommitted to the arbitrators for a re- 
hearing. The award may be vacated when it is procured by 
corruption, fraud or other undue means, or where there is evi- 
dence of partiality or corruption on the part of the arbitrators, 
or they were guilty of misconduct in refusing to postpone the 
hearing upon sufficient cause shown, or to hear pertinent or 
material evidence, or for any other misbehavior prejudicial to 
the rights of parties, or where they have exceeded their powers 
or exercised them so imperfectly that an ample, final and defi- 
nite award is not made, or the award made is contrary to the 
law and evidence. 

It may also be modified where there is an evident miscal- 
culation of figures or mistake in the description of any person, 
thing or property where the award is made on 
some matter not submitted or affecting the mer- 
its of the decision upon the matters submitted, or 
where it is Imperfect In some matter of form not affect- 
ing the merits, or where, if it had been a verdict, it could have 
been amended or disregarded by the Court. 

Judgment nay be entered upon the award which 
will stand t*e same as any other judgment, and if 
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no agreement to made as to costs the arbitrators mag, 
subject to the revision of the Court, make such award 
with reference thereto as they deem reasonable. Arbitra- 
tion outside of the statute is purely a matter of agreement be- 
tween the parties from which they may withdraw and revoke 
the submission at any time before the award is made. Such 
arbitration may be oral or in writing, depending upon the sub- 
ject matter of the arbitration. If any writing is necessary 
to pass title to the thing in controversy the submission to arbi- 
tration should be in writing. It may be in any form of words 
expressing the intention. Once revoked it ceases to be bind- 
ing upon either party, but the party revoking the submission 
agreed upon, without the consent of the other, is liable as for 
breach of contract. 

Any person may be selected as an arbitrator, but he should 
ordinarily be a person disinterested. Arbitrators cannot dele- 
gate their powers to some one else, and fn private matters the 
final award must be adopted by all the arbitrators unless the 
agreement of submission provides that the award of less than 
all shall be binding. 

No special form of award in arbitration outside of the 
Btatute is required, and a verbal award will be good unless the 
agreement or the subject matter of the arbitration makes an 
award in writing necessary. 

Awards should be plainly expressed so that the intent 
can be ascertained with reasonable certainty. , 
ASSIGNMENTS. 

A person who is in failing circumstances may make an as- 
signment of all his property not exempt from execution, for 
the benefit of his creditors. Such assignment may be for thfe 
benefit of his creditors generally, or if the conditions exist 
hereinafter mentioned authorizing what is called an assign- 
men in insolvency for the benefit of such of his creditors as 
shall file releases of their claims against him. If such assign- 
* ment is made for the benefit of his creditors generally, it must 
be to an assignee who is a resident and freeholder of the State, 
and be signed by the person making the same, and be duly 
acknowledged before an officer authorized to take acknowledg- 
ments and have a certificate of acknowledgement endorsed ther- 
on. y The assignment is then filed in the office of the Clerk of the 
District Court of the county wherein the debtor resides or the 
business is carried on. If lands are affected^ in any way, the 
instrument must also be filed in the office of the Register of 
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Deeds in the County where the lands are situate. Within 
ten days a schedule of the debts of the assignor, and an in- 
ventory of the property and assets assigned should be filed with) 
the Clerk 4nd within five days thereafter the assignee is re- 
quired to file with the Clerk a sufllcient bond to the State of 
Minnesota to be approved by the Judge of the District Court 
with two or more sureties, who are freeholders and residents of 
the State in an amount at least double the value of 
the property as shown by the inventory, and the Judge 
may at any time require additional bonds if deemed 
necessary. Notice of the appointment of an assignee is then 
to be given by publication in one or more newspapers in the 
County, if any is published therein; if none, then in a paper 
published in St. Paul, and notice by mail, sent to each cred- 
itor named in the schedule. 

Claims should be verified by oath of the creditor, or if be- 
longing to a corporation, by an officer thereof and filed with the 
assignee. They must be so filed before they can be paid, except 
debts due the State or the United States, or for taxes or assess- 
ments. / 

After payment of the expenses of the assignment, debts due 
the United States, the State and all taxes and assessments must 
first be paid in full; then debts due for the wages of servants, 
laborers, mechanics and clerks for labor and services performed 
for the debtor within three months prior to the assignment, and 
if the funds are not sufficient to pay these in full they are to 
ta be paid pro: rata. 

After the payment of these claims all other debts properly 
claimed and verified are to be paid pro rata. 

Debts for which a creditor holds a mortgage, pledge or se- 
curity shall not be paid until the security is first exhausted or 
surrendered to the assignee. 

All proceedings in assignments for creditors generally, and 
all assignments in insolvency, are under the direction and con- , 
trol of the District Court. 

When a debtor is insolvent or a garnishment has been made 
of any of his property, or any attachment, execution or other 
process is levied upon any of the same, an assignment may be 
made for the benefit of such creditors as shall file releases of 
their claims against he assignor, and such an assignment is 
called an assignment in insolvency. 

Claims against an assignor in insolvency must be presented 
to the assignee for allowance, and in case of their disallow- 
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ance an appeal may be taken ta the District Court and the 
question of the allowance or disallowance of such claim be'triect 

as an ordinary action. w 

* Any payment, conveyance or security given by anyTr? 
solvent debtor in anticipation of insolvency within ninety days 
before making an assignment in insolvency, with a view of giv- 
ing preference upon a pre-existing debt is, as to all creditors 
and persons- having reasonable cause to believe that the <Jebtor 
was insolvent, void, and may be recovered by the assignee 
or receiver. 

In the case of an assignment in insolvency a creditor de- 
siring to receive payment from such estate must file a release 
with the Clerk of the District Court of his claims against the 
debtor. The Court may, however, upon it being made to ap- 
pear that the debtor has wilfully sworn falsely in any affidavit 
or proceeding in the insolvency matter, or that he has concealed 
from the assignee or receiver any of his property or the evi- 
dences thereof, or has falsified any of his account books or 
other evidences of his property, or has been privy to any such 
doing with intent to delay or defraud his creditors, or has re- 
moved or connived at the removal of any of his property with 
the intent to delay or defeat the operation of the^insolvency 
proceeding, or has given or permitted any preference, or having 
knowledge of any false or fictitious demand being presented 
failed for thirty days to disclose the same to the assignee or 
receiver, or has not kept books of accounts from which hi3 
true condition can be ascertained, or has within six months 
prior to the assignment concealed, removed or disposed of prop- 
erty with the intent to delay his creditors, order the estate to 
be distributed without the filing of releases. 

Where by the provisions of the insolvency act it is the duty 
of a person to make an assignment for the benefit of his credi- 
tors, the Court may, upon his failure so to do and upon the ap- 
plication of a creditor, appoint a receiver of such insolvent, 
which receiver will have the same powers and perform practi- 
cally the same duties as an assignee. 

Where a person has made or makes an assignment in in- 
solvency, or a receiver for such person is appointed, and such 
insolvent desires to be dischargad from his debts before the dis- 
tribution of his estate, he may present his application for such 
discharge to the District Court. Such application must have 
annexed an affidavit stating among other things that the in- 
ventory and list of creditors filed in the insolvency proceed-

ing is accurate and complete; that he, the insolvent, has not 
within six months in any manner whatever disposed of or made 
over any of his property for the. future benefit of himself or fam- 
ily, or in order to defraud any of his creditors; that he has not 
created or acknowledged a debt for a greater sum (than he 
honestly^ and truly owes, and has not paid or secured to be 
paid or in any way compounded with, any of his creditors with" a 
view of fraudulently, obtaining the discharge prayed for. Upon 
the filing of this application notice is given to the creditors of 
the hearing thereof, and objection by the creditors may be 
made to the granting of such discharge. A jury may be had 
to try the question involved, if one is demanded, and if none 
is demanded, or if the jury cannot agree the Court may deter- 
mine the questions. In the case of such application all per- 
sons who have filed claims or participated in the proceeding 
are to be deemed panties thereto and will be bound by the order 
granting the discharge, as well as all persons upon whom ser- 
vice of such order has been made within the State. 

If the Court upon hearing thinks the facts stated in the 
application are true and that the insolvent is entitled to the 
relief prayed for judgment is ordered directing his discharge 
from all debts and claims of all persons who are parties to and 
bound by the proceeding. 

ATTACHMENTS. 

Attachments may be issued in a Justice Court upon an af- 
fidavit being filed by the plaintiff stating that the defendant is 
indebted to the plaintiff upon contract express or implied, or 
the judgment or decree of a Court, in an amount exceeding Five 
Dollars, specifying the amount as near as may be over and 
above legal set-offs, and alleging one or more of the following 
named grounds for such attachment: 

1. That defendant is a non-resident corporation. 

2. That he is not a resident of the State and has not been 
for three months prior to making the aflidavit. 

3. That he has absconded or is about to abscond from the 
State. 

4. That he has removed or is about to remove any of his 
property out of the State with intent to defraud his creditors. 

5. That defendant resides in another County and more 
than one hundred miles from the residence of the Justice. ~ 

6. That the debt was contracted on fraudulent represen- 
tations. 
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7. That the defendant so conceals himself that a summons 
cannot be served upon him. 

8. That he has fraudulently conveyed or disposed of, or 
is about to so convey or dispose of any of his property or ef- 
fects so as to hinder, delay or defraud his creditors. 

A bond must also be given with sufficient surety to pay all 
costs that may be adjudged against the plaintiff, and all dam- 
ages that the defendant may sustain by reason of an attachment 
not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

When the property seized upon an attachment from a 
Justice of the Peace is found in the possession of one other than 
the defendant the person in whose possession it may be found 
may obtain or retain possession by giving satisfactory bonds to 
the officer having the writ for service, in double the value of the 
property attached, and any such attachment may be dissolved 
after the defendant has pleaded in the case upon motion and 
giving a bond to be approved by the Justice with good and suf~ 
fioient surety, conditioned that he will pay the judgment, costs 
and damages. ^ 

In the District Court the writ is allowed by the Judge or 
Court Commissioner of the County upon the filing of an af- 
fidavit by plaintiff, his attorney or agent, stating that a cause 
of action exists against the defendant in favor of the plaintiff, 
specifying the amount of the claim and the ground thereof, 
and one or more of the following grounds for such attach- 
ment: 

That Plaintiff's debt was fraudulently contracted; that 
defendant is a foreign corporation or is not a resident of the 
State, or has departed therefrom as deponent verily believes 
with intent to defraud or delay his creditors, or to avoid 
service of summons., or keeps himself concealed therein with 
like intent, or that he has assigned, secreted or disposed of, or 
that he is about to assign, secrete or dispose of his property 
with intent to delay or defraud his creditors. 

' A writ of attachment will not be allowed in actions of 
libel, slander, breach of promise of marriage, false imprison- 
ment, assault and battery or seduction. 

A bond must also be given with sufficient sureties in an 
amount not less than two hundred and fifty dollars, conditioned 
that if the defendant recovers judgment or the writ shall be set 
aside or vacated the plaintiff will pay all costs awarded and 
damages sustained by reason of the attachment. 

A levy of a writ create* a lien upon the property seized or 
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levied upon nothing more. It may be discharged by order of 
the officer allowing the attachment, or the Court having juris- 
diction, upon execution of a bond in double the amount claimed! 
in the complaint, or double the value of the property attached, 
with two or more sureties to pay such judgment, or an amount 
thereon equal to the value of the property attached. 
GARNISHMENT. 

Garnishment, which is a form of attachment, may also be 
made of any money or property in the hands of or indebtedness 
due from a third person, belonging to the defendant in the 
case, by the filing of an affidavit by the plaintiff, his attorney 
or agent, if the proceeding is in a Justice Court with a Justice, 
or if in the District Court, with a Clerk of the District Court, 
stating that the person named has money or property in his 
hands or under his control belonging to the defendant, or is 
Indebted to the defendant to an amount, if the proceeding is in 
a Justice Court, of ten dollars or more; if in a District Court, of 
not less than twenty-five dollars. ' A summons then issues 
directing the garnishee to appear at the time and place named 
therein to be examined in regard to the money or property in 
his hands or indebtedness due from him to the defendant.* 

Service shall be made upon the garnishee in the same man- 
ner as in the case of an ordinary summons, except if the pro- 
ceeding is in Justice Court the service must be personal, and 
the garnishee must in any case be paid the same fees as if 
he were subpoenaed as a witness unless he waives prepay- 
ment. He may be compelled to testify and disclose respecting 
the matters contained in the affidavit in »the same manner as if 
he were a witness subpoenaed for that^purpose. 

If the garnishment is in a Justice Court the summons is 
issued^ by the Justice. The garnishee in such Court is re- 
quired to appear not less than six days nor more than twelve 
days from the date thereof, and in a District Court, to appear 
before the Court in which the action is held, or the Judge or a 
Clerk thereof, or the Count Commissioner of the County at a 9 
time and place named, not less than twenty days from the serv- 
ice thereof. * 

}A copy of the summons with a notice to the defendant, 
stating the time and place of the service of the summons, and 
requiring the defendant to appear and take part in the examina- . 
tion, must be served upon such defendant if the proceeding 
is in a Justice Court at least three days before the time speci - 
fied for the appearance of the garnishee, if in District Court 
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at least ten days before such appearance. Corporations may; 
be garnisheed as well as Individuals. j 

_VThe service of the summons upon the garnishee operates to 
attach any money, property or effects in his hands or under hia 
^ control belonging to the defendant, and any and all indebtedness 
£^ owing by him to such defendant, excepting that a garnishee 
cannot be held chargeable by reason of any money or other 
QJ thing due to the defendant, unless at the time of the service of 
the summons the same is due absolutely and without depend- 
ing upon any contingency, or by reason of any de£t due upon 
a judgment so long as he is liable to an execution thereon, nor 
by reason of any liability incurred as maker or otherwise upon 
any draft, bill of exchange or promissory note. 
J^j In ©ase the defendant does not appear at the examination 

of the garnishee such examination may be had although no 
4) copy of the summons has been served upon the defendant, if am 
affidavit is filed stating that the defendant is not a resident of 
the State and not within the same, as deponent verily be- 
lieves. 

If upon the disclosure of the garnishee he denies indebted- 
ness to the defendant or possession of property or effects of the 
defendant, or if there is any doubt as to whether he is indebted 
or has money or property in his hands or under his control be- 
C longing to the defendant, he must be discharged, subject, how- 
Ctf ever, to the right of the Court to grant permission, upon appli- 
cation, to file a supplemental complaint in the action making 
the garnishee a party thereto, 

If a garnishee admits and discloses indebtedness or prop- 
erty in his possession or under his control judgment may be 
entered against him therefor. After judgment has been recovered 
against the defendant in the action, the judgment against the 
garnishee when collected should be applied In payment of the 
judgment against the defendant, and will operate to discharge 
the garnishee from liability to the defendant. 

BILLS OF EXCHANGE AND PROMISSORY NOTES. 
A bill of exchange is a written order or request by one per- 
son to another for the payment of money at a specified time, 
O absolute and at all events. The person making the request is 
called the drawer. The one to whom the payment is to be made, 
*~ the payee, and the person who is requested to make the pay- 
3 ment, the drawee. After the acceptance of such order or request 
the drawee is an acceptor, and is then bound primarily to pay; 
the bill according to its terms. 
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A promissory note is a written, absolute and unconditional 
promise by one person to pay a certain sum of money to another 
therein named at a time therein specified. Bills of exchange 
and promi ssory notes are negotiable instruments by the law of 
merchants. 

If the payee or subsequent owner of a bill or note trans* 
fers it by endorsement, which is usually done by simply writ- 
ing his name across the back, he becomes an endorser. An en- 
dorsement so made is called a blank endorsement, in which 
case the paper is payable generally to any one. An endorser 
may however in connection with his endorsement direct to 
whom or to whose order payment shall be made. 

The person endorsing a note, unless he qualifies his en- 
dorsement by the words "without recourse," or other equiva- 
lent, is liable to pay the bill or note when it falls due, if the 
maker upon proper demand fails to make such payment and the 
endorser is promptly notified of such default. 

Promissory notes and bills of exchange not paid at the time 
they fall due, or bills not accepted when presented are said to 
be dishonored. 

In the case of dishonor the usual way of fixing the fact and: 
notifying persons liable as endorsers is by protest by a notary 
public, who makes a formal presentment and demand, and a cer- 
tificate of his protest. He then sends notice of dishonor to the 
endorser, and in case of non-acceptance, to the drawer of the 
bill. If, however, the endorser waives demand, protest and no- 
tice, he will be liable though no demand or protest be made or? 
notice of dishonor be given. 

The acceptance of any bill of exchange to be binding on the 
acceptor must be in writing, signed by him or his duly author- 
ized agent, and a promise to accept made within a reasonable 
time before a bill is drawn will amount to an acceptance in fav- 
or of the person to whom it is communicated and who takes 
the bill for a valuable consideration and on the faith of such 
promise. ' r 

Where a bill of exchange drawn and endorsed within /this 
State, and payable without the United States is protested for 
non-acceptance or non-payment, the person liable thereon is 
liable upon due presentment and demand to pay the same with 
current rate of exchange} at the time of such demand, and dam- 
ages at ten per cent on the amount of the bill with interest 
to be computed from the date of the protest If the bill ia 
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payable in another state he is liable In the same manner, ex- 
cept that the rate of damages is five per cent 

v Bills of exchange, drafts, promissory notes, and contracts 1 
due or payable or to be executed on Sunday, Thanksgiving day,' 
Good Friday, the first Monday of September, State Election day,' 
Christmas day, New Year's day, the twenty-second day of 
February, the fourth day of July, the thirtieth day of May, the 
twelfth day of February, or on the following day when either 
of said days occurs on Sunday shall be payable on the business 
day next preceding said days; and in case of non-payment shall 
be noted and protested upon such preceding day; but notice of 
non-payment need not be given until the business day next fol- 
lowing the days above specified. 

Bills of exchange and promissory notes payable at a future 
day certain are, unless there is an express agreement to the 
contrary, entitled to days of grace. 

Promissory notes that are payable to the order of the 
maker or a fictitious person, if negotiated by the maker, have 
the same effect and are of the same validity as to such maker 
and others having knowledge of the facts, as if they, were' 
payable to bearer. 

Payment of notes payable on demand must, in order to hold 
an endorser thereon, be demanded on or before sixty days from 
their date, and notice given to the endorser of their dishonor. 

A person whose signature to a promissory note or bill of 
exchange has been procured by auy fraudulent trick, artifice on 
representation as to the nature or contents of the Instrument, 1 
and who did not at the time that he signed the note, bill or 
paper, believe It to be a negotiable instrument, and who is not 
guiltj of negligence in signing the same without a knowledge 
of its terms, is not liable thereon and is entitled, to a jury. tQ 
try the ouestion of his negligence. 

£L person who, for the purpose of giving credit to a promis* 
sory note, that by its terms is payable to one other than him- 
self, sigro his name across the back thereof before its delivery; 
.toother payee, may be held liable as a maker thereof. 

'The principal difference between instruments negotiable by 
the law of merchants and those that are not, is that in the case 
of negotiable instruments that before maturity have passed in- 
to the hands of innocent bona fide purchasers, who have paid 
value for the same, the maker is chargeable although he may 
receive no consideration therefor, and may in fact have a good! 
and perfect defence against rthe note in the hands of the oris 
inal holder. 

? To constitute one a bona fide holder of negotiable paper, ii 
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must be taken In the regular course of business, before ma- 
turity, for value, and without notice or knowledge of any de- 
fence of the maker thereto. v q 

The words "value received" are sufficient statement of con- 
sideration of a promissory note. A note may be good if there 
is a consideration in fact, even if none is stated. 

Notes and bills payable to bearer or endorsed in blank are 
transferrable by mere delivery, and a bona fide purchaser of 
such note may acquire good title thereto, although it may in 
fact have been stolen from the proper owner. 

BOUNDARIES. 

Any person owning any land or interest in land, the bound- 
aries of which It is desirable to have fixed and established, or 
who is interested, in any tract of land, the boundaries or lines 
of which are dependant upon a common point, line or land- 
mark, may institute an, action in the District Court of the coun- 
ty in which such lands are situate, against the other owner or 
owners of the land affected, for the purpose of having such 
boundary or land-mark judicially established, and if it appears 
in the course of the proceedings that other and additional par- 
ties are necessary to the complete settlement and adjustment 
of such matters, whether owners of the tract or tracts originally 
involved or additional, tracts of land, the. Court may by order 
require all such parties to come in and plead, and be bound by 
the judgment that shall be rendered in such proceeding, and 
the Court may in such proceeding render judgment defining 
and locating the boundaries with reference to well known per- 
manent land marks, and if deemed best for the interests of thei 
parties, may after judgment direct a competent surveyor of the 
county to establish; a permanent stone or iron land-mark in ac- 
cordance with the judgment, from which to make future sur- 
veys such stone or iron land-mark to be marked "Judicial land- 
mark." The Court in such proceedings may determine and 
settle the rights of the several parties in any tract of land in- 
volved, and apportion the costs and disbursements of the pro- 
ceeding in such manner as it deems just. 

Where lands are conveyed and the limits are indicated by 
natural or artificial monuments such as a highway, non-nav- 
igable stream, a tree or other object that may be indicated, the 
lines will, unless a contrary intent appears, extend to the centre 
of such monuments. 

% Where monuments and distances or courses are given in 
Indicating boundaries, the monuments will control both courses 
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and distances. In the case of lands bordering on navigable 
streams or navigable lakes, the boundary is deemed to be the 
water's edge of such stream or lake but with the right in the 
owner, where not otherwise restricted, to all accretions or relic- 
tions formed or produced in front of the land by the action or re- 
cession of the water. Where a non-navigable stream or lake 
is the boundary, the owner of the land so bounded will as abova 
stated take to the center or middle line of such stream or 
lake. 

BOUNTIES — HORSE THIEVES'. 
Any person or persons who procure the arrest and convic- 
tion of any one stealing a horse from any person in this State) 
is entitled to a reward or bounty of Two Hundred! Dollars 
therefor. Application for such bounty must be made withia 
twenty days after conviction of the thief, and the judge of the* 
District Court -vhere such conviction is had appoints a timet 
and place for hearing evidence as to the person or persona 
entitled thereto and makes the award in conformity therewith* 
All costs and expenses of such application must be paid by the) 
1 applicants ^In"1897 a law was passed, one part of which reduced; 
the bounty to- One. Hundred Dollars, while another part of the 
same law reduces it to Fifty- Dollars, thus making the amount of 
the bounty uncertain.] 
WOLVES. 

Any person killing^a full grown' wolf during the months of 
January, February, March, April and May shall be entitled to 
a reward of Five Dollars, or the cub wolf at any season of the 
year Two Dollars, and every person who shall kill any full 
grown wolf at any other season of the year shall be entitled to 
a reward of Three Dollars, one-third of which amount shall be 
paid by the County wherein the wolf or wolves shall be killed, 
and two-thirds by the State. The County may, if it sees fit, 
increase the above amounts. Any persons claiming the above 
rewards shall exhibit the carcass of the animal killed to the 
Auditor of the County. The Auditor is the sole judge as to 
whether the animal so exhibited is of the character and kind 
above mentioned. Upon the decision of the Auditor in favor of 
the claimant the Auditor shall issue his warrant upon the 
County Treasurer for the entire sum to which the claimant is 
entitled. The Auditor shall then cause the carcass to be de- 
stroyed; and he shall keep a record of all that he has done, and 
he shall also report the same to the State Auditor, who shall 
audit said report and pay two-thirds of the amount out of the 
State Treasury to the County. Any person who shall falsely 
or fraudulently claim or obtain such reward shall upon con- 
viction be fined not less than Twenty-five nor more than One 
Hundred Dollars, or shall be imprisoned not less than twenty- 
five nor more than one hundred days. ^ t « 
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GOPHERS AND BLACK BIRDS: 

| A bounty of five cents for every pocket gopher and three 
cents for a gopher of any other kind, and ten cents a dozen fort 
black birds killed in April, May and June, and five cents a dozen 
for black birds killed in July, August, September and October, 
is authorized to be paid {n those counties where a majority of 
the Board of County Commissioners vote to accept the pro- 1 
visions of the act authorizing the same. 
SUGAR: 

A bounty of one cent a pound is after January 1, 1896, au- 
thorized to be paid out of the County Treasury for sugar man- 
factored from beets, sorghum and other yielding cane or 
plants, such bounty to be paid under certain conditions and re- 
strictions prescribed by the act providing for the same, among 
which is that the sugar must be inspected by or under the di- 
rection of the Secretary of State, with whom verified state- 
ments of the quantity and quality of the sugar produced are to 
be filed, and must contain at least 90 per cent of orystalized 
sugar; fees for inspection and expense of analysis to be paid by 
the party claiming the same.F 

For the purpose of encouraging the cultivation of sugar 
beets, the Legislature of Minnesota has passed an act prescribing 
freight rates to be charged by railroads for transporting sugar 
beets, which act makes it a duty on the part of the railroads 
to fix a uniform freight rate. The law provides that all rail- 
roads within the State shall fix a rate for the transportation of 
sugar beets to any beet sugar manufactory, which rate shall be 
the same from all points located within a distance of one 
hundred and twenty-five miles of said beet sugar manufacturing 
establishment This law went into effect April 23, 1897. 

TREES: 

A bounty of two and one-half dollars an acre is authorized 
to be paid to any person other than railroad corporations rais- 
ing trees within two hundred feet of the right of way, for the 
planting, growing and keeping growing upon prairie lands, for 
a period of six years of not less than one or more than ten acres 
of forest trees other than the black locust; trees to be planted 
not more than eight feet apart each way, and those dying to 
be replaced each year. » A person, however, who plants trees 
for the purpose of acquiring lands under the tree culture act of 
Congress is not entitled to this bounty. 

CHATTEL MORTGAGES. 

Mortgages of personal property if not accompanied by the 
immediate delivery and followed by the actual and continued 
thange of possession of the property mortgaged, to be valid as

to creditors and subsequent purchasers and mortgagees Is 
gobtt faith must be signed by two witnesses and in addition 
thereto must be duly acknowledged before a proper officer and 
filed in the town, city or village where tho property is at the 
time of the execution of the mortgage, and a copy thereof in the 
town, city or village where the mortgagor, if a resident of the 
state, resides. The place for filing such instrument is the office 
of the town clerk in towns, and in cities and villages with the 
clerk, recorder or other officer having custody of the records of 
such city or village. The officer receiving such paper places 
the same on file in his office, marking thereon the time of its 
receipt and the number of the instrument He numbers it In 
consecutive order and enters the same in an index under the 
head of mortgagors and mortgagees respectively. The index 
should show in separate columns the names of the parties, and 
opposite such names the number and date of the instrument, 
the amount secured, when due and the date of filing, but no fail- 
ure to Index a chattel mortgage filed will affect the validity and! 
.effect of such mortgage or its filing as notice. Mortgages of 
property in counties not organized into townships and of which 
the mortgagor is a resident may be filed in the office of the 
register of deeds of such county. 

Properly executed and filed such mortgage is full notice to 
all persons of the facts therein stated, and the lien of the 
mortgage on the property described therein continues until the 
debt secured is paid; but as against creditors of the mortgagor 
and subsequent purchasers and mortgagees in good faith the lien 
shall not continue more than six years from the date of filing. 

A mortgage given by a married man or woman upon any 
of the following articles is of no validity whatever unless the 
husband and wife sign the same joint instrument in the presence 
of two witnesses and acknowledge the same before an authorized 
officer: The family Bible; family school-books and library; family 
musical instruments; one sewing machine; wearing apparel of 
the debtor and his family; family beds and bedding; family 
stove3 and appendages; cooking utensils; all other household 
furniture, not exceeding Five Hundred Dollars In value; also 
all moneys arising from fire Insurance upon property exempt 
frbm execution. 

When a mortgage is paid the person owning the same Is 
to give to the person paying a receipt stating that the debt is 
paid and the mortgage satisfied, and he is also to execute and 
file at his own expense a satisfaction of the mortgage. If he 
fails to file such satisfaction within sixty days from the date of 
payment he becomes liable in a penalty of treble damages to the 
mortgagor or the person owning the property or any subsequent 
creditor of the mortgagor or any person having a lien upon tlie 
property. 
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When any condition of such mortgage Is broken, the mort- 
gagor or any person lawfully claiming under him, may redeem 
the same at any time before the property is sold or the right 
of redemption is foreclosed, pursuant to the terms of the con- 
tract between the parties, and any subsequent purchaser or 
mortgagee of the property, or any creditor of the mortgagor or 
owner of the property having or claiming a lien thereon, may 
in like manner redeem the same from such mortgage. 

Whenever the mortgagee in a chattel mortgage has a remedy 
by sale of the property authorized by terms of the mortgage, in 
case of default, such mortgaged property shall be sold only upon 
notice. Within three days after such sale the person making 
the same shall make a report in writing of all the proceedings 
in such foreclosure. 

The mortgagor or any person claiming under him, or any 
creditor of the mortgagor or owner of the property having a 
lien thereon, may redeem such mortgaged property or any por- 
tion thereof which may have been sold separately and for a 
separate and independent price at any time within two days 
after the making of such sale. 

The mortgagee, his representatives or assigns, may fairly 
and in good faith purchase any property sold, provided the same 
is conducted by the sheriff, his deputy, or any constable of the 
county where such sale is made. 

A mortgage may be given on crops to be planted and grown 
not later than during the season commencing on the first day 
of May next subsequent to the date of the mortgage. If given 
upon crops to be planted later the mortgage is void unless it is 
given to secure a part of all of the purchase price of lands upon 
which such crops are to be grown. Any person may secure a 
loan or a purchase of seed by giving a note or contract for the 
same. If such note or contract be filed within thirty days after 
execution and delivery it will constitute a lien on the crop against 
all creditors and purchasers, as well as against the owner of 
the crop. 

CHILDREN— ADOPTION. 
Any inhabitant of this State desiring to. adopt a child, not 
his own, may obtain leave so to do upon petition made to the 
district court; if the petitioner is married the husband or wife,, 
as the case may be, must join therein. 

Consent to such adoption must be given by such of the 
parents of the child as may be living, unless it appears to the 
court that either of the parents has abandoned the child or gone 
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to parts unknown, or is insane or is incapacitated from giving 
consent, or that they have been divorced and the custody of the 
child awarded to one, in which case consent may be given by 
the parent having the custody and care of the child. 

If both parents are dead or insane, or both have abandoned, 
or the only living parent has abandoned the child, consent may 
be given by its guardian if there is one, and if there is no guard- 
ian, then by any of the next of kin residing in the state; and if 
there is no next of kin, or if such next of kin are unknown, con- 
sent may be given by the chairman of the board of County Com- 
missioners of the county where the petition is made. 

In the case of a child born out of wedlock consent may be 
given by the mother alone, unless she has abandoned the 
child. 

If the child is of the age of fourteen years and upwards its 
consent to such adoption must also be given. 

In the case of a child having no parents, or that has been 
abandoned by its parents, and having n*o guardian or next of 
kin in the state, or where such next of kin are unknown, the 
court before hearing the petition or granting the adoption must 
require notice of the time and place of hearing the application 
to be published for three weeks in a newspaper of general cir- 
culation published in the county; and if there is no such paper, 
then in any paper published at the capital of the state. 

If upon the hearing the court is satisfied as to the identity 
and relation of the parties, that the petitioner or petitioners 
have sufficient ability to bring up the child and provide it with! 
suitable nurture and education, and that it is fit and proper 
that the petition be granted, a decree is entered setting forth 
the facts, and ordering that from and after such decree such 
child shall be deemed and taken to be the child of the peti- 
tioners, and it may also change the name of such child, and if 
so requested decree that such child shall inherit from its 
adopted parents, and such parents from the child the same as 
if it had been born to them in lawful wedlock. 

After the decree of adoption the child is to be deemed and 
taken, as respects all legal consequences, the same as if born 
to its adopted parents, and its natural parents shall be de- 
prived of all legal rights respecting the child, and the child is 
free from all obligations of maintenance and obedience to such 
natural parents, but shall not be deemed to lose its right to in- 
herit from such natural parents or kindred. 

Where a child adopted according to law dies without a will 
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the property that it has acquired itself, or by gift from m Its 
adopted parents will descend to those persons who would be en- 
titled to the same had the adopted been the natural parents of 
the child, and the property received by gift or inheritance from? 
the natural parents will go to the same persons who would in- 
herit had there been no adoption. The word "child" vrhea. 
used in any grant,trust, settlement, devise or bequest of au 
adopted parent will, unless the contrary intent is plainly ex- 
pressed in the instrument, be regarded as including an adopted; 
child. 

CARE OF AND CRUELTY TO— 

Any person who having the care or custody of a minor child 
unlawfully causes or permits th« life of such minor to be en- 
dangered or its health to be injured, or tts morals to be de- 
praved, or such child to be placed in such a situation or to eft- 
gage in such occupation as will endanger it, or where its health 
will be likely to be injured, or Its morals depraved, Is guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 

> The permitting of any child actually or apparently under 
the age of sixteen years, who is unaccompanied by a parent or 
guardian, to remain In any dance house, concert saloon, or any 
place where wine, malt or spirituous liquors are sold or given 
away, or in any place of enjoyment injurious to morals, or per- 
mitting any such child to play any game of skill or chance In 
any such place is a misdemeanor, as is also the torturing, tor- 
menting or cruelly or unlawfully punishing any child under the 
age of sixteen years, or the committing of any act of cruelty to- 
wards any such child. ~~ 

Any person who employs or causes to be employed or ex- 
hibited, or has In his custody for the purpose of exhibiting or 
employing any child actually or apparently under the age of 
sixteen years, or having the care, custody or control of any 
such child, sells, lets out or gives away, or in any way procured 
or consents to the employment of any such child as a rope or 
wire walker, dancer, gymnast, contortionist, rider or acrobat, 
or f or> the purpose of begging or receiving alms, or in any men-^ 
dicant occupation, or in any indecent or immoral occupation, or 
in any practice or occupation dangerous to the life, limb or mor- 
els of the child, *is liable to a penalty. 

Children under fourteen are forbidden to be employed at 
any time in any factory or workshop, or about any mine, or out- 
jftsle of the family in which they reside in any indoor occupation, 
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for wages or other compensation, before seven o'clock in the 
morning or after six o'clock in the evening. 

No -child under sixteen years of age is permitted to have 
the care, management or operation of any elevator, and no one 
under eighteen years of any elevator moving at a rate of over 
two hundred feet to the minute. 

Children who are within the age where they are re- 
quired to attend school are not to be employed during school 
hours in any occupation unless and until they have during the 
year attended for the period required by law; if a child is over 
12 and under 14, however, and can read and write the English 
language, and his labor is necessary for his support or that of 
the family to which he belongs, he may be employed for a rea- 
sonable portion of the year. f 

Children actually or apparently under 16 are forbidden to 
be employed in any factory, merchantile establishment or in 
the service of any telegraph, telephone or district messenger 
company or other corporation unless the employer procures and 
keeps on file the employment certificate required by statute to 
be Issued by superintendent of schools or members of school 
board in regard to the ability of such child to read and write in 
the English language and its attendance at day or night school 
or that it has been excused and other matters; such employer* 
must also keep a full and complete list of all children employed. 

The supplying of tobacco, cigars or cigarettes to children 
attending public schools is a penal offence. 

CONDITIONAL SALES. 

Whenever a note, contract, or other evidence of indebted- 
ness is given for the purchase price of personal property, and 
by its terms It is provided that the title to such property shall 
remain in the vendor until payment of such note or contract is 
made, it will be void as to creditors of the vendee and subse- 
quent purchasers In good faith of the property therein referred 
to unless the sarnie or a true copy thereof, or if the contract is 
oral, a memorandum expressing the terms and conditions of 
the agreement is filed in the town, city or village where the 
vendee resides at the time of the making of such contract; such! 
note contract or memorandum to be filed in the same manner 
as that which is required in the case of chattel mortgages, and 
to be indexed In the same manner. Notes, contracts and mem- 
oranda so filed constitute notice to all parties interested of their 
terms and conditions until the expiration of one year after the 
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day when the indebtedness for which the same is given becomes 
due. 

CONVEYANCES. 
Conveyances of land or interests in lands must be executed 
in accordance with the law of the state where the land is sit- 
uate. Deeds or mortgages of lands in the state of Minnesota 
must be signed and sealed by the grantor in the presence of two 
witnesses, and acknowledged before an officer authorized to 
take acknowledgements. The conveyance should contain proper 
words of conveyance, and properly describe what is intended to 
be conveyed. A deed, however, that is not acknowledged is 
good as between the parties, but to make it effectual against 
subsequent purchasers or mortgagees in good faith, or judg- 
ments or attaching creditors of the person giving the deed, the 
conveyance must not only be executed in the presence of wit- 
nesses and acknowledged, but must be recorded In the office of 
the register of deeds of the county in which the land is sit- 
uate. 

Lands belonging to a married woman may be conveyed by 
the joint deed of herself and husband, and in such case the fact! 
thait the wife may be a minor will not affect the validity of the 
deed. 

The husband or wife of an insane person may, if such in- 
sanity has continued three years, convey any lands owned by 
such grantor as if unmarried, but If the insane spouse Is under* 
guardianship his or her rights to the lands will not be affected 
unless the letters of guardianship or a certified copy thereof is 
recorded in the office of the register of deeds of the county 
where the land is situate, and the guardian's approval of the 
conveyance Is endorsed on the deed. 

Corporations convey by their proper officers, or by a duly 
authorized agent, and their conveyance should be under the' 
corporate seal. 

The use of the word "heir" or "heirs*' is not necessary to 
convey a fee simple title, nor will any covenants in a deed be 
implied. 

Failure to record a deed will make it void as to \any sub- 
sequent purchaser or mortgagee in good faith, or any attaching; 
or judgment creditor acquiring a lien upon the land whose deed 
is first recorded or whose attachment is made or judgment dock- 
eted before such deed is recorded, and persons claiming under 
such subsequent deed, mortgage, attachment or judgment hav- 
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ing no notice of the existence of a prior conveyance, are in no 
way bound thereby 

CORPORATIONS. 
There are many varying provisions for the organization; 
of different classes of corporations within this State and it 
would be impossible within the scope of this publication to give 
even an abridgment of all the various provisions of the law re- 
lating thereto. It may be stated generally, however, that cor- 
porations are authorized to be created for the doing of any law- 
ful business. . 

If the corporation to be organized is for the construction, 
maintenance or operation of any public improvement, such as 
a railroad, telegraph line, canal, etc., requiring the taking of 
private property, not less than five Incorporators is necessary. 

Corporations for pecuniary profit, for purposes other than 
those requiring the taking of private property may be organized 
by not less than tljree. 

Corporations created under the provisions of Title 1 and 
Title 2, Chapter 34 of the General Statutes of Minnesota, being 
-the provisions under which most corporations organized for 
pecuniary profit are created, are formed by the incorporators 
associating themselves together and adopting and signing artic- 
les of incorporation stating: 

1. The name of the corporation, the general nature of its 
business and the principal place of transacting the same; 

2. The date of commencement and the period of continuance 
of the corporation; 

3. The amount of capital stock and how it is to be paid in; 

4. The highest amount of indebtedness or liability to which 
the corporation shall at any time be subject; 

5. The names and places of residence of the persons forming 
the association of incorporation; 

6. The names of the Board of Directors and of the officers 
or persons in whom the government of the corporation and the 
management of its affairs shall be vested, and when the same 
are elected; 

7. The number and amount of shares of capital stock; 
These articles are to be recorded in the office of the Register 

of Deeds of the county where the principal place of business ia 
to be, and, in the office of the Secretary of State, and then pub- 
lished for four weeks in a newspaper printed and published at 
the capital, or in the county where such corporation is organ- 
ized. But if such articles) are first filed in the office of the Sect 
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retary of State a publication thereof for a period of one week 
will be sufficient if tha affidavit of the fact of such publication 
is then filed in the office of the Secretary of State. 

Corporations which require the taking of private property 
may be created in the first instance to continue for fifty years, 
and other corporations organized as above provided for thirty 
years. 

In addition to the manner of creating corporations above 
stated there are other provisions for the organization of banks, 
savings banks, manufacturingcorporations, co-operative associa- 
tions, mining and smelting of ores, general building societies, 
societies for securing homes for destitute children, religious 
corporations, corporations for conducting seminaries, lyceums, 
for social or educational purposes, churches of different denom- 
inations, secret societies, etc., etc. 

Stockholders of corporations organized for other than for 
a purely manufacturing or mechanical business are liable for 
the debts of the corporation to an amount equal to the shares 
of stock held by them. 

Any person who contracts with a corporation will not be 
allowed to question the validity of its corporaate existence. 

The management and affairs of the corporation are usually 
given to a Board of Directors, who act as a body, and to officers 
who may be elected by the Board of Directors or the stock- 
holders or members. The authority and duties of the officers 
and the manner in which the affairs of the corporation shall 
be conducted are usually prescribed in the By Laws. 

Corporations, except those organized for railroad, canal or 
turnpike purposes, are forbidden to acquire or hold more than 
five thousand acres of land, and corporations organized \ for 
railroad, canal or turnpike purposes can hold such lands as is 
necessary for the purposes of their business, or such as shall 
be granted to them to aid in their construction. Any corpora- 
tion, more than 20 per cent of whose capital stock is held by 
aliens is forbidden to hold real estate at all but these pro- 
visions do not apply to lands acquired by reason of foreclosure 
of mortgages or the enforcement of debts. 

COURTS 

The highest court in the state is the supreme court, 
which has a general appellate jurisdiction, and to which ap- 
peals may be taken from the judgments rendered and certain 
orders made by the several district courts of the state. Appeal

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direct to the supreme court is also permitted In the case of 
certain of the Municipal Courts. 

District Courts have a general Jurisdiction of all civil ac- 
tions and criminal prosecutions, for indictable offences and 
appeals may be taken to such court from the judgment of a jus- 
tice of the peace, and from certain orders, judgments and de- 
crees of the Probate Court 

A Probate Court exists in each organized county, and has 
exclusive jurisdiction in the first instance of all matters of ad- 
ministration of the estate of decedents and persons under 
guardianship. 

Municipal Courts having a limited civil and criminal juris- 
diction are provided for in certain of the cities of the state, 
their jurisdiction and procedure being regulated by the several 
special acts creating the same. Municipal Courts may also be 
created under a general law in cities of less than 5,000 inhabit- 
ants. Courts of Justices of the Peace have jurisdiction in cer- 
tain civil actions where the amount in controversy is One hun- 
dred Dollars or less, and criminal jurisdiction where the penal- 
ty of the offense is not greater than one hundred dollars fine or 
three months imprisonment in the county jail. 

DESCENT AND DISTRIBUTION. 

Where a person residing in this state or having property to 
be administered according to the laws of this state dies with- 
out a will, the personal property of such person descends and is 
distributed in the following manner: 

The surviving widow or husband, as the case may be, is 
entitled to all wearing apparel, household furniture to be se- 
lected not exceeding in value five hundred dollars, and other 
personal property to be selected not exceeding five hundred 
dollars in value. If there is no widow and there are minor chil- 
dren they are entitled to the same allowance as the widow, se- 
lection to be made by their guardian. The widow or children of 
the deceased, or both, constituting the family are also entitled 
to a reasonable allowance out of the personal estate for their 
, maintenance during the settlement thereof, the amount to be 
fixed by the probate court with proper regard to the circum- 
stances of such widow or family. This allowance, in case the 
estate is insolvent, may continue for a period not longer than 
one year, and is not to be allowed to the widow after her share 
of the residue of the personal estate is assigned. If upon the 
return of an inventory it appears that the value of the whole 
estate, in addition to the allowances made to the widow and 
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children, doe s not exceed one hundred and fifty dollars, the 
court is required after payment of funeral expenses and the 
charges of administraton to assign the whole to the support of 
the widow, and children." If the estate amounts to more than 
the allowances above mentioned, the excess, after payment of 
funeral charges and expenses, goes in payment of the debts of 
the deceased, and if any residue remains it goes to the same per- 
sons as are entitled to the real estate, the surviving husband in 
all cases being entitled to the same rights in the property as the 
surviving widow. 

The real estate descends as follows: 

First, as to the homestead, which descends free 
from all liability for debts. If there is no child nor lawful issue 
of a deceased child living such homestead goes to the surviving 
husband or wife in fee simple. ' If there is a child or issue of a 
deceased child living, and a surviving husband or wife, it then 
goes to such husband or wife for life with remainder to such 
child or children, and the issue of any deceased child by right 
of representation; right of representation meaning taking in 
the same share or proportions that the parent would have 
taken had such parent remained alive. If there is no surviv- 
ing husband or wife the homestead goes to the child or children 
of the decedent, and the issue of any deceased child by night 
of representation. If there is no surviving husband or wife or. 
children or issue of any deceased child living it then becomes 
liable to the payment of debts of the decedent in the course 
of administration, and goes to the same persons who in such 
case become entitled to the rest of the real estate. 

Real estate other than the homestead descends subject to 
the payment of debts of the decedent not paid out of the per- 
sonal property in the following order: w 

One-third to the surviving husband or wife in fee simple. 
The other two-thirds, and in case there is no husband or wife 
surviving, then all of such* real estate in equal shares to the 
children of the decedent, and to the lawful issue of any de- 
ceased child by right of representation. If there is no child or 
issue of any deceased child living, and there is a surviving hus- 
band or wife, then the entire real estate goes to such husband 
or wife. If there is no issue, husband or wife, it goes to the 
father. If there is no father, then to the mother, and 
if there is no mother, then to the brothers and sisters of 
the decedent in equal shares, and to the lawful issue of any 
deceased brother or sister by right of representation. If there 
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is no husband, wife, father, mother, brothers or sisters, then to 
the next of kin of equal degree, except where there are two or 
more claiming kinship through different ancestors, those claim- 
ing through the nearest ancestor shall have preference. 

Where a person dies leaving several children, or one child and 
the issue of another child or children who have deceased, and 
such surviving child dies under age, not having married, the 
property so inherited by such child from such parent shall go 
in equal shares to the other children of the same parent or their 
issue by representation; and if at the time of the death of any 
such child under age and unmarried, all the other children of 
the parent from whom he has inherited property are also dead 
and any of them have left issue, the estate so inherited from the 
parent shall descend to the issue ol the ether children of the 
parent from whom the property was inherited, and if they are 
all related to the child so dying in the same degree they take in* 
equal shares, otherwise by right of representation. 

If a decedent leaves neither husband, wife nor kindred his 
property goes to the state. 

Degrees of kindred are computed by the rules of the civil 
law, which is by counting from the decedent up to a common an- 
cestor, and then from such common ancestor down to the per- 
sons between whom the degree of kinship is to be ascertained. 
Those of the half blood inherit equally with those of whole 
blood in the same degree, except in the case of property ac- 
quired by descent, gift or devise of an ancestor, in which case it 
goes then only to those of the blood of such ancestor. 

DIVORCE AND ALIMONY. 
Divorce may be absolute or limited. Absolute divorce is 
from the bonds of matrimony; limited divorce only from bed 
and board. Absolute divorce may be decreed for either of the 
following causes: 
Adultery. 
Impotency. 

Cruel and inhuman treatment. 

Imprisonment of either party in the state prison subse- 
quent to the marriage. 

Wilful desertion of one party by the other for one year next 
preceding the filing of the complaint; 

Habitual drunkeness for the space of one year immediately 
preceding the filing of the complaint; 

To maintain the action the plaintiff must have resided in 
the state for a year immediately prior to the time of exhibiting 
> 
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the complaint, except in the case of adultery committed while 
complainant was a resident of the state. All actions for divorce 
must be brought in the county where the plaintiff resides. 

The court may make such allowance to the wife for tem- 
porary alimony pending the action, and for the expenses of 
prosecuting or defending the same as it deems proper, and make 
such order as to the custody and maintenance, of the minor 
children as It may deem desirable. 

Upon final decree of divorce the court may change the name 
of the wife. 

Itmay.exceptincaseof divorce for wife's adultery allow such 
alimony out of the husband's estate as it deems just and reas- 
onable, having regard to such estate and the character and sit- 
uation of the parties, but not to exceed one-third of husband © 
personal property and the value of her dower in his real estate. 

It may from time to time, upon the petition of either of the 
parties, revise its decree in regard to alimony. 

Limited divorce may be granted between husband and wife 
who are resident in this state, also in cases where the marriage 
baa taken place within this state and the wife is an actual res- 
ident therein, at the time of exhibiting her complaint or where 
the marriage was without the state and the parties have 1 become 
and remain residents for at least a year and the wife is an ac- 
tual resident at the time of commencing the action. It may be 
granted for either of the following causes: 

Cruel and inhuman treatment by the husband of the wife. 
Such conduct on the part of the husband toward the wife as 
makes it unsafe or improper for her to cohabit with him; 

Abandonment by the husband of the wife, and his refusal 
or neglect to provide for her; 

Allowances for counsel fees and alimony may be made as 
in the case of absolute divorce, and the wife may be given ab- 
solute control of her separate property. 

DOWER. 

Dower as such no longer exists in this state, the widow in- 
heriting, subject to the payment of its just proportion of the in- 
debtedness of her husband not paid from the personal property, 
one-third in fee simple of all lands of which the husband may 
at any time during coverture have been seized, and to the con- 
veyance of which she has not assented in writing. 

EXECUTORS AND ADMINISTRATORS. 

The duties and liabilities of executors, except so far as they 
may be changed by the will of the testator, are the same as 
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those of an administrator. Both are required to be appointed 
by the Probate Court of the county in which the administration 
is being conducted, and to take the oath prescribed by statute, 
and give bond in such amount as the court shall direct, and with 
sureties by the Judge of Probate to be approved for the proper 
performance of their duties. 

An executor or administrator must within three months 
after his or her appointment make and file a detailed and class* 
ified inventory of all the estate, real and personal, coming into 
the possession or under the control of such executor or admin- 
istrator, and have the same appraised by appraisers appointed 
by the Probate Court. The only exception to making an in- 
ventory is in the case of an executor who is also sole or residuary 
legatee, and who has given bonds to pay all debts and legacies 
under the will. 

The executor or administrator should also cause notice by 
publication to be given for creditors of the deceased to file their 
claims against the estate with the probate court, six months 
being allowed for this purpose in the first instance. 

The executor or administrator may take possession of the 
real estate and personal property, and except as to the home- 
stead and personal property set off to the widow as her statu- 
tory allowance, may retain the possession and collect the rents 
and income of the estate until the same is settled and the prop- 
erty delivered to the person entitled to the same by order of the 
Court 

It is his duty to take proper care of all property of the es- 
tate, keeping the real estate in a tenantable condition, and if 
money is needed for the payment of debts* funeral charges or 
expenses of administration he will in the first instance sell the 
personal property and apply the proceeds to that purpose. If 
it is necessary he may sell the real estate for the same purpose, 
after obtaining a license from the Court so to do. 

He should pay no debts or claims against the estate until 
after the same have been allowed by the Probate Court and or- 
dered paid. If any claim is presented that in his judgment is 
not valid, he will object to its allowance, and if there is any 
offset existing in favor of the estate against any claim, he 
should present the same to the court, so that proper credit may 
be had upon account of such offset. 

The Court may upon proper showing extend the time for 
filing claims by creditors or presenting offsets by the executor 
or administrator. In case the estate, after payment of admin- 
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istration expenses, is insufficient to pay all claims against it, 
they become payable in the following order: 
1. Funeral expenses; 

2. Expenses of last sickness; 

3. Debts having preference by the laws of the United 
States; 

4. Taxes; 

5. Debts proved and allowed to any othercreditors; 
Where a creditor whose claim is allowed holds a mortgage 

or other security, payment shall not be made until he either 
exhausts, releases or surrenders such security, and no prefer- 
ence is to be allowed between debts of the same class, whether 
they be actually due' or not. 

All debts and claims having been paid by the executor or 
administrator he presents his final account to the court with a 
petition for its allowance, and for the distribution of the estate 
if any remains. In such account he is chargeable with the whole 
of the goods, chattels, rights and credits of the deceased coming 
into his possession, the proceeds of all real estate sold by him, 
and the interest, profits and income of the estate held by him, 
and the interest, profits and income of the estate that in any 
way has come Ante his hands. He is not allowed to make profit 
to himself out of the estate, nor to become a purchaser directly 
or indirectly at any sale of any portion of the property of the 
estate. He will not be held responsible for loss occurring with- 
out his fault. His account should be accompanied with vouch- 
ers for all moneys expended. He ia ordinarily entitled to- credit 
for all necessary expenses and disbursements made in the admin- 
istration of the estate, and to a reasonable allowance for his 
services. Upon an order being made for the distribution of 
the estate remaining in his hands he pays over to the person 
entitled to the same the estate directed to be distributed and de- 
livers possession of the real estate to the person entitled to 
the same, which being done and his acccount alllowed and 
proved, he is discharged from further liabil 

EXEMPTIONS INCLUDING HOMESTEAD. 
A homestead consisting of a tract of land, if not included 
within the laid out or platted portion of an incorporated town, 
city or village, not to exceeed eighty acres, and if within such 
laid out or platted portion of an incorporated town, city or vil- 
lage, a quantity of land equal to a lot of the original plat or 
subdivision or re-arrangement of such plat as the same exists 
ait the time of the commemncement of the action in which the 
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process Issues, with the buildings and improvements thereon 
situate, if owned and occcupied by the person claiming such 
exemption, is exempt as a homestead. 

If the buildings so owned occupy part of two or more lots 
as platted the party entitled to the homestead may select a 
quantity not exceeding one lot in the platted portion of the 
town if over five thousand; if less than five thousand, then not 
exceeding half an acre. 

Where a resident owning a homestead absconds or deserts 
his wife or minor children, the latter may continue to occcupy 
and be entitled to the same homestead and may live therein, and 
such homestead cannon t be sold for the debts of either. 

A mortgage or conveyance of a homestead if the owner is 
married is, except in the case of a mortgage for the purchase 
money, void unless the wife joins therein. 

A homestead is also subject to the lien of mechanics and 
material men for labor performed and material furnished for 
Its erection or repair. > 

Removal and failure to occupy for a period of six months 
will terminate all homestead rights, unless notice of a claim 
of homestead shall, prior to the expiration of said six months, 
be filed in the office of the register of deeds, in the county in 
which the land is situate, which being done, the homestead 
right will cease at the expiration of five years from such 
filing, unless it is acccompanied during some period of said 
five years with an aetual occupancy by the owner or his family. 
The following articles of personal property are also exempt: 

Family bible; pictures; school books; library and musical 
instruments for the use of the family; seat or pew in place of 
public worship; lot in burial ground; all wearing apparel of thei 
debtor and his family; all stoves and appendages; all cooking 
utensils kept and used by the family, and all other household 
furniture to an amount not exceeding five hundred dollars in 
value; three cows, ten swine, a yoke of oxen and a horse, or in} 
lieu thereof a span of horses or mules; twenty sheep and wool 
from the same, raw or manufactured; necessary feed for the 
stock for a year support; one wagon, cart or dray; one sleigh; 
two ploughs; one drag, and other farming utensils including 
tackle for teams, not exceeding three hundred dollars in 
value. /A year's provisions and fuel for the debtor and. his 
family, tools and implements of a mechanic, miner or other 
person kept and used for the purpose of carrying on his trade, 
and four hundred dollars of stock in trade; library and imple- 
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ments of a professional man; the presses, type, stones and other 
tools and implements used in the printing and publishing of a 
newspaper to the value of two thousand dollars, and stock in 
trade to the value of four hundred dollars; one sewing machine; 
necessary seed grain for the actual use of the debtor for one sea- 
son to be selected by him, not exceeding in amount fifty bushels 
each of wheat and oats, fifteen bushels of potatoes; three of corn, 
thirty of barley and binding material sufficient for use in 
harvesting the crops grown from such seed; the wages of the 
debtor and minor children to the amount of twenty-five dollars 
earned within thirty days preceding the issue of process. * 

tJtf Insurance on exempt property as well as damages recovered 
for wrongful taking of exempt property is also exempt, as is 
the seal and official register of a Notary Public; 

The earnin gs of a minor child of a debtor are also exempt 
from liability for the debts of such debtor unless contracted 
for the especial benefit of such child. 

Exemptions of property other than the family bible, pic- 
tures, books, musical instruments, pew, lot in burial ground, 
wearing apparel, beds, bedding and household furniture and 
insurance money is not available to a person not a resident of 
the state. 

The uniform, arms and equipments of any member of the 
national guard is also exempt. 

FENCES AND ENCLOSURES. 

Where a fence is required, a fence that consists of rails, 
boards, timber or stone, or any combination thereof, in good re- 
pair, four and one-half feet high, and any and all brooks, 
rivers, ponds, creeks, ditches and hedges that in the judgment 
of the fence viewers of the town is an equivalent thereof, is a 
legal fence, as is also a barbed wire fence composed of two 
barbed wires, with forty barbs to the rod, and one smooth wire, 
firmly fastened to posts not more than two rods apart, with one 
sttay between the posts, the top wire to be not more than fifty- 
two inches or less than forty-eight inches, and the lower wire 
not less than sixteen inches from the ground; or four smooth 
wires, with posts not more than two rods apart, with good 
stays not to exceed eight feet apart, the top wire being not more 
than fifty-six or less than forty-eight inches, and the bottom 
not less than sixteen or more than twenty inches high, except 
that a # partition fence of smooth wire must consist of five in- 
stead of four wires. In orgauized towns the supervisors are 
fence viewers of the town. 
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The electors of a town have authority at the town meet- 
ings to make rules and regulations for ascertaining the suffic- 
iency of the fences in the town. When not othrwise provided 
by statute the respective occupants of adjoining lands enclosed 
with fences are required to keep and maintain partition fences 
between their own and the next adjoining lands in equal shares, 
unless otherwise agreed, so long as both continue to occupy thd 
lands. In case either party fails to keep up his share of the 
fence t he other may complain to the fence viewers of the town, 
and if they find the fence insufficient they so signify to the 
delinquent occupant and direct him to repair and rebuild the 
same within such time as they judge reasonable. If he fails to 
repair or rebuild the complaining owner may make such re- 
pairs or rebuild such fences, and upon the fence so built bedng 
adjudged sufficient by a majority of the fence viewers of the 
town, and the value thereof, together with their fees, being 
certified by such fence viewers under their hands, the com- 
plainant has a right to demand double the cost of such fence, 
and if the same is not paid within one month after such demand 
he may recover the same with interest at 1 per cent a month. 

Where a controversy arises between adjoining owners as 
to their rights or obligations in regard to partition fences, either 
party may apply to a majority of the supervisors of the town 
where the land lies, who, after due notice to each party, may 
assign to each a portion of the fence he is to build or repair, 
and such assignment being recorded in the office of the Reg- 
ister of Deeds it becomes binding upon the parties and the suc- 
ceeding occupants of the land. Division of fences made by the 
supervisors or by the owners of adjoining lands in writing, 
signed, sealed and acknowledged and recorded in the office of* 
the Register of Deeds, are binding upon the respective parties 
and their assigns. 

Where in case of a controversy as to the rights and obli- 
gations of parties in regard to division fences, it appears to the 
supervisors that before complaint was made one of the parties 
has erected the entire fence or more than his just proportion of 
such fence, the other may be required to pay for so much there- 
of as may be assigned to him to repair and maintain, such 
value to be ascertained and certified by the supervisors and 
such certificate recorded. Unless the parties otherwise agree, 
all partition fiances shall be kept in good repair throughout the 
year. 

If by reason of the existence of a river, lake, pond or creek 
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that does not of Itself constitute a good fence, the division fence 
cannot in the judgment of the supervisors, without unreason- 
able expense, be built on the true boundary between the ad- 
Joining lands, they may direct its erection on one or the other 
side of such river, lake, pond or creek. 

Where lands have been occupied in common and one of the 
several owners wishes to fence his portion and the other re- 
fuses or neglects to divide with him, a majority of the super- 
visors may upon application and due notice to the parties di- 
vide the fence and assign the portion to be built by each, and 
direct when it shall be built, and if either shall fall to build hid 
portion wdthin the time fixed, the other may build it and collect 
double the ascertained expense thereof, together with the fees 
of the supervisors. 

Where an adjoining owner ceases to use his lands, or con- 
cludes to open the same, he shall not remove his portion of the 
division fence adjoining the next enclosure if the owner or occu- 
pant thereof shall within two months after the same is ascer- 
tained pay him such sum as the supervisors shall in writing 
under their hands determine as the value of such portion of 
such fence. The owner of unenclosed lands afterwards enclos- 
ing the same shall pay in like manner one-half of the partition 
fence between his land and that of adjoining owners or occu- 
pants, to be ascertained by a majority of the supervisors in case 
the parties cannot agree, such payment to be made within six- 
ty days after the* value is so ascertained, and if not so paid an 
action may be maintained for the amount. 

An owner who does not intend to improve his lands, and 
who gives six months notice of such intention to adjoining own- 
9 ers, cannot be required to keep up or maintain any portion of the 
partition fence affecting such premises so long as they remain 
open and unoccupied. 

Where a line on which a partition fence is built is a town- 
ship line or where such fence, is partly in one township and 
partly in another, a supervisor shall be taken from each town 
to act as a fence viewer. In counties not divided into towns 
the county commissioners act as fence viewers. ^ 

Where a division fence is required in any incorporated 
town, village or city, and either party refuses to erect or pay 
his portion of such fence, application may be made to the mu- 
nicipal judge, city justice or any justice of the peace of such vil- 
lage, town or city, who after notice in writing may proceed to 
hear the matter and view the premises, and assign to each one 
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the portion of such fence to be by him kept and repaired, and 
either party then failing to erect or repair his portion, the 
other may erect and repair the same and collect double the 
expense of the fence so erected or repaired, with all costs and 
expenses. 

FRAUDULUENT CONVEYANCES. 
While ordinarily a person may make such sale or disposi- 
tion of his property as he sees fit, this right is subject to the 
limitation that hie cannot dispose of his property in such man- 
ner as will operate to defraud his creditors. 

Any conveyance or assignment of property, real or personal, 
made with the intent to hinder, delay or defraud creditors is 
void as against the person so hindered, delayed or defrauded, 
and the heirs, representatives and assigns of such creditor, 
except in favor of a bona fide purchaser of the property for a 
valuable consideration. All deeds of gift and conveyances and 
all transfers and assignments verbal or written of goods, chat- 
tels or things in action made in trust for the use of the person 
making the same are void as against creditors existing or subse- 
quent. Sales of goods and chattels not accompanied by im- 
mediate delivery and continued change of possession of the 
things sold or assigned, shall be presumed fraudulent and void 
as to creditors of the vendor or subsequent purchasers in good 
faith, unless those claiming under such sale make it appear 
that it was in good faith and without intent to hinder delay or 
obstruct creditors. 

" FRAUDS— STATUTE OF. 
No action can be maintained upon any agreement that by 
its terms is not to be performed within one year from the time 
of the making thereof, nor upon any special promise to answer 
for the debt, default or doings of another, or upon any agree- 
ment, promise or undertaking made in consideration of mar- 
riage, except mutual promises to marry, unless the agreement 
or a note or memorandum thereof, expressing the consideration, 
is in writing, signed by the party to be charged. 

Every contract for the sale of goods, chattels or things in 
action, of the price of fifty dollars or more, is void unless there 
is a note or memorandum of the contract in writing, signed by 
the parties, or unless the buyer accepts and receives some part 
of the thing sold, or the evidence thereof if they are things in 
action, or unless he pays part of the consideration thereof. 

;»Any contract for the conveyance of lands or lease of the 
same for more than one year to be valid must be in writing, 
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expressing a consideration, and be signed by the party agreeing 
to convey or lease, or his agent authorized in writing. 

Verbal contracts, however, that might otherwise be in- 
valid are sometimes sustained and specifically enforced if there 
has been a partial performance of such contracts* 
GAME LAWS. 

It is unlawful for any person to catch, take, hill or have in 
his possession or under his control for any purpose whatever at 
any time, any whippoorwill, Might hawk, blue bird, finch, thrush, 
linnet, lark, wren, martin, swallow, bobolink, robin, catbird, or 
any other harmless bird, except black birds and English sparrows; 
but any person may have and keep song birds as domestic pets. 

It is f 01 bidden to catch or kill any woodcock, turtle dove, 
snipe, prairie chicken or pinnated grouse, white-breasted or short* 
tailed grouse between the first day of November and the first day 
of September following; or any quail, partridges, ruffled grouse 
or pheasant between the first day of December and the first day 
of October following; or upland, prairie or golden plover between 
the 31st day of October and the 4th day of July following; or 
any Mongolian, English or Chinese pheasant at any time prior to 
the first day of September, 1904; wild duck of any variety or any 
variety of wild goose, brant or any variety of aquatic fowl between 
the 15th day of April and the first day of September following; 
or deer between the 15th day of November and the 25th day of 
October following; and not more than five deer shall be killed 
between October 25th and November 15th; it is unlawful to kill 
elk or fawn at any time. One an tiered moose and one an tiered 
caribou may be killed between the 5th day of November and 
the 10th day of November in the same year. It is unlawful to 
kin mink, muskrat, otter or beaver between the first day of May 
and the first day of November following unless the same are 
lound destroying private property. ^ 

Birds and game are to be taken only by shooting with a 
gun from the shoulder, and the use of traps, snare nets, bird 
lime, swivel guns, or any other contrivance or device is pro- 
hibited. The use of any artificial light, battery or other decep- 
tion, contrivance or device with intent to lure or decoy is also 
prohibited, except that decoys and floats may be used in. hunt- 
ing wild geese and ducks. 

Hunting or shooting from any boat, canoe or contrivance 
upon the water between dark and daylight is not permitted. 
PISH. 

It is unlawful to catch any variety of trout between the first 
day of September and the first day of May following, and any 
black, gray or Oswego bass between the first day of March and 
the 15th day of May following; and any other food fish between 
the first day of March and the first day of May following, except 
pike, pickerel, white fish, lake trout, sturgeon and herring caught 
in international waters or any waters wherein fishing Is permitted 
with nets. 
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No person is at any time to catch, take or kill any fish in any 
other manner than by angling for them with a hook and line 
held in the hand or attached to a rod or pole held in the hand, 
except fish caught in international waters or in any other waters 
wherein fishing is permitted by net or spear. No person shall 
fish with more than one line or with more than one hook attached 
to said line. ' In all Inland lakes a net may be used for the pur- 
pose of catching white fish or tulipies during the month of No- 
vember and the first fifteen days of December in each year, which 
net shall not exceed two hundred feet in length and eight feet 
in width and the meshes of which shall not be less than three 
and one-half inches in size when the same is extended. Any 
one desiring to use such net must obtain permission from the 
Game and Fish Commissioners, for which they shall pay One 
Dollar. No person or family is permitted to use more than two 
such nets and the fish caught must be for domestic use, not for 
commercial purposes. A net for catching minnows for bait may 
be used in all waters uninhabited by trout. A spear may be used 
in the St. Croix, Pelican, Des Moines, Otter Tail, and Minnesota 
rivers and in ttfe Mississippi river from the Falls of St. Anthony 
for the purpose of catching sturgeon, red horse, dog fish, buffalo 
fish, cat fish, pickerel and suckers. Pickerel may be speared only 
for private use. Sturgeon, red horse, dog fish, buffalo fish, cat 
fish, pickerel and suckers may be caught by a pound net in the 
Mississippi river from the Falls of St. Anthony to a point within 
one thousand feet above the mouth of the St Croix,

GUARDIANS. 

Guardians of the person and property of minors, that Is 
males under the age of twenty-one and females under the age 
of eighteen years, and those incapable of managing their own 
affairs, are appointed in the first instance by the Probate Court 
of the county in which the person for whom the guardian is 
appointed resides, or if he is a non-resident of the state, in the 
county where he has property. Such guardian must take an 
oath to perform his duties as guardian, and give bond to the 
Judge of Probate in such amount as the Court shall direct, for 
the faithful performance of his duties, it being the intention 
that the bond shall be sufficient to protect the ward for all per- 
sonal property coming into the guardian's hands. He Is re- 
quired to file an inventory of the ward's estate within three 
months after his appointment, and to render an account to the 
Probate Court from time to time of the affairs of his guardian- 
ship. 
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A minor of the age of fourteen years, or who being under 
guardianship reaches that age is authorized, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Court, to select his own guardian, unless the 
guardian is what is known as a testamentary guardian, that Is 
one appointed by the last will and testament of the father of . 
such minor, but he must make the nomination within ten days 
after being notified by the Court so to do. 

The guardian of a minor ward has the custody and educa- 
tion of such ward, and the care and management of his estate 
until the ward becomes of age, unless he is sooner discharged. 

Marriage, however, of a female terminates her guardian- 
ship. If the income of the ward's estate is insufficient for the 
support and education of such ward, the guardian may sell the 
real and personal property by order of the Court While he may 
sell the personal property and give good title thereto without 
such order, it is better for his own protection that he procure 
such order before making any sale thereof. 

A guardian having money belonging to Ms ward in his 
hands for investment may invest the same in mortgages on real 
estate, bonds of the United States or the State of Minnesota, or 
municipal or school bonds of the State, or in the improvement 
and protection of other real estate belonging to the ward. Invest- 
ments should be made under ' the direction' of the Probate 
Court. 

Upon the termination of his guardianship the guardian is 
to account to the Court and the ward for all matters of guardian- 
ship, and turn over the property remaining in his hands to tha 
ward, and upon the allowance of his final account and the turn- 
ing over of the property in his possession he is entitled to an 
order discharging him as such guardian 

INTEREST AND USURY. 
Interest may be contracted for in writing at a rate not to 
exceed ten per cent per annum. In the absence of an agree- 
ment seven per cent is the lawful rate. This rate is allowed on 
all past due accounts, notes and judgments. If more than ten 
per cent is exacted or contracted for by any person any and all 
notes, contracts and securities given therefor are absolutely 
void, except negotiable paper that has been acquired in good 
faith by a bona fide purchaser without notice of any unlawful 
interest connected therewith. But in case of the transfer by 
the original holder of a usurious note to a bona fide purchaser, 
the amount of principal and interest paid thereon may be re- 
covered back from such original holder. 
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Exacting an unlawful rate of interest no matter by what 
device or scheme it may be accomplished, operates as a for- 
feiture of the entire indebtedness. 

The Court, in cases where contracts and securities have 
been given for more than a lawful rate of interest, are required 
upon such fact being shown by satisfactory evidence, to declare 
them void, and require them to be surrendered and cancelled. 

If usurious interest has been paid it may be recovererd 
back at any time within two years from the time of its payment, 
"but in such case one-half of the sum so recovered must be pai^ 
ito the county treasurer for the use of the common schools. 

Where a note or agreement provides for the payment of 
interest after maturity, at a greater rate than before maturity, 
even though the rate of interest so to be paid is not otherwise 
unlawful it works a forfeiture of all interest. 

An agreement to pay interest on interest at a lawful rate, 
made after such interest is due, is good. 

JUDGMENTS. 

Judgments of the District Court for the recovery of money 
are a lien upon the real estate of a judgment debtor within the 
county where the judgment is entered from the time the same 
are docketed therein. They are a lien upon personal property 
only after levy of an execution thereon. If it is desired to 
make the same a lien upon real estate in counties other than 
that in which the judgment is» entered, this may be done by pro- 
curing a certifled transcript of the original docket and dock- 
eting the same in the office of the Clerk of the District Court 
of such other county or counrties, which being done, an execu- 
tion may issue to such other county or counties. 

Judgments of the Supreme Court are not liens unless dock- 
eted in the District Court of the particular county in which 
lands of the judgment debtor, may be situate. 

A transcript of the judgment of a justice of the peace may 
be filed in the office of the Clerk of the District Court of the 
county, and docketed therein, when it will become a lien upon 
real estate in the same manner and to the same extent as a Dis- 
trict Court judgment. It may thereafter be enforced as a Dis- 
trict Court judgment. 

Judgments draw interest at the rate of seven per cent 
per annum from the date of entry. 

Judgments in the United States Circuit and District Courts 
are liens upon all lands of the judgment debtor within the 
county where they are entered, and may be docketed in other 
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counties in the same manner as judgments of the District Courts 
of the State. v Liens of judgments have priority in the order 
In which they are docketed. 

Judgments may be assigned by* an instrument in writing 
executed with the same formalities as required for the convey- 
ance of lands, which assignment shall be filed in the office of 
the Clerk of the Court where the judgment is recovered. They 
may also be satisfied by filing with the Clerk of said Court an 
Instrument of satisfaction executed by the judgment creditor 
with the same formalities, and such satisfaction may also be 
made by the attorney of record within two years after the re- 
covery of the judgment. 

The lien of a judgment ceases at the expiration of ten years 
from the time of its entry. 

Stay of execution upon a judgment may be secured as fol- 
lows: If in Justice Court and judgment does not exceed ten dol- 
lars, exclusive of costs, for one month, not exceeding twenty-five 
dollars, two months; exceeding twenty-five dollars and not ex- 
ceeding fifty dollars, three months; over fifty dollars and less 
than seventy-five dollars, three months; if over seventy-five dol- 
lars for six months — a recognizance with one or more sureties to 
be approved by the justice must be filed conditioned for pay- 
ment of the judgment If not paid within the stay period execu- 
tion issues against judgment* debtor and sureties. In District 
Court judgment may be stayed for six months, upon bond being 
given with two or more responsible sureties, to be approved by 
the Judge of the District Court,or the Court Commissioner, for 
the payment of the judgment Bond to be in double the 
amount of the judgment Interest during stay to run at twelve 
per cent per annum, and in case of failure to pay the judgment 
execution issues against sureties on the bond, as well as the 
judgment debtor. 

LABOR. 

Except in the case of agricultural laborers and domestic 
servants employed by the month, and persons employed In the 
care of live stock, ten hours constitute a days's labor. No 
person employed In any business, factory or occupation other 
than as above indicated, shall be required to work more than 
ten hours, nor shall any child under the age of fourteen years 
be permitted to work more than ten hours a day. Extra labor, 
however, for extra compensation is not prohibited except in 
the case of children under the age of fourteen. It is the duty 
of any one employing females in any mercantile, manufactur- 
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lng, hotel or restaurant business *o provide suitable and proper 
*eats for such employes in the room where they are employed, 
and to permit their use to the extent necessary for the health 
of such employes. It is the duty of all employers using dan- 
gerous machinery or appliances of any kind, where employes 
are obliged to pass or be employed in the vicinity thereof, to 
cause the same to be fenced, enclosed or protected. Belt shifts 
for pulleys, safety appliances for elevators, hand rails to stairs 
in factories are required. Proper fire escapes may, when deem- 
ed desirable, be ordered by the commissioner of- labor to be 
erected upon any factory, mill or workshop. 

Labor commissioners or factory inspectors are authorized 
to examine and inspect at reasonable times the various fact- 
ories, mills, workshops, &c, where labor is employed, and see 
that the provisions of the statute in regard to such places are 
complied with, and may make complaint to the proper prosecut- 
ing officers of violations of laws passed for the protection of 
labor, and it is the duty of the prosecuting officers of the sev- 
eral counties and municipalities to duly prosecute all such com- 
plaints made by the commissioner of labor. 

It is unlawful for any employer to demand or influence any 
person to enter into an agreement not to join, become or re- 
main a member of a lawful labor organization as a condition of 
securing or continuing employment. 

) Agreements between two or more employers to combine or 
confer together for the purpose of interfering with or prevent- 
ing persons from procuring employment either by threats, prom- 
ises or circulating black lists, so called, as well as the black list- 
ing of discharged employes, is prohibited. 

Statutory provision has been made for the creation of 
Boards of ^Arbitration and Conciliation for the settlement of 
differences between employers and employees. The members of 
the State Board to be appointed by the Governor with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, one to be an employer of la- 
bor, one to be a member selected from some bona fide trade 
union and not an employer of labor to be chosen from a list 
submitted by one or more trade and labor assemblies and the 
third to be appointed on the recommendation of the two so 
chosen and who is neither an employe or an employer of skilled! 
labor. ^ Such Board has authority to hear and render a decision 
in regard to differences between employer end employee; and 
to publish such decision. It is not»binding, however, on the par- 
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ties unless the hearing and decision has been upon a mutual 
application. 

The State Board may investigate the cause or causes of a 
strike and ascertain which party is mainly responsible for its 
cointinuance and make and publish a report assigning such 
responsibility. 

Local Boards with, the power of the State Board for the par- 
ticular case may be created by the action of the parties to the 
controversy, either by mutual agreement or by the employer 
designating one member, the employee another and ttye two 
so chosen a third, the decision of such: Board to have such bind- 
ing force as may be agreed to by the written submission. The 
State Board is to aid and assist in the formation of local boards 
in advance of any strike or lockout wherever and whenever 
in their judgment the formation of such Local Boards will have 
a tendency to prevent or allay the occurrence thereof. The 
decision of any Local Board is to be made within ten days after 
the closing of any hearing held before it and to be at once 
filed with the Clerk of the District Court and copy sent to the 
State Board. The State Board is to make a biennial report 
with, suggestions to the Legislature. 



A verbal lease for a term to expire in a year or less from the 
time the same is made is valid. For longer period a lease should 
be in writing. Where premises are rented at a certain rent 
per month, but with no agreement as to how long the leasing 
shall continue, it will be regarded as a tenancy from month to 
month, or at will, and either party may at any time terminate 
the same by giving the other party one month's notice of his in- 
tention so to terminate the same, the notice expiring with any 
one month for which the rent is payable. If rent is payable 
at other intervals than a month, as for instance, a week, a no- 
tice equal to one of such intervals will be sufficient. If in the 
case of a tenacy at will a tenant is delinquent in the pay- 
ment of rent the landlord may terminate such leasing at any 
time by a fourteen days' notice to quit. Where premises are 
rented for a particular time, and during the term, either from 
the action of the elements or other cause, they are destroyed 
or become untenantable, the tenant is not, unless it is other- 
wise agreed, obliged to pay rent after they have been so de- 
stroyed or become untenantable, but may at once quit and 
surrender the same. > 

Any person in possession of any portion of premises for 
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which rent is due, whether he is the original lessee or not, may 
be required to pay; the landlord the rent for the portion occu- 
pied by him. 

Where premises become out of repair but are not untenant- 
able by reason thereof, the landlord is not bound to make re- 
pairs during the term unless he has agreed so to do. 

If a tenant does not pay his rent when due the landlord 
may recover possession of the property by a proceeding before 
a Justice of the Peace under what is called the forcible entry 
and unlawful detainer statute, without reference to the con- 
dition of the weather or the season of the year. In such case, 
however, the tenant may, if his term is not ended, at any time 
within six months after the recovery of judgment of restitution 
come In and by payment of all rents due and the costs of the 
proceeding be entitled to be restored to the possession of the 
property the same as if no such proceeding had been instituted. 

There is no distress for rent in this State, and the land- 
lord has no lien for rent becoming due upon any property of the 
tenant brought upon the premises, unless such lien is created 
by agreement between the panties. 

The tenancy may be terminated at any time by agreement 
of the parties or by a surrender of the possession by the ten- 
ant and acceptance thereof without objection by /the landlord; 
LIBEL AND SLANDER. 

Slander is the malicious defamation of a person in respect 
to his character, his trade, profession or occupation by word of 
mouth. Where the slanderous words are such that special 
damage will be presumed from their utterance they are said to 
be actionable per se. In the case of slander other thian for 
words actionable per se damage must be shown. 

Damage will be presumed where the words spoken impute 
to the plaintiff criminal conduct for which he will be liable 
to punishment, or where they impute to him the present exist- 
ence of a contagious or infectious disease tending to exclude 
him from society, or are spoken of him in the way of his of- 
fice, profession or trade. In other cases the defamatory 
words must be shown to have caused special damage. 

Libel is defined as a malicious publication by writing, 
printing, picture, effigy, sign or otherwise than by mere speech, 
which exposes any living person or the memory of any person 
deceased to hatred, contempt, ridicule or obloquy, or which 
causes or tends to cause any person to be shuned or avoided, 
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or which has a tendency to Injure any person, corporation or 
association of persons in his or their business or occupation 

In an action for libel or slander it is not necessary to state 
any extrinsic facts to show the application of the defamatory 
matter, but it is sufficient to state generally that they were 
spoken of and concerning the plaintiff. Defendant may in 
answer plead the truth as well as any matter in mitigation of 
damages, and may show the mitigating circumstances whether 
he is able to prove the truthlof his statement or not 

Before any suit for libel can be brought against a news- 
paper, other than a libel of, or concerning a female, the party 
aggrieved must at least three days before filing his complaint 
serve notice on the publisher of such newspaper at the prin- 
cipal office of its publication, specifying the statement alleged 
to be false and defamatory, and then if on the trial it appears 
that the article was published in good faith, and its falsity wad 
due to a misapprehension in regard to the facts, and a full 
and fair retraction of the erroneous statement was published In 
the next issue of the paper, or In the case of a daily paper 
within three days after the mistake was brought to the atten- 
tion of the publisher, in as conspicuous place and type as the 
original article, the plaintiff will be entitled to recover only 
such damage as he can show he has sustained to his property, 
business, trade, profession or occupation. 

But if the libel is against a candidate for office the retrac- 
tion must also be made editorially, and in the case of a daily 
paper at least three days, and in the case of a weekly paper at 
least ten days before the election. 

In criminal as W9ll as civil prosecutions for libel the truth 
may be given in evidence, and in a criminal prosecution if the 
libel is found to be true and to have been published with good 
motives and for justifiable ends defendant must be acquitted 
and the jury have the right in such action to determine the law 
as well as the facts. 

Publication of libelous matter will be deemed malicious 
if no justification or excuse is shown. Libel will be justifiable 
when the matter charged is true and was published with good 
motives and for justifiable ends. It is excusable when hon- 
estly made in the belief of its truth, and upon reasonable 
grounds for this belief and consists of fair comments upon the 
conduct of a person in respect to a public office. 

If a defendant knowingly displays or parts with the imme- 
diate custody of defamatory matter under circumstances which 
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expose it to be seen or understood by another than himself it 
is a sufficient publication. 3 .The editor or proprietor of a book, 
newspaper or serial, and the manager of a partnership or in* 
corporation issuing the same is chargeable with the publication 
of any matter contained therein, but in every criminal prose- 
cution the defendant may show in his defense that the matter 
complained of was published without his knowledge or fault, 
and against his wishes, or by another who had no authority 
from him to make the publication, and whose act was disavowed 
as soon as known. 

No prosecution can be made for a fair and true report of 
any judicial, legislative or other public or official proceeding, 
or any statement, speech, argument or debate in the course of 
the same, without proving actual malice in making the report. 
This, however, does not apply to libelous matter contained in 
the heading of any article, or any other matter added by any 
person concerning the publication ,or a report of anything said 
or done at the time of a public or official proceeding, which is not 
a part thereof. 

A communication made to a person enti tled to or interested 
in the same by one who is also interested in or entitled to 
make such communication, or who stands in such relation to 
the person to whom the communication is made as to afford a 
reasonable ground for supposing his motive innocent, is pre- 
sumed not to be malicious, and is said to be privileged, but a state- 
ment false and defamatory made with express malice, even if 
made under circumstances that otherwise might make it privi- 
leged may become actionable. 

To be protected as privileged matter the person making the 
statement must honestly believe in the truth of the charge he 
makes at the time he makes it, and the matter communicated, if 
in response to an inquiry, must be pertinent to such inquiry. 

Defamatory matter may be actionable when written or pub- 
lished that would not be actionable if simply spo"ken, if the 
tendency of such matter is to hold up the person in regard to 
whom it is spoken to scorn or ridicule. 

Slander of a female, over the age of 12 years, and not a pub- 
lic prostitute, spoken in the presence and hearing of another 
than such female and which imputes or injures the character 
of such female for virtue or chastity and exposes her to hatred 
contempt or ridicule is a misdemeanor and punishable as. sucn. 

Malice is presumed in the absence of justification. It. is 
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cufficient justification, however, to show that the words spoken 
were true and were spoken for justifiable ends. 

Conviction cannot be had on the testimony of the female 
slandered unless supported by the testimony of at least two 
persons besides herself who heard and understood the language 
used, or by the admissions of the defendant. 

A husband may be liable, civilly, in damages for slander 
uttered by the wife though not spoken in his presence. 1 
LIENS — MECHANICS &C. t 

Any person furnishing material or performing labor in 01 
about the erection or repair of any building or structure is en- 
titled to a lien thereon to the extent of the owner's interest in 
such building, and also upon the land on which the same is situ- 
ate if within an incorporated town, city or village to an amount 
not exceeding one acre, and if in the country not exceeding 
forty acres, provided he files a proper affidavit of his claim 
in the office of the Register of Deeds of the county where the 
property is situate within ninety days from the date of doing 
the last work or furnishing the last item of majterial, the lien 
to date from the commencement of the work or furnishing the 
first material.^ Suit must be brought for the enforcement of 
such lien within one* year from the furnishing of the last item 
of labor or material for which such lien is claimed. The same 
right of lien extends to work and material furnished for the 
construction of railways, telegraph, telephone or electric light 
lines, laying gas pipes, grading and excavating lands for 
ditches, constructing sidewalks, curbs, &c. 

Common carriers, warehouse men, livery stable keepers 
and others who at the request of the owner carry or store any 
personal property, or keep and care for any horses, mules, cows 
or stock have a lien thereon for their reasonable costs and 
charges for so doing. Any person bestowing labor or material 
in the repair of any article of personal property, at the requestl 
of the owner, is entitled to a lien thereon and to retain possess- 
ion thereof until his reasonable charges are paid, and if not 
paid within three months after the labor is performed or ma- 
terial furnished, he may proceed (o have the property sold in 
the manner prescribed by statute and the proceeds applied to 
the payment of his lien and the expense of keeping and selling 
the property. 

Clerks, mechanics, laborers and other employes in an^ 
manufactory or other business may have a lien upon the in- 
terest of their employers in such business and the property used 
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in and about the same to the extent of Two hundred dollars for 
wages or salary earned during a peripd of not exceeding six 
months, and to have the same paid out of the proceeds of any 
sale of said property, provided the claim for a lien if against 
real estate has been filed within six months after the same be- 
came due, in the office of the Register of Deeds of the county 
where the real estate is situate, or if the claim for lien is 
against personal property, in the office of the Clerk of the 
town or city where such personal property is situate. 

. Any person doing any manual labor in or about the cut- 
ting, banking, driving, rafting, cribbing or towing of any logs, 
ties or lumber in this State may, except as against the State 
of Minnesota, and as against the owner of lands from which 
logs have been cut without his consent, have a lien thereon. 
To perfect such lien, however, a statement in writing under 
oath, made by the lien claimant or some one in his behalf, set- 
ting forth the date of the commencement and termination of 
the labor, the rate of compensation, amount paid thereon and 
the amount due, and a description of the logs or lumber on 
which such work was done, and that the person doing the workl 
claims a lien for the amount due, must be filed in the^ofiice 
of the Surveyor General of logs and lumber of the district 
within which such logs or lumber are situate. For work done be- 
tween October 1 and April 1 following the statement must be 
filed on or before May 1 following, and for work done between 
April 1 and October 1 such lien statement must be filed within 
thirty days after the completion of the work. 

Suit for the enforcement of such lien must be brought 
within three months from the filing of such lien statement in 
the District Court of some county in the Judicial District in 
which the office of the Surveyor General of logs and lumber 
where the lien statement is filed is situate. 

LIMITATION OF ACTIONS. 
Actions for the recovery of lands, for the possession of lands 
or fori the foreclosure of mortgages upon lands must be brought 
within fifteen years; upon judgments of the United States or 
State Courts within ten years; upon contracts or other obliga- 
tions, express or implied, other than judgments; and upon any 
liability created by statute other than for penalty or forfeiture; 
actions for trespass to real property; for taking, deta ining or in- 
juring personal property, and for the specific recovery thereof; 
for criminal conversation or other injury to the rights of others 
not arising on obligation; proceedings to enforce a trust or

compel an accounting where the trustee has neglected to dis- 
charge his duties or has repudiated the trust relation or has 
fully performed the same, and actions for relief upon the ground 
of fraud must all be brought within six years from the time 
the cause of action accrues; but in actions for relief upon the 
ground of fraud the cause of action is not deemed to accrue 
until discovery by the aggrieved party of the facts constituting 
the fraud. 

Actions against a sheriff, coroner or constable upon a lia- 
bility created by the doing of any act in his official capacity by 
virtue of his office, or by the omission of an official duty in- 
cluding the non-payment of money collected upon execution, 
and actions upon a statute for a penalty or forfeiture where the 
right to bring an action is given to the party aggrieved or to 
such party and the State of Minnesota, must be brought within 
three years. An action for libel, slander, assault, battery and 
false imprisonment or for other tort resulting in personal in- 
jury, and actions upon a statute for the forfeiture of a penalty 
to the State must be brought within two years. 

An action for the death of a person caused by the wrongful 
act or omission of another must be brought within two years 
after the act or omission by which such death is caused. 

Actions upon a statute for a penalty given in whole or in 
part to the party who 'prosecutes the same must be brought 
within one year, but if not commenced by a private party 
within that time such action may be brought within two years 
by the public authorities. 

In the case of mutual, open and current accounts where 
there have been reciprocal demands between the parties, the 
cause of action is deemed to have accrued from the date of the 
last item proved. 

If a person is out of the State when a cause of action ac- 
crues against him, or if after it accrues he departs from and 
resides out of the State, the time of his absence will not be in- 
cluded in determining the period of limitation. Where a 
cause of action has accrued out of the State, and by the laws of 
the State or Territory where it has accrued recovery thereon 
cannot be had by reason of the lapse of time, no action can be 
maintained upon such cause of action in this State except in 
favor of a citizen of the 9tate who has held it since the cause 
of action accrued. 

• If at the time a cause of action accrues in favor of a per- 
son he is within the age of twenty-one years, insane or impris- 
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x tion a promise to pay the same must in order to be binding be in 
writing. 

Part payment of a debt may operate to extend the period of 
limitation if made at such time and under such circumstances 
as to indicate a recognition of the debt and an intention to pay 
the balance. 

MARRIED WOMEN. 
Married women have the same right to make contracts, sue 
and be sued, own and dispose of property as if they were unmar- 
ried, except that a married woman cannot convey or contract 
for the conveyance of her real estate or any interest therein 
other than to make leases for not exceeding three years, and 
mortgages for purchase money, and execute releases of dower 
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oned upon a criminal charge in execution of the sentence of a 
•criminal court for a term less than his natural life, such dis- 
ability while it continues is not a part of the time limited, pro- 
vided that the time of bringing an action cannot be thereby ex- 
tended more than five years, except in the case of infants, and in 
no case for more than one year after the disability cases. 

Where a party having a right to bring an action dies, and 
. the cause of action is one that survives, an action thereon may 
be commenced by his personal representatives after the ex- 
piration of the limitation if brought within a year after his 
death. In case of the death of a person against whom such 
cause of action exists action may be instituted against his 
personal representatives after the expiration of the prescribed 
period, and within a year after the issuing of letters testa- 
mentary or administration. The time which elapses between 
the death of the person and the issuing of letters testamentary 
not exceeding six months, and for six months after the granting 
of such letters is not to be included in determining the time 
within which an action may be brought by executors or ad- 
ministrators. 

Where a person is an alien or a citizen of a country at war 
with tho United States, the time of the continuance of such war 
is not a part of the period limited, nor is the period during 
which the commencement of an action is stayed by injunction or 
statutory prohibition. 

Claims to be allowed against estates of decedent, must be 
presented to the proper probate court for allowance within 
five years after the death of such decedent or they will not be 
a charge against such estate. 

Where a debt has become barred by the statute of limita- 
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A lands that have been sold by a former husband, unless her 
husband joins therein, or unless by a decree of court she has • 
been authorized to convey her lands, and except where in the 
case of the insanity of the husband she is authorized by statudp 
to make conveyances either alone or in connection with the 
guardian of such husband. 

Husband and wife can make no contract with each other 
relative to the real estate of either, nor can one be made the 
agent or attorney of the other in regard to his or her real 
estate; but in all other respects they may contract with each 
other the same as if unmarried, and in all cases where the 
rights of creditors are involved each will be deemed to have full 
notice of the contracts and debts of the other. 

Where a married woman has been deserted for a year or isi 
entitled to a divorce she is also entitled to a decree by the Dis- 
trict Court authorizing her to make conveyance of her own 
lands without her husband joining therein. The husband is 
not liable for the debts contracted by a married woman ex- 
cept for necessaries where he would have been liable at com- 
mon law. A married woman is not liable for any debts of the 
husband unless she makes herself liable by contract 
MORTGAGES. 

Mortgages of real estate containing a power of sale and 
properly recorded may be foreclosed by advertisement; pro- 
vided, however, that if they have been assigned the assignment 
must also be properly recorded. Six weeks' notice by publi- 
cation of sale at public auction of the property described in the] 
mortgage is required to be given, and if the property is oc- 
cupied notice must also be served upon the occupant at least 
four weeks before the sale. 

Mortgages can also be foreclosed by action instituted in 
the same manner as other actions. 

In case of foreclosure by advertisement the owner may re- 
deem at any time within one year from the date of sale, and in 
the case of foreclosure by action, within one year from the time 
the sale is confirmed by the Court. Lien holding creditors 
may redeem in the order of their liens afjer the expiration of 
the mortgagor's right to redeem, they having filed due notice 
of intention to so redeem the mortgagor, and those claiming 
under him being entitled to the possession of the property until 
the expiration of the year allowed the owner for redemption. 

Strict foreclosure, or foreclosure without sale may be or-

dered by the Court in a proper case, but in such case a year's 
time must be allowed for redemption. 

In the case of foreclosure by advertisement the person 
foreclosing must within ten days after the foreclosure file an af- 
fidavit showing the amount of costs and expenses attending the 
foreclosure, including attoruey's fees, and if he includes in 
the foreclosure any usurious bonus or claims for expenses not 
actually incurred the mortgagor may, by an action instituted 
within one year after the foreclosure, recover double the amount 
thereof, and whether any such unlawful amounts are included 
or not, if the person foreclosing fails to file the affidavit of 
costs and disbursements he will not be entitled to charge the 
property with the costs and expenses attending the foreclosure 
proceedings. 

i Mortgages may be satisfiea of record by an entry on the 
margin of the record of the mortgage, signed by the owner of 
the mortgage or by the record of an instrument of satisfaction 
executed with the formalities of a conveyance of real estate. If 
a mortgage is paid and the mortgagee refuses to satisfy the 
same of record, the District Court will upon proper application 
direct such satisfaction to be made, and the mortgagor may 
recover all damages sustained by reason of the failure of the 
mortgagee to so satisfy the same. 

NAME — CHANGE OF. 
District Courts have exclusive Jurisdiction to change the 
name of persons desiring such change. The person desiring 
the change must have resided at least one year in the judical 
district where the application is made. His application should 
describe all lands in the state owned by such, applicant or upon 
which he has a lien, or in which he has an interest. Such ap- 
licant must appear personally before the court, and in the case 
of an infant, by his guardian, adopted parent or. next of kin, 
and with two witnesses who shall prove to the satisfaction of 
the court that he or she is the identical person represented, and 
if the application is also made to become an heir at law, the 
person whose heir at law such applicant applies to be must be 
one of the two witnesses and acknowledge that the application 
is made m good faith. Proof must be made of the interest 
of the applicant in the lands described in the application, and 
the order of the court should describe the lands and state the 
estate or interest the applicant has or claims therein. A cer- 
tified copy ot such order should be filed in the office of the Reg-

OATHS AND AFFFIRMATIONS. 

The following officers have general authority to administer 
all oaths within their respective jurisdictions, namely: Judges 
and Clerks of the Supreme, District, Probata and Municipal 
Courts, duly appointed deputy Clerks of the District Court, Coun- 
ty Commissioners, Registers of Deeds, County Auditors, Justices 
of the Peace, Clerks of the Circuit and District Courts of the 
United States, Notaries Public, Town Clerks, City Clerks and 
Village Recorders, and members Vof the railroad commission. 
A large number of other officers also have a limited authority 
to administer oaths necessary in connection with the duties o* 
their respective offices. 

Where a person has religious scruples in regard to taking 
en oath an affirmation or solemn declaration may be substi- 
tuted, the words "So help me God" being omitted, and "under 
the pains and penalties of perjury" substituted. A witness be- 
lieving in a religion other than the Christian religion shall be 
sworn according to the peculiar ceremonies of his religion if 
there are any such ceremonies. 

PARTNERSHIPS. 

A partnership arises where parties agree to combine their 
property or skill, either or both, in an enterprise or business foci 
their joint profit, they sharing the profits and losses resulting 
therefrom. 

A distinguishing characteristic of a partnership is that each 
member of the firm becomes personally liable for all the debts 
contracted by the partnership while the same continues, and 
a former partner may become so liable for debts created after 
a partnership is dissolved if he permits his name to continue to 
be used in connection with the firm or fails to notify persons 
who have dealt with it of the fact of the dissolution. It is 
therefore highly important in the case of a dissolution of part- 
nership that the outgoing partner see that full notice is given 
to those with whom dealings have been had, of the fact of such 
dissolution. 

Each member of the partnership is a general agent of the 
firm, and may bind the other members by any act done or lia- 
bility created if within the scope of the partnership business, 
unless the person with whom such dealing is had has knowledge 
or notice of an actual want of authority on the part of such 
partner. 
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Death of a partner works an immediate dissolution of the 
partnership, and unless there is an agreement to the contrary 
it is the duty of the surviving partner upon such dissolution to 
at once wind up the affairs of the partnership, and account to 
the personal representatives of the deceased partner for the 
share of such deceased partner in the business, the surviving 
partner in such case being entitled to the possession of all 
property of the partnership for such purpose. 

In case of a personal judgment against an individual part- 
ner, his interests in the partnership property may be levied 
upon, and an officer may, for the purpose of enforcing such 
levy, take possession of all the partnership property and as- 
sets, and hold such possession until after he has "made sale of 
the interest of the partner therein against whom such judg- 
ment is recovered. 

A partnership in this State may be sued by the name by 
which It ordinarily does business ,and service may be made 
upon all or either of the partners, and if judgment is recov- 
ered in such action it may be enforced against the partnership 
property and the individual property of the partners upon whom 
service of the summons is made. 

Limited partnerships or partnerships limiting the liability 
of certain of the partners who contribute actual cash to the cap- 
ital of the business to be carried on, are authorized to be cre- 
ated by the statutes of this State. Such partnership is created 
by executing, acknowledging and recording a proper certificate 
of limited partnership, and the contributing by the special part- 
ner so called in actual cash the amount of capital required by 
such certificate and the articles of agreement to be con- 
tributed by him. 

In the case of limited partnerships the general partner or 
partners are liable for* all debts, and the special or limited part- 
ners are liable only to the extent of the money contributed to 
the partnership capital; but a failure to comply with the statu- 
tory requirements in regard to the formation of a limited part- 
nership may make the special partners liable as general part- 
ners. 

Any person who has a claim against a partner or several 
joint obligors may discharge one or more of them without af- 
fecting his right to recover the proper proportion of the debt 
from the others. Such a dischage will be regarded as equiva- 
lent to the payment by the person discharged, of his propor- 
tionate amount of the debt Such discharge, however, will 
not in any way affect the rights of the debtors as between 
themselves, or prevent one of such debtors who has paid more 
than his true share of the joint debt from having contribution 
from the others. 

PARTITION. 

Where two or more persons are interested in any real prop- 
erty as joint tenants or tenants in common, and in which one 
or more of them has an estate of inheritance or for life or for 
years, an action may be brought by one or more of them in the 
District Court of the county where the land is situate for the 
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partition and division of such land among the respective owners 
according to their respective rights and interests therein. The 
fact that /the rights of some of the defendants are in dispute aa 
between themselves will not prevent the shares of the others 
being ascertained and allotted to them in severalty Upon the 
rights of the parties being established judgment for partition 
may be entered, and the Court will, if the property is of such 
character that it can be divided, appoint three disinterested 
citizens of the county to act as referees in the making of such 
division. These referees divide the property among the re- 
spective parties, quality and quantity being relatively consid- 
ered, and designate each owner's share by proper land marks, 
causing surveys thereof to be made where deemed desirable. 
They then report their doings to the Court with a proper de- 
scription of each tract, and the Court may upon such report be- 
ing presented confirm the partition so made or set it aside, and 
if it sets it aside it may refer the matter to other and additional 
referees. If the partition so made is confirmed it becomes ef- 
fectual as to the parties to the proceeding and those claiming 
under them. 

Liens upon an undivided interest of one of the parties 
bound by such partition, after partition become a lien only up- 
on the portion set off to such party. 

If the referees report that the property or any distinct por- 
tion thereof is so situated that a partition thereof cannot be 
made by division without great prejudice to the owners, or if it 
is so alleged in the complaint in the proceeding for partition 
and established by evidence the Court may order a sale of the 
property by one or more referees designated for that purpose, 
and upon such sale make a division of the proceeds inetead of 
the property. No sale will be made, however, where it appears 
that there are liens upon the property amounting to more than 
the value as stated in the complaint, or for more than it appears 
it will sell for with costs and expenses of sale. If the property 
is not capable of division without damage to the owner, par- 
tition may also be made by setting off to one of the parties who 
will accept it, the entire property upon his paying to the others 
such sum as is awarded as the value of their interests and neces- 
sary to make the partition just and equal. 

In case of the sale of lands for the purpose of partition the 
sale is at public auction to the highest bidder for cash, upon 
notice given the same as in the case of sales of land upon ex- 
ecution, and stating the terms of the sale, and that the same is 
sold subject to any prior estate or liens, if such is the case. 
Neither the referees nor any person acting for the benefit of 
them or either of them, nor any guardian of any infant party to 
the partition proceeding can become a purchaser at any parti- 
tion sale. 

A report of the sale is then made to the Court, and in case 
of its confirmation, conveyance is to be executed by the referees, 
and such conveyance when made is effectual to pass title to the 
land and bar* all persons of any interest in the property who are 
named as parties defendant, and all persons unknown, if the 
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summons in partition has been properly served, and any and all 
persons purchasing or claiming: the land or any part thereof 
under or through said parties or either of them. 

If the partition is made and is not equal as to the tracts 
set off the court may adjudge compensation to be paid by one 
to the other of such amount or amounts as will make equality 
of partition. 

The guardian of an infant or of the estate of an insane 
person whose ward is a tenant in common, or joint tenant of 
real estate, or who is so interested as to be a proper party to the 
nartition proceeding, may consent to the partition of such prop- 
erty without action, and agree upon the share or shares to be 
set off to such infant or person under guardianship and may 
upon the order of the proper Court execute a release • on behalf 
of such ward to the other owners of the shares or interests to 
which they may be respectively entitled. 

The costs, charges and disbursements of any partition pro- 
ceeding shall be paid by the owners of the land in the shares 
and in the proportions directed by the Court, and judgment 
therefore may be entered and docketed against such owner and 
be enforced in like manner as an ordinary Judgment for the re- 
covery of money. 

Where the parties agree, a partition may be made without 
action by a mutual agreement between the parties by the ex- 
ecution and delivery of proper deeds of conveyance by each to 
the other of the respective shares or tracts allotted to each of 
such owners. 

PLATS. 

Where the owner of lands desires to plat the same into am 
addition to a town, city or village, and there is no special pro- 
vision in the charter of the particular municipality In regard 
thereto, he may cause such lands to be surveyed and a plat 
thereof made, showing the streets, alleys and public grounds, 
and the lots and blocks into which the property is divided, the 
lots of the several blocks being numbered in progressive or- 
der, and the precise dimensions being indicated on the plat. 
He must also place at the corner of the grounds subdivided, or 
at the corner of a public lot therein designated, if there is one, 
or if not then at a corner of some one of the inlots, and at 
. the corner of each outlot a good and sufficient stone of such 
size and dimensions, and in such manner as a surveyor di- 
rects for the corner from which to make further surveys, and 
the plat must designate the point where such monument or 
monuments Is placed. 

The plat should be certified and acknowledged by the sur- 
veyor, and the owner, and before the same is recorded have 
attached thereto a certificate of the county surveyor that the 
monument for the guidance of further surveys has been cor- 
rectly placed; that the boundary lines of the lands platted are 
correctly shown by the plat, and that the size of all fractional 
lots are as given on the plat. The recording of the plat properly 
executed operates as a dedication to public use of all streets, 
alleys, and public grounds on the plat indicated, and as a con- 
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veyance to the town or city in which the land may be situate, 
of all such streets, alleys and public grounds to be held in the 
corporate name thereof in trust for the uses and purposes ex- 
pressed or indicated, and also as a sufficient grant to any in- 
dividual or religious society or to any corporation or body 
politic, of any donation or grant to such individual, society, 
corporation or body politic marked or noted on said plat 

Plats may be altered or vacated by the District Court of 
the county in which the land is situate, upon petition of any 
owner of the land to be vacated, upon notice of the applica- 
tion being posted in two public places and published in a 
newspaper in said county for thirty days before such, applica- 
tion. 

ROADS AND HIGHWAYS. 
The supervisors of a town have authority to alter or dis- 
continue any existing town road, or lay out any new road wholly 
within the town. Such action must be upon the petition of not 
less than six legal voters who own real estate or occupy lands 
under the homestead or preemption laws of the United States 
or under contract with the State, lying within two miles of the 
road to be altered, laid out or discontinued, or upon the petition 
of not less than eight (8) legal voters, freeholders and residents 
of the town within three miles of such. road. Such petition must 
set forth in writing a description of the road, and what part 
thereof is to be altered or discontinued, and if for a new road the 
names of the owners of the lands over which. R is to pass, the 
point of its commencement and termination, and its general 
course. This petition must be filed with the town Clerk, and 
notice thereof be posted in three of the most public places in the 
town for twenty days before any action whatever in relation 
thereto can be had. The supervisors then, upon the 
receipt of the petition and within thirty days thereafter, are 
required to make out a notice fixing a time and place at 
which they will meet to decide upon the application. This 
notice must specify as near as practicable the highway pro- 
posed to be laid out altered or discontinued, and the 
several tracts through which the same may pass. The 
applicants for such highway or the change or discontinuance 
thereof must then at least ten days previous to the time so fixed 
cause such notice to be served on all of the occupants of land 
through which such road may pass, such service to be made 
personally or by leaving a copy of the notice at the usual place 
of abode of each of said occupants. The supervisors must also 
cause copies of such notice to be posted in three public places in 
the town ten days before such meeting. At the time fixed for 
the hearing the supervisors being satisfied that the notice re- 
quired has been duly served, proof of which is to be made by 
affidavit, proceed to examine the highway and hear reasons for 
or against its being altered, laid out or discontinued, and decide 
upon the same. If they decide to refuse the application, the fact 
of such refusal should be noted upon the back of the petition 
and filed with the Town Clerk. If they decide to grant the 
application they may cause a survey of the road or intended 
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road to be made, if a survey Is deemed necessary. They shall 
make out an order directing the altering, laying out or discon- 
tinuing of the highway, as the case may be in which order musffl 
be incorporated an accurate description of the road laid out, 
altered or discontinued. This order, should be signed by the 
supervisors and is together with all petitions, affidavits of no- 
tice, and the award of damages made to be filed in the office of 
the Town Clerk within five days from the date of such order. 
Failure to file such order within twenty days is deemed to be a 
decision against the application. The order being duly filed and 
confirmed is, together with the award ofdamages, if an award of 
damages is made, recorded in the office of the Town Clerk, and 
after being so recorded is sent by the Town Jlerk to the 
County Auditor to be preserved by said County Auditor in his 
office. Unless the damages, to be allowed to a person through 
whose land a highway, to be laid out, passes, are ascer- 
tained by agreement, or such damages shall be released by such 
owner, they must be assessed before such highway is opened, 
worked or used. This assessment of damages is made by the 
supervisors, and in making such assessment they are to estimate 
the advantages and benefits of the new road, or the alteration 
or discontinuance of the old one as the case may be to such 
owner as well as the disadvantages, and deposit a statement of 
the amount of damage awarded with the Town Clerk, who is 
to note thereon the time of filing the same. But in determining 
such damages no owner is to be charged with any general ad- 
vantage that he may receive In common with the public, but 
only such advantages and benefits as are direct and special to 
the particular land, a part of which is taken. Persons who live 
upon United States lands, or who have made declaratory state- 
ments for the purpose of acquiring the same, are to be regarded 
as owners for the purpose of laying out highways through such 
lands. , 

When the supervisors refuse to grant an application for the 
opening, laying out or vacating of a highway, and their action 
is not reversed on appeal, another proceeding for the same end 
cannot be instituted within a year after the filing of the order 
refusing such application. An appeal may be made to any jus- 
tice of the peace of the County from an order of the supervisors 
granting or refusing to grant an application to open, lay out or 
discontinue a highway, or from any award of damages if such 
award does not exceed One hundred dollars. Such appeal may 
be made by any one that is in a position to sustain special in- 
jury from such order or award, and who feels himself aggrieved 
thereby. It may be made at any time within thirty days after 
the order or award is filed. To make an appeal an application 
therefor in Writing, stating the grounds on which such an ap- 
peal is to be made, and whether it is brought in relation to the 
laying out, altering or discontinuing, or the refusal to lay out, 
alter or discontinue a highway, and whether it is to reverse 
entirely the decision of the supervisors, or, in the case of a 
county road, the action of the commissioners or a part thereof, 
and must be accompanied with a bond to the supervisors of the 
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town or commissioners of the county, as the caae may be, with 
two or more sufficient sureties to be approved by the justice for 
the payment of all costs if the order or determination appealed 
from is confirmed. The application for an appeal being granted 
by the justice to whom the same is presented he issues a sum- 
mons stating the time and place of hearing the appeal, which 
summons must be served upon one or more of the supervisors 
at least six days before the time stated for such hearing. The 
case then proceeds before such justice as in other cases, before 
a justice of the peace and a jury, the trial of all appeals in such 
cases being before a jury. Upon the trial the jury may. If deem- 
ed necessary or desirable, make a personal examination of the 
road in controversy. If they disagree a new summons issues 
fixing another time for the hearing, and another jury is called 
before whom the trial proceeds as if no hearing had been had. 
The return of the jury when a verdict is reached is filed in the 
Town Clerk's office, if the appeal is from the action of the super- 
visors, and in the County Auditor's office if from the action of 
the County Commissioners. If the effect of the appeal is to 
affirm the action of the supervisors or the county commission- 
ers, as the case may be, the appellant pays all costs. If the de- 
cision is reversed the costs are charged against the town or 
county, as the case may be. 

In the case of an award of damages to an amount exceed- 
ing One hundred dollars, an appeal is authorized to be taken 
from such award directly to the District Court, but there seems 
to be no statutory provision authorising an appeal from the de- 
cision of the jury and justice of the peace in regard to altering, 
laying out or discontinuing, or refusing to alter, lay out or dis- 
continue a highway. 

Where a highway has been ordered to be opened by super- 
visors It is not to be opened or used until an amount of town 
orders equal to the damages assessed to each individual is is- 
sued and deposited with the Town Clerk for the use of such in- 
dividuals, to be delivered to him or them on demand, which 
town orders being so deposited are deemed sufficient security 
for the payment of the amounts awarded. 

Where the line of a highway sought to be altered,laid out or 
discontinued is along a line dividing one township from another, 
proceedings similar to those hereinbefore mentioned are had 
but are before supervisors chosen from each town. If the pro- 
ceeding is in regard to a road extending from one town into 
another like proceedings are had only they are before the board 
of county commissioners instead of supervisors. Roads ex- 
tending through more than one county may be laid out by com- 
missioners appointed by the Judge of the District Court, for 
which proceeding special provision is made. 

Where a road is laid out within the meaning of the statute, 
and no appeal is taken within the time limited, it is deemed 
to be a public highway to all intents and purposes. 

Roads may be laid out to a width of not less than four or 
more than six rods. 

Where a road or any portion thereof has been used and 
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occupied, and repaired and worked for six years continuously 
such, road will be deemed to have been dedicated to public use, 
and will thereafter be regarded in all respects as a public high- 
way, whether it was originally properly laid out or not In town- 
ships which have not been organized or where no public road a 
have been laid out, congressional section lines shall be con- 
sidered as the line of public roads to be opened to a width of 
two rods on each, side of said line by the order of the board of 
supervisors, and without a survey except where such survey is 
made necessary by reason of natural obstructions; damages be- 
ing assessed as in other cases. ' 

The county commissioners have a general supervision of all 
county roads, but the care, superintendence and keeping in re- 
pair of all such roads, as well as of all town roads within a town 
is with the supervisors of the town, who give instructions for 
their repair, divide them into road districts, and where the 
town has not abolished overseers of highways and poll taxes, 
they assign to each of the road districts such of the inhabitants 
liable to work the highways as they think proper, having proper 
regard to the proximity of the residence of such inhabitants, 
and require the overseers to warn all persons, so liable, to come 
and work with such teams etc., as the overseer shall direct. 
The overseers of the highways repair and keep in order the 
highways in their respective road districts, warn all persons 
liable to work the same when and where to appear, and collect 
all fines and commutations, and in general execute the lawful 
orders of the supervisors in regard to the highways. They are 
also required to deliver to the Town Clerk within sixteen days 
after each election or appointment a list of all persons in their 
district liable to work on the highways. j 

"Where a town has not abolished the poll tax for mainten- 
ance of highways every male inhabitant over twenty-one years 
of age, and under the age of fifty, except paupers, idiots, luna- 
tics and such others as may be exempt by law, may be assessed! 
from one to four days labor each year for the improvement of 
highways, three-fourths of which labor Is to be performed be- 
fore the first of August. This tax may be commuted by any 
person liable to pay the same, except overseers of highways, by 
a payment in money at the rate of $1.50 for each day, such pay- 
ment to be made to the overseers of highways within two days 
from the time the person is notified to appear and work ; such 
tax may also be worked out by an able bodied substitute. Super- 
visors may also assess a road tax on all real and personal prop- 
erty in the town liable to taxation, to such amount as they deem 
necessary not to exceed One Dollar on each One hundred dollars 
of the valuation for tax purposes. , 

Electors of a town may at any meeting where proper notice 
of such action has been given, and where a petition therefor 
signed by at least twenty per cent of the resident tax payers of 
the town has been filed at least twenty days before such meet- 
ing, abolish the election of overseers of highways and the col- 
lection of poll tax, and place the general management and care 
of all roads in the town under the control and management of 
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the supervisors, and when this has been done the supervisors 
may employ a competent man at not to exceed Two dollars a 
day as superintendent of roads and bridges in the town, who 
ehall superintend the making and repairing of all highways and 
bridges in the town. Town supervisors also have power to lay 
out public cart ways two rods wide when petition therefor is 
made by five residents of the town. 

% AU roads located by state or county authority are county 
roads and can only be changed or vacated by order of the 
county commissioners. 

Any perion living upon or owning land fronting on any 
public highway, may if it does not interfere with the use of the; 
road for the purpose of travel thereon plough and level for the 
purpose of seeding, and seed the same to grass to within one rod 
of the centre thereof; and generally speaking any person own- 
ing land abutting on a highway may use the highway in front 
of his premises for any purpose that does not interfere with the 
public use or enjoyment thereof. 

Persons travelling with carriages, wagons or other vehicles 
meeting on a highway should turn to the right of the middle of 
the road when passing. 

The driver of any carriage or other vehicle desiring to pass 
a carriage or other vehicle travelling in front of him and in the 
same direction, should turn to the left of the middle part of the 
road, and if the road is of sufficient width for two vehicles to 
pass, the driver of the leading one shall not wilfully obstruct 
the same; if he does so he is liable to a penalty as well 
as payment of any damages that may be sustained by reason of 
his action. • 

Where a road is laid out through enclosed cultivated and 
improved lands, and no appeal is taken, twenty days notice 
must be given to the owner or occupant of the land for the re- 
moval of the fences and if not removed by such owner or occu- 
pant, the supervisor may cause them to be removed and the road 
to be opened and worked. But they are not to be removed be- 
tween April 1st, and Oct. 1st. 

Streams that in their natural condition are large enough 
to be, and. which are, capable of floating logs or lumber thereon 
are public highways for such purpose. 

Roads and highways may be created by dedication or by 
permitting them to be used without objection for a sufficient 
length of time and under such circumstances that an inten- 
tion to dedicate to public use may be presumed. 

Obstructing a public highway is ordinarily a penal offense, 
and when the obstruction is of such character as to interfere 
with the use of the highway it is a nuisance and the person 
causing the obstruction may be liable in damages to one sus- 
taining special injury by reason of its existence or continuance. 

An injury is special when it is peculiar to the individual 
injured, and is different from the injury caused to the public 
generally. Towns and counties are not ordinarily liable to one 
who sustains damages from a defect in a highway, although 
cities and municipalities who have the care of streets and public 
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ways within their limits may be so liable lor damages result- 
ing from such defective condition, for such municipalities are 
bound to keep the streets and public ways of which they have 
charge in a safe condition for public travel. 

SCHOOLS AND SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 

By # the act of congress creating the Territory of Minnesota 
there was reserved, and by the act providing for the organiza- 
tion of the State there was granted to the State for school pur- 
poses two sections of land from every township. These lands 
are being sold from time to time, and the principal sums re- 
ceived are to be kept invested, the income therefrom being de- 
voted annually to the support of public schools throughout the 
state. In 1881 it was further provided by constitutional provis- 
ion that all swamp lands of the state not then disposed of or 
that should thereafter be acquired by the state should be sold 
in the same manner as school lands, and one-half of the pro- 
ceeds therefrom should go to the common school fund, the other 
half going to- the state educational and charitable insti- 
tutions. The legislature is also required by the constitution to 
establish a general and uniform system of public schools. This 
it has done, and all schools which are supported wholly or part- 
ly by public moneys are free to all persons, between the ages of 
five and twenty-one years, residing within the limits of the 
district for which such school is provided. 

School districts are classified as special, independent and 
common. 

'Special school districts are those organized wholly or partly 
under a special law. 

Independent schools districts are those organized under 
particular provisions of the law providing for the creation of 
independent districts. 

Common school districts are organized under general stat- 
utes relating to such common school districts. 

Any city, town, village, township or school district, the 
schools of which are not regulated by special law, may be or- 
ganized into an independent school district, provided in the 
case of a township or school district it has not less than five 
hundred inhabitants, unless the school district consists in part 
of an incorporated city, town or village. Since 1881 no in- 
dependent school district can be created to contain more than 
six miles square. The organization of an independent district is 
effected by a majority vote of the qualified electors of the local- 
ity cast at a meeting duly called and noticed for that purpose. 
After so deciding to organize the electors within twenty days 
thereafter on ten days notice proceed to choose six directors who 
constitute a board of education, and they and their successors 
are a body corporate with power to elect a president, secretary 
and treasurer, and also a superintendent of schools of the dist- 
rict Such superintendent is ex officio member of the board but 
has no vote. 

The Board of Education of an independent District has ge^ 
eral power and control over the schools and school matters, and 
may establish and organize such schools with grades therein,

It may estab- 
lish rules and regulations for the government, organization and 
regulation of the schools, vote taxes for the prompt payment of 
the principal and interest of the indebtedness, and in general 
do almost everything that is necessary for the proper conduct- 
ing and management of the schools of the district, except that 
it cannot purchase or erect school houses or purchase sites 
therefor, or make sales or mortgages of the real estate of the 
district without the authority of a vote of the district. 
Schools in independent school districts are to be kept 
not less than twelve or more than forty -four weeks 
in a year, and a tax of not more than eight mills 
shall be levied in any such district in any one year for 
building school houses or acquiring school house sites therein. 

The matter of the formation, alteration and uniting of com- 
mon school districts is under the control of the Board of County 
Commissioners of the county. They act upon a petition of a 
majority of the legal voters residing in the district, submitting 
before final action, the matter of organization or alteration of 
a district to the county superintendent of schools, who reports 
in writing his opinion as to the propriety of granting the peti- 
tion. > 

When a school district has been formed the legal voters 
thereof when lawfully assembled and not less than five in num- 
ber have power by a majority vote, first, to apoint a moderaibor; 
second, to adjourn from time to time; third, to elect by ballot ai 
director, clerk and treasurer, and when necessary a clerk pro 
tern; fourth, to designate a site for a school house, but a aite 
once designated cannot be changed except by a majority of the 
qualified voters of the district who have resided therein for six 
months, and at a meeting at which two-thirds of the electors so 
qualified who are present and voting , vote in favor of such 
change. 

But where a majority of the legal voters voting therein de- 
termine to build a new school house, or remove a school house 
already built in such district, and the site is more than a quarter 
of a mile from the centre of such district a majority of such 
legal voters may change the site to a more central location. 

The electors also have power to vote the tax necessary to 
meet the conditions on which state funds are apportioned to 
schools, and to raise such additional amounts as the district 
may determine. They may also purchase or lease school house 
sites, hire, purchase and keep in repair school houses; provide 
the necessary furniture and apparatus therefor; provide for the 
creation and increase of a library etc., and repeal and modify 
their proceedings from time to time; but no school district shall 
in any one year levy a tax of more than eight mills for building 
a school house, or leasing or procuring a site therefor, except 
where such rate will not produce Six hundred dollars, a tax to 
that amount may be raised in any one year if the rate will not 
exceed twenty-five mills on taxable property of the district, 
^xovided that the legal voters of a district containing less*

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than 10 voters shall not vote a tax to exceed 200 dollars in 
any one year. 

Women over the age of twenty-one years, and who, other- 
wise than as to matter of sex, possess the qualifications of an 
elector under the constitution of the state, and who have re- 
sided one year in the United States, four months in the state, 
and ten days in the district, may vote at any and all school elec- 
tions and school meetings, and are qualified to hold any office 
pertaining wholly to the management of public schools; and if 
otherwise deemed qualified will not be required to register. 
When they vote at an election where other officers of a town on 
city are at the same time being elected their ballots are to be 
placed in a separate ballot box. 

The officers of a common school district, are a director, 
treasurer and clerk and they are to be elected by ballot at the 
annual meetingtobe held on the third Saturday of July of each 
year at seven p. m., unless a different time is fixed at the pre 
vious annual meeting. * These three officers constitute the board 
of trustees of the district, and as such board have general 
charge of the interests of the schools and school houses within 
the district, and may lease and purchase in the corporate name 
of the district a site for the school house designated by 
the voters, build, hire or purchase a suitable school house with 
the funds provided therefor, and when directed by the legal 
voters at a legal meeting may sell or exchange any such site or 
school house. Any two of them may make any contract or do 
any act authorized to be performed by the board of trustees, 
except to employ a teacher or person who is related by blood or 
marriage to one of the trustees, which act can only be done 
by the vote of all the members of the Board entered on the 
clerk's record. They may, when petitioned by a majority of the 
legal voters of the district permit and authorize the use of the 
school house for the purposes of divine worship, Sabbath school, 
or such other purpose as in their judgment will not interfere 
with its use for school purposes, charging and collecting such 
rent therefor as they deem proper, such rent to be paid to the 
district treasurer for school purposes. They may also take a 
bond for the proper use of the school house, payment, of rent 
and repair of all damages. 

In case the voters of a district fail to levy the necessary 
tax, the trustees may make such levy, but are not to permit the 
current expenses to exceed the amount they are authorized to 
levy or that the district has voted. They may at a meeting 
called for that purpose employ and enter into a written con- 
tract with a qualified teacher, specifying therein the wages per 
month that are to be paid, and the time such teacher is to be 
employed; ail such contracts to be filed with the clerk of the 
district. No contract can be made with any one as a teacher 
unless such teacher has a proper certificate in force at the time. 
They should also furnish all things necessary and proper for the 
school house during the time that school is taught therein, 
whidh musf be not less than three months in any one year, and 
for such further time as the district by vote may direct. Ai

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school month is four weeks of five days each, or twenty days. 
No teacher is required to teach on Christmas, New Year's Day, 
July 4th, Memorial Day or Thanksgiving day, and no deduction 
is to be made on account of either of said days. 

Boards of trustees and of education have the sole power to 
admit to attendance persons over twenty -one years, and non- 
residents of the district; such admission to be made upon the 
payment of such rates of tuition as they may prescribe. 

They may also suspend and expel pupils for insubordina- 
tion, immorality or infectious diseases, and may by a vote of 
a majority exclude children under six years of age. 

Ten days notice by posting in three conspicuous places in 
the district is required to be given of all regular or special meet- 
ings of the district A notice of a special meeting shall set 
forth the object for which it is called. Special meetings may be 
called on the order of the board of trustees, or by the written 
request of five or more freeholders, of the district and if there 
is no clerk or if he fail or neglect to post notice of a special 
meeting, after being requested so to do, notice of such meet- 
ing signed by five or more freeholders or householders of the 
district, they being qualified electors, posted in three or more 
public places, will be sufficient notice. A majority of the legal 
voters present at any annual meeting may act upon any matter 
before them, though not specified in the notice, except the rais- 
ing of money for the building or purchase of a school house or 
fixing the site thereof. 

Wa&ss earned by a duly qualified teacher who has fulfilled 
a contract to teach, shall be paid first out of the money to be 
used for the payment of teachers' salaries, before payment is 
made for services rendered subsequent. Money for teachers' 
wages derived from the current school fund shall not be devoted 
to any other purpose. 

Qualified teachers are those who at the time of making a 
contract for service have a certificate in force from the county 
superintendent, or a certificate on diploma from the 'state nor- 
mal school of Minnesota, or from the superintendent of public 
instruction, or a diploma from the state normal school of 
another state approved by the state superintendent 

School funds in the state treasury available for distribution 
are apportioned semi-annually on the first Monday in March 
and October by the state superintendent of public instruction 
among the several counties in proportion to the number of 
scholars between the ages of five and twenty-one years, who 
have been enrolled and in attendance forty days in the public 
schools, that have had at least five months of term within a 
year by a qualified teacher, and have been reported in accord- 
ance with the Statute; a certified copy of the apportionment 
being transmitted to the State auditor, he draws his warrant 
on the state treasurer in favor of the state treasurer for the 
amount and the same is applied by him in semi-annual settle- 
ments with the counties for amounts due for state taxes. J 

The county auditor on the last Wednesday of March and 
October of each year apportions the money in the county treas- 
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Corner Main and South Sixth Sts*, 
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ury accruing from the common school fund, and from liquor 
licenses, estrays and fines, among the several school districts 
in the county, in which schools have been taught five months 
within the year by qualified teachers, the apportionment being 
made on the basis of the number of scholars between five and 
twentyone, lawfully enrolled, and entitled to apportionment as 
reported by the county superintendent of schools. 

There is also provision made by which school districts may 
borrow from the permanent school fund state moneys with 
which to build school houses. 

School districts are authorized by a vote of not less than 
two-thirds of the qualified electors present and voting at a 
properly called meeting, to issue orders or bonds of the district 
to run not to exceed fifteen years, and at interest not to exceed 
seven per cent per annum to be sold at not less than par by the 
trustees, proceeds to be used for the purchase of a school house 
site, or the erection, completion or furnishing a school house, in 
the district or to the payment of indebtedness incurred for such 
purposes, for a school house already constructed or for the re- 
funding such school district's indebtedness; Proceedings in 
reference to the issuance of such orders or bonds are to be ex- 
amined by the county auditor, and if found correct he is to 
endorse on the bonds his certificate that they are issued in ac- 
cordance with law, and are valid and binding obligations of the 
district He is also required to keep a proper registry of each 
bond. 

No child of suitable age is to be denied admission to the 
public schools, nor is any scholar to be suspended or expelled 
therefrom wihout sufficient cause, or on account of color, nation- 
ality, or social position; nor are scholars without their consent 
and that of their parents or guardians to be classified or scper- 
ated by reason of color, social position or nationality. All 
children between the agea of eight and sixteen are required to 
attend a public school or a private school taught by a compe- 
tent instructor for a period of twelve weeks, at least six weeks 
of which are consecutive, unless excused by the board of trus- 
tees or of education of the district, where the parent or person 
having control of such child resides, upon its being shown that 
such parent or person is by reason of poverty unable to proper- 
ly clothe such child, or that the bodily or mental condition of 
such child is such as to prevent its attendance or application to 
study for the period required, or that it is taught at home the 
branches Usually taught at public schools^ such child being sub- 
ject to the same examination as is required in the case of 
children attending public schools), or that it has already ac- 
quired the ordinary branches required, or that there is no 
school taught within two miles by the nearest traveled road. 

Teachers and school officers of every kind are forbidden to 
be interested in the proceeds or profits of any book, apparatus or 
furniture used or to be used in any school with which such 
teacher or officer is connected. 

It is the duty of boards of education and trustees of school 
districts in every school supported wholly or partly by public

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funds to provide for, and of the teachers therein to give syste- 
matic and regular instruction in physiology and hygiene, in- 
cluding special reference to the effect of stimulants and nar- 
cotics upon the system, and no certificate is to be granted! to any 
teacher without satisfactory examination on these subjects, 
and the failure of any teacher to give such instruction is cause 
for annulling the certificate that may have been granted such 
teacher. 

Suitable text books on the subject are to be recommended 
by the state superintendent or trustees of the normal schools, 
and supplied free to school districts. 

The voters of any school district may at a properly called 
meeting provide for free text books for the scholars of the 
schools of such district, and the question of free text books shall 
be submitted to the voters whenever five legal voters shall pe- 
ti tion the board of trustees to so submit the same; and if it is 
decided to use free text books it is the duty of the trustees to 
provide the same in the manner directed, by statute. 

SEALS. 

Wherever an official seal is to be kept and used by an of- 
ficial in this State it must b« of the same device as the great 
seal of the State and have thereon the name of the office or 
court for which it is to be used, and all such seals must be one 
and five-eights inches in diameter. 

Corporate seals may be of such device as the corporation 
may see fit to adopt 

In the the case of an individual a scroll with a pen or any 
other device used as a seal is sufficient 
TAXATION. 

All property,real or personal,except that which is especially 
exempt, is subject to taxation. The following described prop- 
erty is exempt: All public school houses, academies, colleges, 
universities and seminaries with the books and furniture 
therein and the grounds attached thereto necessary for their 
proper occupancy, use and enjoyment and not leased or other- 
wise used for profit; houses used exclusively for public wor- 
ship and the lot or part of lot upon which the same is situate; 
public cemeteries; property belonging sxclusively to the State 
or the United States; county buildings held for the use of 
courts, jails, county officers, and the grounds upon which the 
same are situate not exceeding ten acres; lands and buildings 
used exclusively for the support and occupation of the poor; 
buildings and lands belonging to institutions of public charity, 
including public hospitals, actually occupied for such purpose 
and not used with a view to profit, and the money and credits 
for their maintenance; grounds used and occupied by agri- 
cultural societies, amounting to eighty acres; fire engines, ap- 
pliances and buildings for their safe keeping; public market 
houses, public grounds, town halls and water works belonging 
to a town; property belonging to and used for the purposes of 
state, district or county agricultural societies or industrial ex- 
positions incorporated under the laws of the State of Minne- 
sota; public libraries and libraries owned by corporations not 
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used for pecuniary profit, and real and personal property be- 
longing to or connected with the same; personal property of 
any individual to the amount of One hundred dollars when 
such owner lists his personal property for taxation. Real prop- 
erty Is assessed as of its value on May 1 of the even numbered 
years; personal property is assessed as of its value on May 1 
of each year. 

* It is the duty of each person to make and deliver to the 
assessor a verified statement of personal property of every 
kind including credits owned by him or under his control on 
May 1st of each year. In statement of his credits he may 
deduct his actual bona fide indebtedness, and for the pur- 
poses of such deductions grain to the amount of Three hundred 
dollars held for sale by the producer may be included with 
the credits from which such deductions may be made. If 
the person whose duty it is to make such verified statement 
fails so to do, the assessor may ascertain the amount and valuo 
of hia property and assess it at what he believes to be its value. 
The assessment is made during the months of May -and June. 

On the fourth Monday of June the supervisors of each 
town and the assessor, recorder and president of each village, 
and where city charters or special laws do not otherwise pro- 
vide, the assessor, recorder and mayor of each city meet as a 
Board of Review for the purpose of reviewing and correcting 
the assessments in their respective towns, cities or villages. 

It is the duty of the assessor to give ten days' notice by 
posting notice in three public places of the meeting of the town 
Board of Review. 

On or before the first Monday of July the assessor returns 
the assessment book, lists and statements with the assessments 
made, to the County Auditor, who examines the same, and if he) 
discovers that the assessment of any property has been omit- 
ted, enters the same upon the proper list and notifies the asses- 
sor making the omission, who immediately proceeds <to ascer- 
tain the value and to correct his original return with reference 
thereto. In the case of his inability or failure to act the 
auditor may ascertain the value and make the correction. 

Upon the third Monday of July the County Commissioners 
or a majority of them, with the auditor or his deputy, meet at 
the Auditor's office as a County Board of Equalization. They 
may raise or reduce the value of any tract of land to what they 
believe to be the proper value, and they may also raise or re- 
duce the value of personal property, but cannot reduce the ag- 
gregate value of either real of personal property below that 
fixed by the assessor with the additions of the county auditor, 
but may increase the aggregate valuation. After the cor- 
rection of assessments by the County Board of Equalization 
abstracts of the lists of real and personal property are sent to 
the State Auditor. The State Board of Equalization, com- 
posed of the Governor, Attorney General, State Auditor and 
a member opppointed from each judicial district then meet on 
the first day of September to equalize these aggregate valua- 
tions.

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Taxes, except such general taxes as shall be definitely fixed 
by law, are levied or voted in specific amounts and the rate 
per cent is fixed from the value of the property as equalized 
by the state board of equalization. State taxes are levied by 
the legislature, and the rate is certified by the state auditor to 
the county auditor on or before October 1 in each year. The 
state auditor also notifies the county auditor of the amount due 
the state from the county for school text books, and it is the 
duty of the county auditor to levy a tax sufficient to meet this 
amount 

County taxes are levied by the commissioners at their July 
meeting, based on an itemized statement of county expenses for 
the ensuing year. No greater levy of county tax can be made 
than will equal such expense, with an excess of five per cent 
Taxes voted by incorporated cities, villages, townships and 
school districts should be certified to the county auditor on or 
before October 1 of each year. Taxes for county purposes in 
counties having a taxable valuation of one million dollars or 
more is not, to exceed five mills; having less than one million 
dollars valuation shall not exceed five thousand dollars, nor 
exceed a rate of one per cent in any county; for town purposes 
such sum as may be voted at any legal town meeting, the rate 
of which shall not exceed, exclusive of such sum as shall be 
voted at the annual town meeting for toad and bridge purposes 
and support of the poor, two mills in towns having a taxable 
valuation of One hundred thousand or more, or an amount not 
exceeding One hundred and fifty dollars in any town having less 
than One hundred thousand dollars valuation. The rate shall 
not exceed one half of one per cent in any town. For road 
and bridge purposes it shall not exceed one-half of one per cent, 
nor two mills for the support of the poor. For district school 
purposes, in addition to the general tax of one mill, there shall 
be levied such sum. as sh*Jl be voted at any legal meeting of the 
qualified voters of the school district, the rate of which shall not 
exceed nine mills for the support of schools, or eight mills for 
erection of school house,but if this rate will not exceed six hun- 
dred dollars that amount may be raised in one year if the rate 
for such purpose will not exceed 25 mills, provided that in dis- 
tricts containing less than 10 voters tax shall not be voted in any 
ytear to exceed 200 Dollars. Except in the case of state tax and 
cases where the rate is fixed by law, the rate of taxation is calcu- 
lated by the county auditor, and if any county, city, town or 
school district returns a sum greater than the prescribed rate 
will raise the county auditor will extend the tax only for such 
amount as the limited and authorized rate will raise. Taxes 
authorized to be levied by any special law may, however, be 
levied in addition to the amount and rates above mentioned. 
The county auditor delivers the tax list of the several districts 
in his county to the county treasurer on or before the first 
Monday of January* Taxes upon real estate become a lien 
thereon on the first day of May of the year in which they are 
levied, but as between grantor and grantee the lien attaches 
only from January 1 of the year following the assessment 
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Personal property taxes are a lien on the property of the person 
against whom they are assessed from and after the time the 
tax books are received by the county treasurer Taxes on per- 
sona! property are assessed against the individual, and if not 
paid become delinquent on March 1 when a ten per cent penalty 
attaches. On April 1 the county treasurer flies a certified list ofl 
thedelinquentswiththecounty clerk, who thereupon Issues war- 
rants to the sheriff who may then proceed to distrain any per- 
sonal property of the delinquent found in his county, and sell 
the sam* at public auction or so much thereof aa may be neces- 
sary to pay the taxes with the costs of the distress and sale 
after advertising the same in three public places in the town 
or district where the same Is taken; the sale to be made in 
not less than ten days af ter the taking. If no distress is made 
he returns the warrants on June 1. Citations or orders to 
show cause may be afterwards Issued directed to and to be 
served upon the delinquent requiring him ta appear on the first 
day of the next general term to be held not less than thirty 
da'ys after the citation, and if no answer or objection is then 
interposed, or if any is interposed and held insufficient judg- 
ment may be entered for the amount of the tax with costs, pen- 
alties, &c. This judgment may be collected as any other 
judgment, and no property is exempt from the process issued 
thereon. 

If real estate taxes are not paid before June i a ten per cent penalty 
then attaches. If one- half of the taxes is paid before June i and the oth- 
er one-half before Nov. i no penalty attaches. On the first Monday of 
January following the countv treasurer returns to the county auditor 
the tax lists, having written opposite each description, where 
a receipt has been given the word "paid/' and as to those upon* 
which such entry is not made an additional five per cent 
penalty attaches. The County Auditor then on or before 
January 20 files in the office of the clerk of the district court a 
verified statement of all lands upon which taxes are delin- 
quent, with names of owners, if known, showing the total 
amount of taxes and penalty. The filing of this list is deemed 
the commencement of an action against each piece of land 
therein described, for the amount of taxes, penalty and inrterest 
stated therein to be due therefrom. The clerk then within fif- 
teen days makes and delivers a copy of this list to the county 
auditor, together with the notice prescribed by statute, requir- 
ing all parties interested to appear and make their objections, 
If any they have, why judgment should not be entered. The 
county auditor causes this list and notice to be published in 
the newspaper that has been designated for that purpose for 
a period of two weeks, the notice requiring all parties in- 
terested in the lands to file their answers on or before March 
20. Upon the publication of this notice and list the court is 
deemed to have full jurisdiction, and if no answers are filed 
within the time specified, the clerk upon proof of publica- 
tion being filed proceeds to enter judgment against the lands 
upon which taxes are delinquent. If answers are interposed 
they are heard and determined by the court. The omission of 
any thing prior to filing the list is no defense in such proceed- 
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tag, unless it appears that such omission has resulted in preju- 
dice to the party objecting, and the taxes have been as to a 
particular tract partially, unfairly or unequally assessed, in 
which case the court may reduce the amount to the proper sum 
and give judgment accordingly. It is always a defense, how- 
ever, when made to appear that the tax has been paid or the 
property Is exempt, when judgment is entered a certified 
copy is delivered to the auditor, who, on the first Monday 
of May, after having given notice in the form prescribed by 
statute by two weeks' publication, the first publication being 
at least fifteen days prior thereto, and by posting three copies, 
one in the county clerk's office, one in the county treasurer's 
office and one in a conspicuous place at the county seat ten 
cays before the sale, proceeds to sell the land at public 
auction. If no one bids as much as is due the land is bid in 
for the State. If sold to a private person certificates of sale 
are issued. If bid in for the State lands may be afterwards 
sold by the county auditor for* the amounts due on the land with 
accumulated interest at one per cent a month with subsequent 
delinquent taxes, penalties, interest, &c. Any one may bid 
at such sale except the county auditor, the county treasurer 
or their deputies. Lands sold to private individuals may be 
redeemed at any time within three years from the date of sale 
by the payment of the amount due with interest at one per 
cent per month and subsequent delinquent taxes, &c; if bid in 
by the State and the rights of the State have not been as- 
signed, the amount of the sale with interest and all delinquent 
taxes, penalties and costs and Interest thereon at one per cent 
a month; if the rights of the State have been assigned, the 
amount paid by the assignee, with interest from date and un- 
paid taxes, penalties, interest, &c., and if such assignee has 
paid subsequent taxes these must also* be paid with interest 
thereon. Persons under disability of insanity, infancy or cap- 
tivity may redeem within two years after removal of the dis- 
ability. The right to redeem will also continue after the ex- 
piration of three years, unless notice is given by the holder of 
the tax certificate in the manner prescribed by statute, and 
for sixty days after the proof of service of such notice is filed 
in the office of the county auditor. If the tax sale is held 
void by the judgment of the court the reasons should be 
stated for so holding it void, and the holder is then entitled to a 
return of his money with ten per cent interest Part owners of 
land may make redemption of their interest by paying their 
proportionate amount of the sums due. 

TOWNS. 

Towns may be organized by the county commissioners upon 
petition of twenty-five voters of an unorganized congressional 
town. In certain cases they may also divide towns already 
existing. Upon petition for the organization of a town the 
county commissioners proceed to fix the boundaries and to name 
the town, which is to be named in accordance with the wish 
of a majority of the legal voters resident therein, unless they 
fail to designate a name, in which case the county commissioa- 
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era may select the same. They also make out notices desig- 
nating a suitable place for holding the first town meeting, 
which is to be held within twenty days after the town is or- 
ganized. Notices are to be posted by the sheriff in each town-, 
ship not less than ten days before the day set for such meet- 
ing. The board should make full report of all their proceed- 
ings and file the same with the county auditor. 

Towns when organized are bodies corporate and have ca- 
pacity to sue and be sued, to purchase and hold lands within 
their limits! for the use of the inhabitants, subject to the powers 
of the legislature, to make contracts, to hold and purchase 
such personal property as may be necessary for the exercise 
of their corporate or administrative powers and to make such, 
orders for the disposition .regulation or use of their corporate 
property as may be deemed conducive to the interests of the in- 
habitants of the town. All acts or proceedings by or against 
a town in its corporate capacity must be in the name of the 
town. By-Laws of the town, to be effectual must be published: 
by posting copies thereof in three of the most public places 
of the town. 

Annual town meetings are held on the second Tuesday of 
March at such place within the town as the electors thereof 
at the annual meeting from time to time appoint Ten days' 
notice of the time and place of calling such meeting should be 
given by posting In three of the most public places. No 
change shall be made in the place of holding town meetings 
unless notice of the contemplated change is given by a mem- 
ber of the Town Board to the town clerk and notice of the 
contemplated change is incorporated in the notice of the town 
meeting. 

At the annual town meeting there are elected three super- 
visors, one of whom is designated on the ballots as chairman, 
a town clerk, town treasurer, assessor, two justices of the 
peace, two constables and one overseer of highways, for 
each road district, in the town. These are elected annu- 
ally, except justices of the peace and constables, who are 
elected once in «two years, except when vacancies are to be 
filled. The supervisors are the fence viewers of the town 
by virtue of their office. The electors have power at their an- 
nual general meeting, to determine the number of pound- 
masters; the location of pounds; to select such town officers as 
are required to be chosen ;' to direct the institution or defense ofi 
actions or controversies in which the town is interested, and 
direct such sums to be raised for the prosecuting or defending 
such actions as they deem necessary; to make rules and regu- 
lations for ascertaining the sufficiency of fences and for the 
impounding of animals; to determine the time and manner in 
which cattle, horses, mules, asses and sheep are permitted to 
go at large, provided they shall not be al- 
lowed to go at large between the 15th of October and the 1st of 
April; to impose such penalties on persons offending against 
any rule or regulation established by the town, except those 
relating to the keeping and maintaining of fences as they think 
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proper, ncu, eAceeumg ien aollaia lor eacti onence unless other- 
wise provided, and to apply such penalties when collected in 
such manner as they deem most conducive to ihe interests of 
the town; to vote to raise such sum of money for the repair 
and construction of roads and bridges as they deem necessary, 
and to determine the amount thereof to be assessed by the su- 
pervisors as labor tax, and* the amount to be assessed and 
collected as other town taxes; to vote such sums for the sup- 
port of the poor and other necessary town charges as they 
deem expedient. They may direct such an amount of the 
poll and road tax of the town to be expended upon highways 
in an adjoining town as they deem conducive for the interests 
of the town, such labor and road tax to be expended under the 
direction of the supervisors of the town furnishing the same, 
If more than an entire congressional township is included in 
an organized town the poll and road tax raised within the 
limits of each congressional town shall be expended therein 
unless raised to be expended outside of such organized town 
in an adjoining town. 

Special town meetings may be called to elect officers and 
fill vacancies, and to transact other lawful business whenever 
the supervisors, town clerk and justices, or any two of them, 
with at least twelve other freeholders of the town, file in the 
office of the town clerk a written statement that a special 
meeting is necessary for the interests of the town. The town 
clerk then causes notices of such special meeting, specifying the 
purpose for which it is to be held, to be posted for ten days in 
five of the most public places in the town, and if there is a 
newspaper published therein, a copy is to be published in 
euch paper at least three days before the meeting. The an- 
nual town meeting is organized by the electors present between 
nine and ten in the forenoon, being called to order by the 
town clerk, if he isi present; if not present then a chairman may 
be elected by acclamation. They then proceed to elect a 
moderator to preside. The town clerk last before elected shall 
be clerk of the meeting and keep full minutes of its proceed- 
ings in, which he shall enter at length every order and direction 
and all rules and regulations. If the town clerk is not present! 
then such person as may be elected for that purpose may act 
as clerk. The moderator at the opening of the meeting states 
the business to be transacted and the order in which it will be 
entertained and no proposition to vote a tax can be taken up 
out of its order. A motion to reconsider must be made withftn 
an hour from the time the vote is passed, unless the motion is 
sustained by a number of voters equal to a majority of all the 
names entered on the poll list at such election up to the time 
such motion is madie. Challenges may be interposed to any 
one attempting to vote at a town meeting and are to be deter- 
mined by the judges of the town in the same manner as judges 
of elections are required to pursue, adapting the oath to suit 
the circumstances. No one can vote at a town meeting un- 
less he be qualified to vote at a general election ,and has been 
for the last ten days prior to the meeting an actual resident

of the town where the meeting is held and wherein he offers to 
vote. 

Minutes of a town meeting must be filed with the town 
clerk within two days after the meeting. 

Supervisors, treasurer, town clerk, assessor, justices of the 
peace and overseer of the poor are elected by ballot, and other 
officers if not otherwise provided by law may be chosen by yeas 
and nays or by a division. 

All votes regulating the time and manner of running at 
large of cattle, horses, mules, asses and sheep must be by bal- 
lot. 

All persons qualified to vote at a town meeting are eligible 
to any office. Supervisors, town clerks, assessors, treasurers, 
constables must take and subscribe an oath of office before the 
town clerk or justice of the peace within ten days after being 
notified of their election or appointment, and file such oath 
with the town, clerk, and a neglect so to do will be deemed a re- 
fusal to serve. Overseers of highways and pound masters must 
file notice of their acceptance within ten days. The treasurer 
is required to give bonds With one or more sureties to be ap- 
proved by the chairman in double the probable amount of 
money to be received by him to be determined by the Board 
for the faithful execution of his duties as treasurer, which bond 
within six days thereafter is to be filed with their approval 
endorsed thereon in the office of the Register of Deeds. Con- 
stables are also required to give bonds for the faithful dis- 
charge of their duties to the Board of Supervisors in such 
penal sum as they shall direct, to be approved by the chairman 
of the Board or the town clerk. Justices also take an oath 
and give bond in an amount not less than Five hundred dol- 
lars, or more than One thousand dollars, with two* or more suf- 
ficient sureties to be approved by the chairman of the Board 
of Supervisors. Failure to give bonds by treasurer or con- 
stable shall be deemed a refusal to serve, and the entering on 
the duties of any office before taking the oath of office where 
an oath is required subjects the officer to a forfeiture of Fifty 
dollars to the town. 

Supervisors have charge of the affairs of the town not by law 
committed to other officers. They draw orders on the treasurer 
for the payment of incidental expenses of the town and money 
raised by the town to be disbursed for other purposes. They 
also constitute a board of health with authority to exercise all 
the powers necessary for the preservation of the public health. 
It is their duty to prosecute for the benefit of the town actions 
tipon bonds given to them by their predecessors, to sue for and 
collect penalties and forfeitures, and for trespass to public en- 
closures or town property, where no other provision is made, 
and to pay all moneys so collected to the town treasurer. Two 
supervisors constitute a quorum, except when sitting as a 
board to audit town accounts, when. In the absence of one or 
more supervisors, justices of the peace may be called in to 
Jmake up the three. 

All accounts of town officers who receive or disburse money 
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arc to be audited l*y the bosrd ct supervisors, and they phc.r 
make a report at the annual town meetings, stating in detail 
the items of account audited and allowed. Accounts audited 
and allowed by the town board, and the amount of any account 
voted to be all owed at any town meeting shall be paid by the 
town treasurer on the order of the board signed by the chair- 
man and countersigned by the clerk. Orders issued by the 
town board for sums due from the town are receivable in pay- 
ment of town taxes. The town treasurer is required to keep 
a book in which he is to enter all town orders that cannot be 
paid for want of funds,, which orders when presented are to be 
endorsed "not paid for want of funds," with the date of en- 
dorsement signed by the town treasurer. They then bear 
interest from that date, and are to be paid in the order in 
which they are registered, and out of the first money that 
comes into the hands of the town treasurer for such purpose. 
The treasurer has the care and takes charge of all moneys 
belonging to the town required by law to be paid into the 
town treasury, including that drawn from the county treas- 
urer, and pays out the same as provided by law. 

The town clerk is the clerk of the town board and keeps 
a true record of all their proceedings. He has the custody of 
the record books and papers of the town, and may ait his dis- 
cretion appoint a deputy town clerk, for whose acts he is re- 
sponsible. Such deputy town clerk must, however, before hie 
enters upon his duties, take and subscribe the oath required by- 
law, which is to be filed in the office of the town clerk. The 
town clerk also files and preserves all accounts audited by the 
town board or allowed at the general meeting, and enters a 
statement thereof in his book of records. It is the duty of 
the town to erect and maintain such guide posts on the high- 
ways or other ways of the town as are deemed necessary for 
the direction of travelers, the places for such guide posts to 
be determined by the town at the annual meeting upon the re- 
port of the supervisors. 

The following matters are deemed town charges, namely: 
Compensation of town officers for services rendered to the re- 
spective towns; contingent expenses necessarily incurred for 
the use and benefit of the town; moneys authorized to be raised 
by the vote of the town meeting for any town purpose; every 
sum directed by law to be raised for any town purpose. 

No tax for town purposes shall exceed the amount voted to 
be raised at the annual town meeting. 

Each town constitutes an election district Public places 
for posting notices are to be designated by the electors at their 
annual town meeting. No town can contract a debt 
for any one year for a specified purpose in any 
larger sum that the amount of taxes assessed for such year for 
€uch purpose and shall not assess for township purposes more 
than ten mills on the dollar on taxable property. 

Supervisors have authority to issue bonds and refunding 
bonds for town purposes, with interest coupons attached, upon 
being authorized by a proper majority of the legal voters, sub- 
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Ject to statutory conditions. Bonds not to be issued or ne- 
gotiated for less than par,and refunding bonds shall not bear 
Interest at a rate exceeding seven per cent, and shall not be 
made payable more than fifteen years after they are issued. 
WEEDS— NOXIOUS. 

The following are declared to be noxious weeds and a ccfn- 
mon nuisance: * , 

First group: Wild mustard, wild oats, cockleburr, burdock, 
tumble mustard. 

Second group: Canadian thistle, oxeyed daisy, quack 
grass. 

Third group: French weed. 

The permitting of the weeds named in the first and sec- 
ond groups to go to seed upon lands owned or controlled by 
any person or those of the second group to grow and reproduce 
themselves by crown or underground stems or buds for longer 
than two years, and those of the third group to produce seeds 
for more than four years is prohibited. The owning and con- 
trolling of land for this purpose being deemed to extend to 
the center of the highway. 

Town supervisors and others having control of highways 
are to see that the provisions of the law in regard to such grow- 
ing weeds is compiled with, and if the owner having notice or 
knowledge of the existence of such weeds on his land does not 
take steps to eradicate such weeds the supervisors or officers 
above mentioned may proceed to destroy and eradicate such 
weeds and the expense thereof may be assessed against the 
land. 

It is also the duty of any one owning or controlling lands 
bordering on the highway to destroy on any such highway all 
Russian, Canadian or other thistles, burdocks, white or exeyed 
daisy, wild mustard, snap dragon or tow flax, cockleburr, sow 
thistle, sour dock, yellow dock, and all other noxious weeds 
at such time and in such manner as to prevent their bearing 



It is the duty of the overseer, commissioner or officers hav- 
ing charge of the highway to inquire in regard to the existence 
of weeds on the highways and public places, and if upon notice 
the owner or occupant fails so to do, to properly destroy them, 
and the expense thereof may be extended as a tax against the 
property on which the weeds are so destroyed. 

Any person or persons, company of corporation owning 
or occupying lands within the State, whether the same be 
within or without the limits of a city or village, or who having 
control of any such lands knowingly permits any Russian 
thistle to grow or remain thereon after the expiration of the 
date that shall be named by the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, for the destruction of such thistles within 
thteir respective counties, is deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on conviction may be punished by a fine of from 
tea to one hundred dollars, and costs of prosecution. 

It is the duty of the County Commissioners to fix a time 
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for the destruction of all Russian thistles in the county and of 
the County Auditor to give notice thereof. 

Weed agents are to be appointed by each Board of Super- 
visors, or the Board of County Commissioners, and in the case 
of villages, and cities; by the village or city council, whose duty 
it shall be to destroy or cause to> be destroyed in such district 
as shall be allotted to them, before the expiration of the time 
specified for the destruction thereof, all Russian thistles found 
growing in public highways or streets in such district: and on 
failure of the owners or occupants of lands to destroy such 
thistle upon their lands within the time specified euch weed 
agent shall destroy or cause to be destroyed before such thistles 
mature seeds all such thistles so found growing on any land 
within his district other than public highways, and it shall be 
lawful for him to enter upon any lands if he has reason to be- 
lieve there are such thistles growing on them; such weed agents 
to be entitled ta such compensation as shall be fixed by the 
board or council appointing them and shall make report of 
the weeds destroyed by them upon property other than high- 
ways and the expense thereof and when properly audited and 
allowed by the County Commissioners will be paid out of the 
State Treasury and the amount entered upon the proper tax 
books of the county as a charge against the land upon which 
the weeds were destroyed. * 

WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 

The State Treasurer is the State sealer of weights and 
measures, the standard in his office being the standard sup- 
plied to him by the Secretary of State of the United States. 
Each County Treasurer is the sealer of weights and measures 
for his county, and is authorized to appoint suitable deputies. 
It is the duty of the County Treasurer to procure and keep 
standards of all weights and •measures, and to have the same 
tested by the State standard kept by the State Treasurer once 
in five years. 

It is the duty of every person engaged in any business re- 
quiring the use of weights and measures to have his weights 
and measures tried, proved and sealed by the sealer of weights 
and measures of the county where the same are being used, and 
a sale by weights and measures not sealed or proved is illegal, 
and the seller cannot recover the price of the goods so sold. 

It is the duty of any sealer of weights and measures, or his 
deputy, at any time at the written request of any aggrieved 
person, and upon the payment of One dollar and mileage at the 
rate of twenty cents per mile for going and returning, to ex- 
amine and test any weights or measures used in his county, and 
if he shall give previous notice to the person complained of, of 
such intended examination he is liable to a fine of from Fifty 
to One hundred dollars or imprisonment of from thirty to 
ninety days or both. 

It is also a penal offense for any one in buying or selling 
goods or merchandise to make use of any unsealed weight 
or measure or weights or measures that he knows to be -un- 
just. 
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Measures for all commodities such as meal, lruit and other 
like articles that are usually sold by heaped measure, except 
charcoal, must be of the dimensions following, namely: 

>A bushel measure must not be less in its inside diameter 
than eighteen and one-half inches; half bushel, thirteen and 
three-fourths inches; a peck measure, ten and three-fourths 
inches; half peck measure, nine inches. Each measure shall 
be heaped as high as may be without special effort or design, 

For milk the standard measure is two hundred and eighty- 
two cubic inches to the gallon ,and the subdivisions in the same 
proportion. Where there is no special agreement to the con- 
trary the following shall be the weight per bushel of the fol- 
lowing described articles when sold or contracted for, namely:

less than twenty inches In diameter, and of sufficient depth to 
contain 48S9 cubic inches, which shall be accounted two bushels. 

WILLS. 

Any person of full age and sound mind may subject to the 
payment of his debts aj^d where not otherwise provided by law, 
dispose of any part of his real or personal property. Such 
will must be in writing, signed at the end thereof, by the tes- 
tator, or by some person in his presence and by his express 
direction, and be attested and subscribed by two or more com- 
petent witnesses who must so subscribe the name in the pres- 
ence of the testator, or where he can if so disposed see them sub- 
scribe such attestation. If the witnesses are competent at the 
time the will is executed, the fact that they may subsequently 
become incompetent will not aflfeot its validity. 

Unwritten or nuncupative wills disposing of personal prop- 
erty only may be made by a soldier while in active military 
service, or by a mariner at sea, but by no one else under any 
other circumstances. 

Legacies or devises to a subscribing witness are wholly 
vodd unless there are two other subscribing witnesses, but 
this does not apply where the property given to such witness 
Is the same that he would have been entitled to had there 
been no will. 

Except where a revocation of a will will be implied by 
law from a change in condition or circumstances, as 
by subsequent marriage of the person making the same, 
a will can be revoked only by burning, tearing, cancelling 
or obliterating the same by the testator or some one in his 
presence or by his direction with intent to revoke the same, 
or by a will, codicil or other writing signed and attested in the 
same manner as is requiredin the case of the execution of a will. 

No will is effectual to pass either real or personal estate 
in this State unless the same is admitted to probate. 

Wills that are duly admitted to probate in another State, 
Territory or country may be admitted to probate in this State, 
and will be given full force and effect here whether executed in 
accordance with the laws of this State or not; and the same is 
true in case of a will executed out of this State in a manner 
sufficient by the laws of the State or country where so exe- 
cuted. 

Unless a will indicates an intention to the contrary, a child/ 
born after its execution, and for whom no provision is made, is 
entitled to the same share of the estate as if the testator had 
died intestate, and the same rule will also apply where a tes- 
tator has unintentionally failed to provide for a child or the 
issue of a deceased child. 

A will need not be in any particular form. It is sufficient 
if it express the intention of the testator, and to ascertain that 
Intention the entire will with the codicils, if any, will be con- 
sidered. 

It is the duty of a person having the custody of a will 
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to deliver the same upon the death of the testator to the jpropei? 
probate court having jurisdiction of its probate. 

WITNESSES. 

Persons are competent as witnesses if when they are of- 
fered they have such an understanding as enables them to re- 
tain in memory the events of which they have been witnesses, 
CH and to give them a knowledge of right and wrong sufficient to 
appreciate the sanctity and binding force and obligation of an 
£\ oath. The condition of a witness at the time he is offered 

must determine the question of his competency. 
y\ Witnesses may be compelled to appear before a court, 

mi^ magistrate, arbitrator or other person authorized to examine 
Yf witnesses, by the service of a subpoena which may be issued by, 
the clerk of the District Court or a justice of the peace. A 
J** subpoena may be served by any person by exhibiting or read- 
ing the same to the witness, or giving him a copy or leaving 
fluch copy at his place of abode, but he is not obliged to attend 
& unless his fees for one day's attendance and mileage at the 
^ rate of six cents a mile for going to and returning from fyis 
Jh place of abode to the place of trial, are paid in advance, 
fj. Neither interest in the suit, religious opinions or belief will 
exclude a person from being a witness, but it is not competent 
^ for any party to an action or any person interested in the 
event thereof to testify to« any conversation with or admis- 
sion of a deceased or insane person relative to any matter at 
issue, except where the testimony of such deceased or insane 
person upon the point has been taken prior to such dieath or 
insanity. Neither a husband nor wife can be examined as a wit- 
ness for or against each other without the consent of such other, 
nor can one without the consent of the other testify as to any 
communication made by one to the other during marriage, ex- 
cept in the case of a civil action or proceeding by one against 
the other, or a criminal proceeding for a crime committed by 
one against the other, or a proceeding supplemental to exe- 
cution. An attorney cannot without the consent of his client 
Jh testify as to any communication by the client, or his advice 
given in the course of professional duty, nor can any employe 
of any such attorney so testify. Confessions made to a priest 
6H or clergyman in his professional character, and information 
© acquired, by a physician in attending a patient necessary to 
enable him to prescribe for such patient are also protected in 
CC the same manner. Communications to a public officer and 
▼rt official confidences are also protected where public interests 

would suffer by their disclosure. 
^ A witness is not obliged to testify as to any matter that 

would tend to charge him with a criminal offense, but if it 
simply charges him with a civil obligation he is not protected. 
Witnesses are obliged to attend in case of criminal prosecution 
with out pre-payment of fees. A witness having conscientious, 
scruples in regard to taking an oath may affirm or declare in- 
stead. If any peculiar form of administering an oath is more 
solemn and binding in the opinion of such witness than the 
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ordinary form, that form may be adopted in swearing sueh witr 
ness.

ADDENDA. 

ADOPTION AND CARE OF CHILDREN: — If the child to be 
adopted has arrived at full age, the consent of the child alone is 
sufficient. No child under fourteen years shall be employed in 
any factory or workshop or about any mine, or in any mercantile 
establishment nor in the service of any telegraph or telephone or 
public messenger company, except during the vacation of the pub- 
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lie schools. No child under sixteen years shall be employed at any 
occupation dangerous to life, limb, health or morals, nor at any 
labor outside of the family of such child's residence before six 
o'clock in the morning, nor after seven o'clock in the evening nor 
more than ten hours in any day, nor more than sixty hours in any 
week. Such child may be employed in mercantile establishments 
on Saturdays and for ten days before Christmas until ten o'clock 
In the evening, but this permission does not authorize the child to 
"work more than ten hours in any day, nor more than sixty hours 
in any week. When the labor of any minor is necessary to support 
his family or himself the child may be employed if the school 
board issue a permit authorizing such employment 

ANIMALS — DISEASED : — Hogs that have died from any dis- 
ease must be buried at least three feet below the surface of the 
ground. It is unlawful to sell or give away any hog that has died 
from disease, and the same must not be taken from the land of 
the owner. Diseased hogs must not be allowed to run at large. 
Violations of the foregoing may be punished by fine or imprison- 
ment. The State Board of Health and the several local boards 
have authority to adopt all rules and regulations which they may 
deem necessary to prevent the spread of infectious diseases. It is 
advisable to consult such boards when occasion arises. 

CORPORATIONS — CREAMERIES : — Three or more persons 
may form a corporation for the purpose of erecting and maintain- 
ing one or more creameries. A majority of said persons shall re- 
side in the county where the creamery is to be established. 

EXEMPTIONS— LIFE INSURANCE:— Insurance upon the 
life of a deceased husband or father to the amount oftten thousand; 
dollars is exempt from execution. 

LIENS: — Owners of threshing machines have a liqn upon 
grain threshed for the reasonable value of such threshing. To 
secure the lien the claim must be filed with the town clerk within 
ten days from date of threshing. 

SCHOOLS:— The electors of any organized township may at 
any general or special town meeting organize a township graded 
school. Any county, township, city or village may obtain a loan 
from the State School and University Funds, which may be ob- 
tained for the purpose of erecting a school house and to pay bonds 
already issued for that purpose. No loan can be obtained when 
the indebtedness exceeds seven per cent, of the assessed valuation 
of the taxable real property of the county, township, school dis- 
trict, city or village. All loans bear four per cent, interest. 

TAXATION:— When any person dies leaving personal prop- 
erty worth five thousand dollars or more, it is subject to a tax. of 
five per cent, upon its market value; but if such property descends 
to a near relative it is subject to a tax only when the property is 
worth ten thousand dollars or more, and then only to a tax of 
one per cent, of its value. 

WEEDS, NOXIOUS:— *When such weeds are upon lands ons 
which there is a growing crop and when the destruction of all such 
weeds would seriously damage the crop the officers having control 
of highways can compel the owner of the -crop to destroy only such 
weeds as can be destroyed without seriously damaging the crop.

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GUARDIANS — After the last paragraph on page 121 add the following: 
In case it becomes necessary to sell any real estate of the ward for the ward's 
support as hereinafter provided, or for the better investment of the money to 
be derived from such sale, the guardian is required to give a special bond, 
providing for a fair sale of such real estate and the proper handling and manage* 
ment of the funds thus secured. A guardian has no power to sell real estate, 
uor can he convey good title to the same, by virtue simply of his appointment, 
and his general bond given upon appointment. 

A guardian has no authority to re-invest the funds of the ward, acquired 
from the sale of real estate, except upon petition to, and an order from the 
Probate Court. 

WITNESSES — After the first paragraph on page 191 add the following: 
While a witness is not required ordinarily, to testify concerning matters which 
may criminate himself, yet if he voluntarily testify concerning a portion of a 
transaction, he may be required to testify concerning the whole transaction or 
occurrence, although by so doing he may criminate himself. 

The testimony of witnesses without this state may be taken before any 
officer authorized to administer an oath, by giving the opposing party the pro- 
per statutory notice. Also a commission may issue from a court of this state 
for the taking of such deposition. Such deposition may be used in evidence 
at the trial of the cause, and the facts therein alleged may be rebutted and im- 
peached the same as if the party had personally testified in court. •
